FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS

of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
‘ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness and 
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shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point of 
the roof. ) | 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through any 
wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof mater- 
ial, the thickness of the partition. 

Section 2—Fire Stops. 

Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner ; 7 

(a) In Brick or Stone Buildings: the space between the fur- 
ring on the walls and between the studding of all partitions 
shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above the 
floor partition in each story. The space between such parti- 
tions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall also be 
filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) In Wooden Buildings: the spaces between the studs of 
bearing partitions in the Ist story, Setween the studs of each 
exterior wall in the Ist story as earry the end of floor joists, 
shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least the level 
of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the floor joists 
directly above a bearing partition in whatever story construct- 
ed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in all cases, 
so as to effectively check any draft from one story, to another 
or from the horizontal spaces between the floor joists to the 
vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 

(c) In all Buildings the spaces between the strings of stairs 
and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire stopped to 
prevent the passage of air. 

(d) The Spaces Around Chimneys or other Flues: and other 
flues inside of studding or furring, making an air duct, are to 
be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable incombustible material. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or other 
small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may be main- 
tained during the course of the erection of a permanent struc- 
ture. 

Section 8—Buildings in Business Districts ; 

Par. 1. All buildings hereafter erected, reconstructed or 
altered; in any business district of the town, if nearer than 10

ft. to any side or rear line or to an adjoining building; such 
building shall be so constructed that any exposed wall will be 
built of incombustible material, so that such wall will act as a 
fire retarding wall. 

Par. 2. This shall apply, only, to repairs that affect the ex- 
terior construction of any building now erected. 

Section 4—Buildings on Incombustible Foundation ; 

Par. 1. All buildings hereafter erected, except those not used 
for habitation, business or public assembly, shall be built on 
masonry piers or solid incombustible foundation walls. The use 
of wooden posts on such buildings is hereby prohibited. 

Section 5—Inspection of Buildings; 

Par. 1. No wall or ceiling in any building shall be. covered 
or lathed until the Building Inspector has been notified and had 
an opportunity to inspect such work. The Building Inspector 
shall forthwith make an inspection within 48 hours of the re- 
ceipt of such notite so as not to hold wp any work or construc-

Section 6—Notification of Intent to Build, ete.; 
Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure, or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the owner 
or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent to 
build, reconstruet or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings not 
to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or publi¢ as- 
sembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 7 ft.

Section 7—Penalty.

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 

The Water Commissioners submit herewith their annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1928. At the annual 
Town Meeting in February, Mr. Eugene E. C. Swift was re- 
elected Water Commissioner for three years. The board organ- 
ized by re-electing Mr. Swift chairman, Mr. Hadley, financial 
advisor, and Mr. C. E. L. Gifford, secretary. 

Mr. J. C. Moore has continued as superintendent, Mr. C. B. 
Gardner, Engineer in charge of the Pumping Station, and Mr. 
G. A. Griffin was appointed to have supervision of the financial, 
accounting and office work, and also as consulting engineer for 
such work as required. 


Review of the Year’s Work 


The most important features of the years work were the 
re-inspection of water fixtures and work incidental to the re- 
construction of the state roads to North Falmouth and to Wa- 
quoit, which included renewal of old service pipes and moving 
hydrants, gate boxes and blow-offs. 
~ The re-inspection of water fixtures of consumers was made 
by Mr. James P. Mulligan who is also plumbing inspector for 
the town. The rates are determined wholly on the basis of the 
fixtures, and no re-inspection had been made since the plant 
was installed. Some 2000 services out of 2635 were inspected 
during the year, and most of the number in time to make neces- 
sary adjustments on the annual bills sent out in July. A few 
flat rates that had been in existence for some time were abol- 
ished so that all domestic consumers are on an equal basis. A 
‘few services for large commercial consumers are on a meter 
basis. 

The re-inspection brought out some protests from takers 
whose rates were increased. Increases result from finding new 
fixtures which had previously not .been reported and from 
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changes from flat to fixture rates. In general, an explanation 
of the reason for the increase satisfied the taker. A few con- 
sumers voiced their objection to the established rates; their at- 
tention was called to the fact that Falmouth has an unusually 
extensive system for the number of takers (there being about 
28 to a mile of main) and to the fact that it is necessary to 
maintain a plant here capable of meeting the demands of a sum- 
mer population, four or five times the normal. It was also brought 
out that the existing rates are not alone enough to operate the | 
plant and meet the present large serial bond issues. 

The re-inspection brought out much valuable data as to 
ownership and location of services which were in doubt, and 
when the inspection is complete, it is believed that the depart- 
ment will have an accurate, up-to-date record which will be 
added to by periodic inspections by the inspector who has the 
opportunity to keep in touch with all additions of fixtures. : 

The Commissioners were notified early in the spring that 
the State proposed reconstruction of both the State roads from 
the North and East ends of the town and that no disturbance 
would be permitted for 5 years. The majority of service pipes 
on these roads had been in use for many years, and were in 
poor condition. It was therefore necessary to renew these be- 
fore the new surface was laid: As there is no charge to the taker ~ 
for services except the initial one for material used, this work 
and the changing of hydrants, blow-offs and re-setting gate : 
boxes put an extra burden on the finances of the Department. 
The estimates for the year had been prepared without allow- 
ance for this unforseen emergency and we feel gratified that 
we have been able to meet this extraordinary expense, retire 
over twice as many bonds as in 1927, and come to the end of the | 
season with a surplus sufficient to largely increase the amount of ~ 
bonds paid from water revenue in 1929. 


Construction 

The principal new project undertaken this year was the in-- 
stallation of automatic recording apparatus for registering at 
the Pumping Station the height of water in the Woods Hole and 
West Falmouth standpipes. The cost of this, $4000, was taken 
from balances of special construction funds in accordance with 
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a vote at the last annual town meeting. This device has giveh 
valuable service in keeping the engineer at the station informed 


as to the height of water, thus enabling him to regulate the pump- 


ing to best meet the demands of the town. 

The completion of the Woods Hole Standpipe was accom- 
plished in July. The steel work and foundation were finished 
and the standpipe put into service in 1927, but the construction 
of the concrete enclosure had been deferred until this year on 


account of the lateness of the season and to avoid danger of 


freezing the concrete. 

Much favorable comment has been made as to the appear- 
ance of the standpipe, and it is believed that it will ornament 
the landscape rather than mar it as such structures frequently 
do. The work was performed in a very satisfactory manner by 
Eldon Smith of Allston, the contractor, under the supervision 
of Richardson and Gay, Consulting Engineers of Boston. 


Pumping Station 


. We were notified by the Insurance Company that automo- . 


biles should not be kept in the Pumping Station on account of 
the fire hazard. This pronipted us to build a wooden garage on 
land belonging to the town adjacent to the Pumping Station. 
This was done by the maintenance force at odd times, and is a 
necessary adjunct to the station equipment, providing storage 
for automobiles and for small supphes and equipment used at 
the station. 


Minor Extensions 


These comprise extensions of 2-inch pipe and smaller, to sup- 


ply small numbers of consumers in new developments which are | 


not large enough to justify the expense of mains capable of fur- 
nishing fire protection as well as domestic needs. Requests for 


minor extensions are numerous but they are restricted by vote | 
of the town to not over $4000 in any one vear. A 9 per cent” 
guarantee is required on all minor extensions unless there are’ 


enough takers at first to exceed that amount.

Maintenance 

There have been no major breaks during the year. There 
have been a number of leaks, mostly. in joints, which were re- 
paired with the exception of a very few instances without shut- 
ting off the water. The Waquoit line has given the most trouble. 
Almost all gates in the system have been operated at least once 
during the year. All gates on the new state road in Kast and 
West Falmouth have been dug up, repacked and gate boxes 
yaised to the new road grade. There has been very little com- 
plaint on account of dirty water this year. The sediment left 
from cleaning operations of the mains has been almost entirely 
eliminated on account of continued blowing. Two new hyd- 
rants, one at the corner of the Brick Kiln Road in East Fal- 
mouth, the other at Mr. Arnold J. Gifford’s driveway in West 
Falmouth, were installed at the request of the Chief of the Fire 
Department and the. Selectmen. A hydrant on the Sippewis- 
sett line at the Mayflower Hotel was replaced with one having a 
steamer connection. It was necessary to move 12 hydrants on 
aecount of the new road construction in West Falmouth and 
éne in East Falmouth. Only one hydrant was broken during 
the year but a number were struck and bent over which necessi- 
tated digging up and straightening. All hydrant gates were 
examined and packed and raised when necessary. 
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" Services Z 

All services are now put in using either galvanized wrought 
iron lead-lined pipe, galvanized wrought iron cenfent-lined pipe, 
or 99 percent copper tubing. It is optional with the taker as to 
the kind of approved material used. During the year there were 
101 renewals on the East Falmouth State road, 124 on the West 
Falmouth State road and 60 in other parts of the town. All this 
work was done without expense to the water taker. It is the 
policy of the Commissioners to renew all services that are over 
20 years old with one of the kind of materials mentioned above. 


Financial and Accounting 

The re-inspection of services entailed an unusually large 

amount of clerical work. With this additional work and the 
growth in the detail work of the Department required to keep 
accurate records of its pipe and fixtures, it became necessary 
to employ additional clerical help. Mr. Edward B. Hamlin was 
therefore engaged to assist in the office work with Mrs. Warren 
Hewins. Starting in March, this work was earried on vigor- 
ously so aS to send out the annual bills on the first of July. Con- 
sidering the amount of work involved, there was a relatively 
small number-of revisions made in the bills as issued. In a few 
eases adjustment was made by rebates. The work of re-inspec- 
tion continued to the end of the summer season and the remain- 
ing summer houses will be inspected in 1929. Sending out annual 
bills results in a large amount of work concentrated in a short 
time and it is suggested that the possibility of issuing semi-an- 
nual bills be looked into. 
. . As:a large part of the cost of maintaining the plant is for 
fixed charges, and not affected by the quantity of water used, 
we recommend that there be a minimum fixed charge for all 
houses connected with water whether turned on or not for any 
season. This should be $4 a year for one faucet with a sliding 
scale up to 10 percent for fixtures amounting to $100. 

We have made a particular effort to collect all water rates 
promptly and within the time set by vote of the town, 1. e., 
August 15th. Many water takers do not feel the same respon- 
sibility for paying bills due to a town as they do to a private 
individual and there are some with whom it is necessary to re- 
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sort to severe methods to collect ‘the rates. The practice of 
shutting off water for non- -payment, although authorized by the 
town and adjtidged legal, results in ill-feelings and hardship, 
and is resorted to only when persuasive methods fail. With the 
acceptance of the Water Lien Law at the February Town Meet- 
ing, the town is now assured of collecting itis water bills event- 
ually, although it means time and additional work. In our opin- 
ion too much time is required in correspondence and personal 
visits to collect perhaps 10 per cent of the water bills. As a 
remedy for this difficulty we have under consideration the addi- 
tion of 6 per cent interest to the bills after August Ist. 

The Water* Department operates on revenue from water 
rates. Any surplus at the end of the year is applied toward 
retiring bonds. It is therefore necessary at the first of the year 
to make a budget for at least 6 months as the bulk of the income 
does not come in until after July 1. The amount due in bonds 
and interest to that time is of course fixed, but the running ex- 
penses of the works have to be gauged so that there will be no | 
deficit on July Ist. | 


Financial Statements

Recommendations } 

At the request of John F. Stackpole, Tr., and others, an 
article has been inserted in the Town Warrant asking for an 
extension of the mains under a 9 per cent guarantee from Quis- 
sett Four Corners to the Oyster Pond to supply the development 
known als the ‘‘Fells.’’ Without definite information as to the 
prospects of building in this section, we are not yet prepared to 
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give our recommendation on this request. 

We recommend the laying of some 375 ft. of 6-inch pipe on 
‘Prospect St., Wood Hole, to make a cross-over from Buzzards 
Bay Avenue to Whitman Road. This is needed to improve cir- 
culation and als a precaution in case of fire in the Gansett see- 
tion. Estimated cost—#900. | 

At the request of the Fire Department we recommend the 
installation of two flush hydrants on either side of the Eel Pond 
Bridge in Woods Hole, so that an emergency connection may 
be made over the bridge to furnish adequate fire supply in the 
section west of the bridge to North St., which is now on a dead 
end. 

The 6-inch main. from North St., Woods Hole, to Penzance 
for a distance of 1500 feet is over 50 years old and was origin- 
ally lighter pipe than used for the high pressures such as pre- 
vail in our system. It is so thin that it is deemed prudent to re- 
place it where needed, before an actual failure takes place, as 
this line supplies and protects considerable valuable residential 
property. We recommend that the town authorize the use of 
funds now on hand which are only available for such purposes, 
to make the three foregoing improvements to the system.

interest. Water rates exclusive of hydrant rental, increase in 
1928 equals $11,898.36. ‘‘Operating Expense’ $6,059.56 less 
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than in 1927. Total of operating and extraordinary expense: 
inerease of $645.46 in 1928; this is principally due: to the State 
road. work. 

One item of Gaacont is the saving on coal for pumping. 
This is.due to. the greater economy. of the new. Worthington 
pump, and to a lower price for coal which reduced the cost from 
$4680 in 1927 to $3515 in 1928 or a saving of $1165. Serial 
water bonds due and paid $36,500, portion paid out of water 
revenue increased from $10,500 in 1927 to $21,500 in 1928. 

Interest on bonds. decreased $362.50, this being due to there 
being fewer bonds outstanding in 1928 than in 1927. 

As to the bonds retired during the year, the above figures 
mean that of the total amount coming due, $21,500 or nearly 
two-thirds: was. paid out of, revenue obtained by the sale of 
water, and the balance from general taxation. Retiring water 
bonds is the same of course, as adding to the plant on the in- 
stallment system. The plant belongs to the town and not to the 
water. department. As distinguished from a private enterprise 
a municipal plant can not make any “‘profit.’? Whatever sur- 
plus of water income over expenses there may be, is used to pay 
off bonds.. These might be entirely cared for from water reven-’ 
ue if deemed best to adjust water. rates for that purpose. As 
whatever the plant may yield in added revenue accrues to the 
benefit of the town, the matter of retiring bonds by direct ap- 
propriation from the tax levy or by receipts from water is of 
minor importance except for bookkeeping. 

Hydrant Rental. Increase from $10,470 to $11,330 is due 
to new hydrants placed in 1927. This figure is determined by 
the number of hydrants in use. Als this item is frequently mis- 
interpreted a word of explanation should help make it clear. 
The name originated with the private company and is still re- 
tained .with the conception of the water works as a municipal 
enterprise distinct from the other branches of the town govern- 
ment, which are not in general producing agencies. In a muni- 
eipal plant hydrant rental is the portion of the receipts of the 
water works raised by general taxation, and it is looked upon 
as the share of the town at large in providing fire protection, 
which ealls for larger mains, standpipes and pumps than would 
be necessary for domestic use of water alone. 
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Table I, ‘‘Cash”’, represents. all funds both from water rev- 
enue and from special appropriations and bond issues. The 
balance shown is the total on hand to eredit of the water de- 
partment. 

Table II. ‘‘Income Account’’ shows funds obtained from 
water rates, hydrant rental and miscellaneous. This is the work- 
ing fund for maintaining the plant. 

The principal receipts are from ‘‘ Water rates,’’ that. is, 
charges to consumers for use of water. Miscellaneous receipts 
include premiums on bond’, refunds for damage to water works 
property and material sold. Out of this fund are paid the work- 
ing expenses of the plant, labor, supplies, small tools and equip- 
ment, office expenses, ete., as well as interest on bonds. The 
total of these, represents the ‘‘cost’’ of supplying. water. 

This fund also supplies the cost of labor in making service 
connections and material and labor for minor. extensions, These 
two items are considered as plant additions and not expense 
items;. and so in the balance sheet are listed as assets. 

As the annual water rates are not payable until July 1 and 
these represent the bulk of the income, it is necessary to carry 
working capital énough to cover expenses from January 1 to 
July 1. After payments of the expenses, plant additions and 
an allowance for working capital, the surplus of this fund is ap: 
plied toward payment of water bonds. : 

Table III. ‘‘Special bond and . Appropriation Acecount.’’ 
Funds in this account are raised by bond issue or special ap- 
propriation. These are definitely allotted to specific extensions 
and balances may legally be used only for ‘‘similar purposes”’ 
‘as the original appropriation and by vote of the town. 

Table IV. ‘‘Balance Sheet’’ lists as assets the cost value 
of plant, stock and cash on hand. The cost value of plant, 
rather than depreciated value because rise in prices has more 
than offset depreciation, and it is safe to say that this figure 
does not more than represent the replacement value. The items 
listed as liabilities are true liabilities as far as the town is con- 
cerned only to the extent of the outstanding bonds. Other items 
are ‘‘liabilities’’ in the sense that the plant owes the town the 
amount spent for its construction. This is the town’s equity. 

Tables V and VI are self-explanatory.

- Herewith please accept my eleventh annual report of the 
Fire Department for the year 1928. 


PERSONNEL 


The Dept. personnel consists of the following :—Chief - 
Deputy Chief; two District Chiefs, who with three citizens, con- 
stitute the Board of Fire Engineers. 

One master mechanic, one assistant superintendent of Fire 
Alarm, one permanent Captain, one permanent Lieutenant, one 
permanent line man for Fire Alarm, eight permanent men, two 
eall Captains, three call Lieutenants, thirty-two call men. 

They are divided into companies as follows: one ladder 
company, two hose companies, and three engine companies.

One Single Tank Combination with pump cans, extin- 
ouishers and tools. 


FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


The Fire Alarm System is fast becoming of real importance. 
We have-16 Fire Alarm Boxes located in various sections of 
the town, and 44 Phantom locations which are sent out from 
headquarters. There is approximately 54 miles of aerial wires 
strung on the poles of either the Light Company or the Tele- 
phone Company. All three Fire Stations are inter-connected on 
the alarm as well as tappers and bells in some of the ecall-men’s 
houses, the pumping station, the Police Dept. and the Theatre. 
The reason for the tapper in the Theatre is for the call men 
who may be at the theatre when an alarm is sounded. 


CENTRAL FIRE STATION: 


There is installed in the Central Fire Station the necessary: 
charging and distributing switch board, together with batteries 
which furnish the current to operate the fire alarm. This 
switch board, however, is now very much over-loaded and must 
be replaced by a larger board to handle the increased use re- 
quired. . 

A compressed air whistle and a transmitter for the purpose 
of sending out fire alarm locations on ealls received over the 
telephone. There is also installed the necessary auxiliary gongs 
and recording punch registers. In addition there is one electric 
siren installed in the tower as an auxiliary alarm. 


WOODS HOLE STATION: 


There is installed in this station a compressed air diaphone 
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horn, fast and slow time transformer, ‘signal gong, and record- 
ing register. In addition there is one electric siren for auxil- 
lary alarm. . 


NORTH FALMOUTH STATION: 


At this station there is installed a recording punch register, _ 
signal gong, and open circuit relay for local call men tappers.. 
There is also a manually operated electric siren that can be 
eontrolled from either the station or the residence of J. E. 
Overy, Captain of Engine No. 3. There is also mounted on 
the outside of the station a Fire Alarm Box which can be used 
to transmit an alarm when theye is no one in the station. 

In general, there is connected to all the stations a private 
telephone ‘switch board which forms a secondary means of trans- 
mitting an alarm of fire in case the Fire Alarm System should 
fail.

REMARKS 


I wish to report that the only changes or improvements 
during the past year on the stations took place at Woods 
Hole. They were as follows: 

Ist. The Board of Engineers determined that another per- 
manent man was necessary. Thomas Waldron was duly appoint- 
ed and assigned to the station. 

2nd. The heating was found to be in bad shape. A new 
boiler room of cement concrete block construction was added 
and a new hot water heater was installed. The heating system 
was entirely renovated. 

3rd. Additional improvement was made in the sanitary fa- 
eilities, by adding a bathroom with proper equipment. 

4th. An additional bedroom for the permanent man was 
built. 

5th. An entirely new floor was laid in the apparatus room 
of the station. 

On account of the State Road construction, to North Fal- 
mouth, and to East Falmouth as well, reconstruction of the elec- 
tric hight wires and telephone wires was made and is still in the 
process of reconstruction, along those highways. The Fire De- 
partment share the poles with the Fire Alarm wires and the 
cost of this reconstruction work must be shared, pro rata, by 
this department. This cost, in so far as the State Road is con- 
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cerned, is taken care of in a special article and is estimated to be 
$1,200.00. 

There is also other work in the nature of transferring and 
renewing new poles and wire due to the proposed changing over 
of the Telephone Company, and when such changes are made by ' 
the company, it often affects the Fire Dept. wires. This throws 
unlooked for expense on the department to maintain these wires. 
The troubles were occurring so fast that our fire alarm was be- 
ing rapidly reduced to a state of inefficiency and the Board of 
Engineers determined that it was to the advantage of the town 
to hire a permanent lineman. We control approximately 54 
miles of wire. Albert Mullen, formerly a lineman with the New 
England Telephone Company, was hired. It is felt that this will 
result in considerable saving of trouble on our fire alarm equip- 
ment and will put our plant in position to meet any demands 
that arise in an emergency. 

I wish to report, that in disposing of the money for a new 
chassis to replace the chemical truck, that it was deemed best 
to redesign the equipment. This was done, a piece of apparatus 
mounted on a Chevrolet chassis was built at a small cost, which 
possesses the adaptability to fight efficiently, not only forest 
fires, but fires in chimneys or interior partitions. This piece of 
apparatus has proven very satisfactory, especially in the forest 
fire and it means a large saving on the other type of apparatus 
now in service.. 

Shortly after Town Meeting, the service truck which we had 
used for general purposes, broke down and completely wore out, 
and a new Chevrolet truck was purchased to replace it. This 
was put on the road during the ‘‘fire season’’ as a Forest Fire 
Patrol truck. This piece is very valuable to the ‘service and is 
very necessary. 

The number of fires this year in buildings was more than 
in previous years, but I am glad to report that our loss is con- 
siderably less. I also wish to report that teh fires laid to in- 
cendiarism has shown a marked decrease. There were only two 
fires of serious consequence in business section of Falmouth, 
namely the fire at Sisson & Black’s and at Sheehan’s Bakery. 
I feel the department did very good service in stopping these 
fires without a greater loss than was incurred. In Woods Hole, 
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very excellent work was performed by that company in stopping 
what might have been a very disastrous fire in the Avery Hotel. 
This fire was caused, apparently, by sparks from the chimney 
igniting the roof of this large building and it had apparently 
gained considerable headway before discovery and through the 
prompt response and good headwork of the Woods Hole company 
they were able to successfully extinguish the fire with a mini- 
mum of loss. 

I wish to report that the Ahrens-Fox engine at Headquar- 
ters which has been in service nearly nine years was generally 
overhauled and put in first class shape. All other apparatus, 
with the exception of the ladder truck, is now in good order and 
we believe, good for several years of service. The ladder truck, 
_ however, I wish to report is in a DANGEROUS CONDITION. 
It is only by constant attention and strenuous effort that we are 
able to keep this piece gn the road. I wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to notify the townspeople that should it break down, in 
an emergency, that I have informed them of this condition. I 
earnestly recommend that steps be taken to provide a new ladder 
truck in place of the old one. In order to explain about this 
old truck, I wish to say that originally it was a Reo chassis that 
we purchased 7 years ago and took to Providence to the Combin- 
ation Ladder Co. We also took the old equipment that was on 
the original hand-drawn ladder truck. The Reo chassis was cut 
in half and lengthened out and the ladder truck equipment 
mounted thereon. This piece of apparatus is on the road at every 
fire, except brush fires, and is the most essential and necessary 
piece of apparatus at a fire. 

The conditions at the Central Fire Station still continue to 
be in a bad way, and I believe that if the people of. the town 
could take time to examine the station that they would agree 
that the station needs a speedy remedy. I sincerely hope the 
town will, this year, ‘see their way clear to erect a new Fire sta- 
tion. I believe that a new stdtion of Colonial design, suitable 
and similar, to the Cape Cod requirements can be erected on the 
old site and will prove ‘to be an asset to the town and if the sta- 
tion is constructed, with a view to future requirements, it will not 
be necessary to meet this problem, again, in Falmouth. 

I recommend that the department be allowed to hire a driver 
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for the pumping engine at North Falmouth and another perman- 
ent man at Headquarters. By doing this you will have completed 
the organization necessary to handle all ordinary emergencies in 
the center and to the eastern part of the town without calling 
on men and taking them from their work. It has been found 
many employers of laborers, both in the general contract- 
ing business and in the trades, that they do not approve of the 
loss of time their men lose, in responding to fires. As a result 
it is fast becoming a hardship to get sufficient strength by hay- 
ing call men. I also recommend that extensive repairs be made 
to the North Falmouth Station, that a new heating system be 
installed, that the underpinning of the building be renewed and 
the front conerete driveway be rebuilt and the station be re- 
painted. 

I recommend that all call men located conveniently near or 
on the Fire Alarm circuit be furnished with a ‘‘call bell’’ con- 
nected to the Fire Alarm for notification, in case of a fire alarm 
this will permit the department to abate the sounding of the 
outside whistle except in cases of a bad or ‘serious fire. If pos- 
sible, I would like to extend this condition to the places of em- 
ployment, such as garages, laboratories, ete.

_ The following is the report of the Building Commissioner 
for the year 1928: ; 

Building construction in Falmouth during the year 1928 
dropped off in dollars and cents over last year $258,210.00. The 
total construction cost, however, is relatively good when com- 
pared to other towns of similar character to this one. 

Deflation of real estate values in Falmouth over the boom 
times is quite apparent, but it is felt that the present values 
are still higher than previous to the so-called ‘‘boom years.”’ 
There have been no large single construction jobs during the 
past year as compared to the previous years, but there have 
been considerable new dwellings added to the taxable list this 
year. The total number of new dwellings built is 105. The 
number of permits for new construction work, issued in 1927 
was 241 and for alterations 110. The number of permits, for 
new construction work, issued in 1928 was 203 for new con- 
struction and 97 for alteration.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The Board of Selectmen submit their report for 1928. 

The several suits for damage entered against the town by 
the taking of lands in various parts of the town, reported in 
1927, have been disposed of with the exception of the suit 
brought by the Old Silver Beach Corporation vs. Town of Fal- 
mouth. This case was heard at the sitting of the Superior Court 
at Barnstable in April and an adverse decision was brought in 
by the jury against the town. Exceptions were taken by the 
Counsel and the case was taken to the Supreme Court sitting in 
Boston on exceptions. The Court is now in session, but no deci- 
sion can be expected before this report goes to press. The other 
case which is pending, but which has not been entered for trial, 
is the case of Chappaquoit Associates vs. Town of Falmouth 
for land taken for Park purposes and ‘bathing. This matter is 
now in hands of Counsel and it is hoped that some satisfactory 
arrangement can be made with the Associates to obviate any 
court action. 

The Cape and Vineyard Electric Co. are now furnishing cur- 
rent for 23 C. P. lamps at $72.00 per lamp per year, 677 40 C. P. 
at $16.80 per year and 123 40 C. P. at $9.00 per year. It is a 
pleasure to note that periods of interruption of service have be- 
come almost an unknown occurrence, speaking well for the at- 
tention given the lines by the Company. 

The New England Tel. & Tel. Company expect to occupy . 
their new office in the New Bank Building some time in May of 
this year. When this change 1s made a new order of telephone 
service will be inaugurated. You will no longer be obliged to 
ring to call Central, just lift the receiver from the hook and the 
call is made in the Central Office. By this change it is expected 
that the service will be greatly improved.

Milk Inspector’s Report 


Have issued (48) forty eight milk licenses. The milk has 
been tested regularly as to State requirements. Total Solids 
12 percent, Fat 3.35 percent, Cream not less than 15 percent. 
Fat; also test for Bacteria. 

The number of tests for the year—81. 

The result of all tests are kept on record of which is kept 
for the benefit of any one who eares to see them by ealling at 
the Health Office, Town Hall. 

The Board of Health adopted a regulation in November of 
this year to take effect June 1, 1929, that no milk shall be sold 
except from cows that have been tested (tubereulin) or milk 
pasteurized. This gives Falmouth the honor of being the largest 
Town in the State having such an ordinance. Every cow in the 
town has been tuberculin tested with the exception of one herd 
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of about (15) cows. These cows must be tested before June 
15, 1929 or milk from them cannot, be sold. 

Our inspector has inspected all cow barns and pig pens in 
the entire town, as the State law requires. 


The Manica Fraternity, we wish to thank at this time for 
their esteemed co-operation in all matters, to the improvement of 
Health, and to make Falmouth one of the healthiest towns in the 
State.

REPORT OF TREE WARDEN 


I herewith submit for your approval the twenty-ninth an- 
nual report of the Tree Warden for the year ending December 
31, 1928. 

The first work done in the spring was the pruning of trees 
along the different roads, and creosoting of Gypsy nests. In 
May we had the usual spraying for Tent Caterpillars which I 
am pleased to state are on the decrease. 

I have planted thirty six young trees in different parts of 
the town, replacing them where they have been run into and 
broken by automobiles. 

The Elm trees showed little or no signs of any great damage 
being done by the Elm Leaf Beetle. And the Brown Tail Moths 
only showed up in three small colonies. 

The spraying machines were badly in need of a general over- 
hauling and we sent two of them to Fitz-Henry Guptill Company 
of Cambridge, which cost five hundred and sixty-three dollars 
and twenty-seven cents ($563.27) thus reducing the appropria- 
tion somewhat. Nevertheless the trees were sprayed in due sea- 
son and the foliage looked well all summer. 

I recommend the appropriation same as last year, namely 
eighteen hundred ($1,800.00) dollars.

nual report: of the Moth Superintendent for the year ending 
December 31st,:1928. 

The Gypsy Moth Caterpillars showed a uid decneaas 
all over the town, and were easily held in check. With the ex- 
ception of a bad stripping around Gunning Point, at Sippewis- 
sett. 

This particular part got a good hold more on account of wet 
weather, as during the spraying season we had days of rainy 
weather, when no spraying could be done whatever. Several 
areas had to ‘be gone over a second time on account of the heavy 
rains which often occurred at night, after a days spraying. 

I had ‘the other horse drawn spraying machine rebuilt thé 
same as the one in 1927, by the Fitz-Henry Guptill Company, and 
which proved a great saving of both time and labor. 

More owners of the private estates are having their trees 
sprayed and are more willing to co-operate with the Town in - 
trying to get rid of this pest. We were often obliged to take 
advantage of a good day by starting early in the morning and 
working late in the evening. } 

I recommend the appropriation of five thousand ($5000) 
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dollars to be used by this department for 1929.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


Fo the Selectmen of Falmouth: 

The Town Forest Committee submits the following report. 

Of the 1000 appropriated, $783 was spent in cleaning up the 
land in preparation for planting trees and for fire stops. The 
balance of the appropriation was used for planting, 

Practically all of the town lot has now been planted and 
this year we intend to continue planting in Good Will Park 
-and try to connect some of our former plantings in the park. 
Clearing up work will have to be done in preparation for plant- 
ing, not alone to ensure easy planting but to prevent fires. 

The past season 17000 trees were planted, consisting of 
white and red pine, Norway and white spruce. 

The past season’s growth.-on all.the older. plantings was 
very*satisfactory. Our first«plantings in Good Will Park are 
showing very satisfactory gains and some trees are now nearly 
four feet high., Fire lines have been cut and kept open about 
all of our planting's so that there is a fair measure of safety from 
fires. If that work had not been done a very serious fire might 
have developed in Good Will Park this past season. 

That the movement for Town Forests is rapidly gaining 
ground is shown by the fact that over 82 towns in the: State 
now have town forests, some of which are showing remarkable 
growth; the oldest is but fifteen years. There was held in Bos- 
ton in December a conferenee of Town Forest Committees and 
the attendance and interest shown was a very fitting tribute to 
the suecess of this movement. Your committee attended the 
eonference and obtained very important data bearing on the 
development of the Town Forest idea. 

In eonnection with the Water Department your committee 
has investigated the possibilities of obtaining and using more 
Jand about Long Pond. A plot of the land and the owners 
thereof has been made and it is hoped to get enough ‘of this 
Tand to protect the watershed of the pond.

ARTICLE I. TOWN MEETING. 

Section 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
‘ first or second Tuesday after the first, Wednesday, in. February. 

Section 2. Notice of every town meeting shall be given by 
posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post office in 
the town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may be given 
as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjournment of 
any town meeting for more than two days, the town clerk shall 
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eause notice of the time and place of holding such adjourned 
meeting to be posted at the several post offices in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meetings. 

Section 3. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the 
local newspaper at least seven days before any special town 
meetings the recommendations and estimates of all committees 
(except the finance committee) relating to the expenditure of 
money, upon which action is to be taken. 

- Section 4. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 5. Long or complicated motions, and any other 
motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to the 
moderator in writing. 

Section 6. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within 30 minutes of the passage of 
such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of 
such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Section 7. If any one voter rises in his place and questions 
a ‘‘yea and nay’’ vote, without further discussion a hand vote 
shall be taken. 

Section 8. At annual town meetings the main body of the 
house shall be reserved for registered voters, all others to use 
the balcony or seats on the platform. 


ARTICLE II. ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 

Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 

a. The reports of all town boards, officers, and committees 
having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, including 
a list of all indebtedness against their department, which does 
not appear in their financial statement. 

b. A list of the. appropriations for the past year and those 
recommended for the coming year. 
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¢, A report of all town meetings held during the year, in- 
eluding the articles of the warrant and the action of the meeting 
thereon. 

d. Reports of all special committees made at any meeting 
held during the year, together with any action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and_ resolutions 
passed. — 

e, All by-laws, except those printed under separate cover, 
all rules, regulations and standing votes in force covering town 
meetings or relating to the town business. 


ARTICLE Il. SELECTMEN 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the selectmen to investi- 
gate all orders on the treasurer passing through their hands and 
to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness before 
endorsing the order for payment by the town treasurer. All 
such orders shall have statements attached showing in detail 
the names of persons to whom payable and the purpose for which 
such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

Section 2. The selectmen shall have a general oversight of 
all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards or not; and 
have the right to make any suggestions for the better conduct 
of the department, board or committee, and if such reecommend- 
ations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same in 
the annual town report, that the town may take such action as 
seems best. 

Section 3. The selectmen shall present to the town at its 
annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to serve to fill 
the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, 
public weighens, fence viewers, and field drivers. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the seleectmen to purchase 
for the several boards or committees, except the water com- 
missioners, all coal. The various boards and committees shall, 
on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required by the 
selectmen) ‘send in writing to the board of seleetmen the esti- 
mated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to July 15 in each year, advertise for bids to furnish the 
required amount of coal, and shall award the contracts to the 


lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal shall give — 
bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen for the faith- 
fal performance of his contract. 

Section 5. The selectmen shall include in | their annual re- 
port to the town: 

a. A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. ‘ 

* p. A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full explan- 
ation of the circumstances and the standing of each case at the 
time of the report. 

e. A report of all streets laid out or constructed during dia 
year, the length and width, cost of construction, and the amount 
of land damages in each instance. 

d. A list of betterments assessed peek the year. 


ARTICLE IV. WATER COMMISSIONERS. 

Section 1. The water commissoiners, on or before the 7th 
day of January of each year, shall make a detailed report to the 
selectmen together with their recommendations. 

Section 2. The water commissioners are authorized and di- 
rected to make minor extensions of water mains when, in their 
judgment, such action would be for the interest of the town, the 
eost of such extensions to be paid from the funds in their hands, 
provided that not more than four thousand dollars ($4,000) be 
expended on such extensions in any one year. 

Section 8. In connection with water extensions on new de- 
yelopments, where in the opinion of the water commissioners 
there are not sufficient buildings, the commissioners, before mak- 
ing such extensions, may require a surety bond to insure the per- 
formance of the stipulated guarantee. 


ARTICLE V. TREASURER. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that 
all boards, committees, and officers, on or before the 5th and 20th 
day of each month (unless otherwise fixed by statute) pay to the 
town treasurer all moneys exceeding ten dollars ($10.00) eol- 
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‘lected by them previous to that date, to the custody of which 
the treasurer is entitled. 


ARTICLE VI. HIGHWAY SURVEYOR. 
Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VIL. AUDITORS. 

Section 1. The pay days of the town shall be the first He 
third Tuesdays of each month. The auditors shall meet on or. 
before each pay day to audit all bills before they are paid. If. 
it appears to them that any bills presented should not be paid 
they shall consider the same jointly with the selectmen, and if not 
approved by the joint board such bills shall not be paid but 
shall be referred to the Finance Committee for final action. 


ARTICLE VII TRANSPORTATION. 

Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth shall 
receive any compensation for transportation within the lmits 
of the town. 

Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the Town of 
Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of his 
office, he shall be entitled to receive pay for transportation on 
the following basis: If the point to which he goes can be 
reached reasonably directly by railroad fare to and from that 
point; if the point is not easily accessible by railroad, he shall 
be allowed pay for transportation at the rate of ten (10) cents 
per mile to and from the point in question. 

Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
‘town: (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as ‘‘trans- 
portation of labor’’; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
shall be made on the basis of ‘so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting the 
labor; (¢c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall be 
eharged against the appropriation for that particular work on 
which the transported laborers are employed. 

Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town - 
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and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected di- 
rectly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or ma- 
terials carried by the truck, shall be charged under ‘‘trucking”’ 
at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to ony ad- 
ditional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE TX. GENERAL. 


Section 1. No member of the board of selectmen or any offi- 
eer appointed by the legal voters of the town, authorized to make 
“any contracts.or agreements in behalf of the town for labor, 
materials, goods, wares or merchandise, furnished by the town, 
or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly, for 
himself or any other person, receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, present or reward from the persons making such sale, 
loan, contract or agreement will furnish such goods, wares, mer- 
ehandise or money. No town officer nor any member of a board 
or committee of the town in his individual capacity shall con- 
tract or have any interest in a contract with the town, except in 
the case of publicly advertised, competitive contracts. 

Section 2. At any town meeting when special committees 
are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed naming the com- 
pensation of the committee and also a sum of money for expenses 
of such committee; otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders 
on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 

Section 3. All boards, officers or persons, except the water 
commissioners shall on or before the 30th day of December in 
each year, settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all 
moneys due on their accounts. _ 

Section 4. All departments are authorized and empowered 
-to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 

Section 5. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
eountersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 

Section 6. Any person indebted to the town for poll taxes 
or otherwise shall have such debt deducted, before payment, by 
the treasurer from any ‘sam due him from the town for work 
on the roads or for any other service performed. 
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Section 7.‘ The cost of all surety. bonds required of any. town 
officials, members of boards, or committees shall be paid by the 
town. Tee RS eeS a aT :* 
Section 8. On all town work, for the performance of which 
competitive bids are received, the award of the contract shall 
be to the lowest responsible bidder, preference always going to 
citizens when other conditions of the situation are equal. 

Section 9. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time and 
shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen at that 
time. 1

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT FOR 1928 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth: 
The Planning Board submits, herewith, its annual report for 
the year 1928. 

The board has held, during the year, eleven meetings, con- 
sidering matters relating to town improvement, new and revised 
road lay-outs, public buildings, and the like. In addition, two 
public hearings were held previous to last year’s annual town 
meeting; one in regard to the proposed repeal of the zoning by- 


laws and the other on the proposed changes of the zoning map 


at the location of the Texas Oil Company’s plant and at the prop- 
erty of Nathan B. Hartford, Jr., in Quissett. 

Regular meetings of the ident: Board are held on the 
first Wednesday evening of each month and special meetings at 
such other times as occasion requires. 

The board was represented at the annual conference of the 
State Federation of Planning Board held at New Bedford. 

The zoning, building, and fire prevention by-laws adopted 
by the town have been printed in pamphlet form during the year 
and copies may be obtained from the Building Inspector. 

The action of the town at the last annual meeting in voting 
not to repeal the zoning by-laws was in the opinion of this board 
wise and logical. The Planning Board believes that the citizens 
of the town are already aware of the benefits resulting from 
zoning and that as the operation of the zoning by-laws goes on, 


‘the town will become even more strongly convinced of the value 


of zoning regulations and protection. 
In the opinion of the Planning Board, the widening of Main 


Street suggested by the Board and earried out by the town in 


1928 has proved most satisfactory and is of no small advantage, 
to the town. The building line plan for Main Street remains 
still undecided and this board strongly recommends that action 


‘be taken in regard to this at the coming annual meeting. 
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The board has accepted with regret the resignation of Mr. 
E. E. Kelley of West Falmouth. 

A sub-committee of the Planning Board has spent consider- 
able time and study on the project of a suitable aviation field 
for the town as directed by the voters at the annual meeting in 
1928. Asa result of their investigation the Planning Board ‘sub- 
mits the following special report on the subject of: 

AVIATION FIELD: : 

Competent advice confirms the belief of the Planning Board 
that there is a definite need for the town to provide municipally 
owned landing field facilities under proper control with suit- 
able day and night markings and government listing. 

In studying the matter the board has endeavored to analyze 
the factors entering into the problem and to follow two main 
lines of study; first, a suitable location, and second, the neces- 
sary procedure which the town should take. 

The advice of well informed authorities would indicate that, 
in all probability, as aviation progresses, the present objection- 
able noise of motors will soon be greatly reduced as was the 
ease with the automobiles. It is also believed that the amount 
of space now required for ordinary airplanes to land and take off 
will be materially reduced. On the other hand, larger planes are - 
constantly being made to handle increasing passenger, mail, and 
freight traffic as well as lone distance flying. In general, there- 
fore, it is considered wise for the town to provide a large aviation 
field fully capable of caring for all possible types of air traffic. 
It is also probable that to supplement this main field certain 
other smaller areas, in closer. proximity to the more thickly set- 
tled residential or business centers, may be desirable to be re- 
served for the use of smaller planes. 

In @onsideration of all the factors and requirements, as out- 
lined, the Planning Board believes that the town should take 
immediate steps to provide a reasonably large main aviation 
field on the property of the Coonamessett Ranch at Hatchville, 
including that area used for aviation purposes during the sum- 
mer of 1928 and such additional area as may be found neces- 
sary, for the following reasons: 
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LOCATION 

1. COST. The cost of acquiring this land, through either: di- 
rect purchase or on long term lease, will probably be less than 
that of any other possible site within the town because of present 
low assessed valuations. 

The development cost will be unusually low because of the 
elearing already done and because the area is comparatively 
level. 

Maintenance cost, both immediate and future, should be as 
low here as can possibly be found anywhere within the town. 

2. ACCESSIBILITY. Good hardened roads already connect 
this property with the main residential areas of the town and 
with suitable railroad facilities at North Falmouth, a compara- 
tively short distance away. 

Communication facilities and electric light and power are 
close at hand. 

38. FUTURE DEVELOPMENT. Opportunities for expan- 
sion of the area of the aviation field are more than ample at 
Hatchville to meet all possible needs. . 

4. PROTECTION OF SURROUNDING PROPERTY. The 
Hatchville site is sufficiently removed from existing residential 
property so that no hardship will be caused. Through the benefit 
of the zoning by-law, necessary protection is easily afforded to 
vive assurance to present and-future residents of the town that 
all possible harmful or unpleasant factors in connection with the 
ae of an airport will be kept at a minimum. 

| PROCEDURE. . 

dis ACQUIRING LAND. The Planning Board has, of course, 
had no authority to make definite contracts or agreements with 
the present land owners, nor has the town been obligated in any 
way whatever. During the past year, however, the Coonamessett 
Ranch owners have co-operated with the Falmouth Board of 
Trade and have permitted the use of a part of their land for 
aviation purposes. They have led the board to believe that they 
stand ready to co-operate fully with the town in making definite 
arrangements for the use of such part of their property as the 
town or its appointed representatives may consider necessary. 

2. DEVELOPMENT OF THE LAND. While the field has 
been used quite successfully during the past year for aviation 
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purposes, it is probable that some additional clearing and grad- 
ing should be done if the property is to serve as a municipal 
aviation field. Further work of this nature will no doubt be 
desirable and can be handled as the demands require in the fu- 
ture. 

3. ADMINISTRATION. The important immediate require- © 
ments are: Suitable day and night markines on the field with 
ample hghting facilities; extension of telephone and other com- 
munication facilities to a suitable central point at the field; pro- 
vision for airplane supples, such as gas, oil, and possible repair 
facilities; automobile, taxi and truck service to provide quick 
transportation to and from various parts of the town; suitable 
provision for housing and storage of planes. 

For proper management certain requirements will be neces- 
sary in personnel, materials, operation, and probably police pro- 
tection, ! 

4. CONTINUED STUDY OF THE PROBLEM. Not least 
important is the provision for continuing the study of the whole 
problem of aviation as related: to the town of Falmonthy in con- 
nection with the increasing use of the field. 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

With the factors as outlined above in this report, the Plan- 
ning Board recommends that the town appoint a special com- 
mittee of three with full authority in connection with the Board 
of Selectmen to make necessary arrangements for lease or pur- 
chase of land, and to serve as a board of management and control 
in the development and operation of whatever aviation field shall 
be established. An appropriation, for this year, of $5000 is reeom- 
mended for providing necessary immediate requirements,

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts of 
the town of Falmouth for the period from January 1, 1927, to 
August 25, 1928, made in accordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 44 of the General Laws. This report is in the form of a report 
made to me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Accountant of 
this Division.

Sir: | 
In accordance with your instruetions, I have made an audit | 
of the accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
January 1, 1927 to August 25, 1928, and submit the following 
report thereon :— 
.. The financial transactions of the town, as recorded on the 
books of the several departments receiving or disbursing money 
for the town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked for the period covered by the audit. 
The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The cash books were footed and the 
recorded receipts weré checked and verified by a comparison 
with the records in the departments collecting money for the 
town and with the other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury. The payments were checked with the

orders approved by the selectmen authorizing the treasurer te 
disburse town funds, with the selectmen’s and departmental 
records, and with original bills and pay rolls on file. 

The cash on hand and in the bank August 25, 1928, was veri- 
fied and reconciled to the cash book balance. 

The record of town debt and revenue loans was examined, 
the payments for amounts falling due were verified, and the 
eancelled bonds, notes, and coupons were examined. 

It has been the custom of the treasurer ‘to enter the net 
proceeds of revenue loans on the cash book, in which connection 
it is recommended that, in the future, the full amount of the 
revenue note be entered on the cash book as a receipt, and that 
the amount of the discount, which, by statute, is considered as 
interest paid in advance, be entered as a payment and charged 
to the appropriation for interest. Similarly, the items received 
from the Commonwealth as a part of the annual November set- 
tlement should be entered by the treasurer as receipts, while the 
payments to the Commonwealth ‘should be shown in detail on 
the cash book and included in the aggregate disbursements. 

It was noted that the Surplus War Bonus Fund was deposit- 
ed in a savings bank and designated as the American Legion 
Building and Relief Fund. Attention is hereby called to Chap- 
ter 480, Acts of 1924; which provides that this fund may be ap- 
propriated either for the payment of debt or for any purpose 
for which a town is authorized to borrow money under Sections 
7 and 8, Chapter 44, General Laws. It is recommended, there- 
fore, that the amount now in the savings bank be transferred 
to the general cash, that the ‘accumulated interest be treated as 
interest on deposits, and that the original amount received from 
the state, $2,098.90, be reserved for disposition’ in accordance 
with the provisions of the above-mentioned statute. 

In checking the appropriations it was found that an amount 
of $8,000 was voted in 1927 and 1928 under the designation of 
' “Recreation Committee,’’ and that this sum has been paid each 
year to the treasurer of a baseball association. Chapter 149, 
Acts of 1911, authorized the town to appropriate annually a sum 
not exceeding $1,000 for the purpose of advertising the advant- 
ages of the town, so that an appropriation of $3,000 is con- 
trary to the provisions of the above mentioned special act of 
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the Legislature. Furthermore, to turn the appropriation over 
to a private oganization would seem a violation of Section 2, 
Article 3, of the Re-Arranged Constitution of Massachusetts, 
which reads, in part, as follows: 

SOE Oli iss iny o«s and no grant, appropriation or use of public 

money or property or loan of public eredit shall be made 

or authorized by the commonwealth or any political divi- 
sion thereof for the purpose of founding, maintaining or 
aiding any school or institution of learning, whether under 
public control or otherwise, wherein any denominational 
doctrine is inculcated, or any other school, or any college, 
infirmary, hospital, institution, or educational, charitable 
or religious undertaking which is not publicly owned and 
under the exclusive control, order and superintendence of 
RMI ET 85185 Soda ney nnbcgih intbestdnnched dondich sixenscdiadebdinleatiihesstdeodhalaetne 

It is recommended that the appropriations for the several 
public libraries be expended by the town treasurer, on authority 
of properly approved vouchers for detailed library expenses, in- 
stead of turning over the appropriations in a lump sum to the 
respective library treasurers. Attention is called, in this con- 
nection, to Sections 35 and 52, Chapter 41, General Laws. 

A comparison of the appropriations as listed from the town 
clerk's records with the aggregate amounts expended from the 
several appropriations disclosed overdrawn accounts, the over- 
drawing of accounts being contrary to the provisions of Section 
31, Chapter 44, General laws, which reads as follows: 

No department of any city or town, except Boston, 
shall incur liabilitiy in excess of the appropriations made 
for the use of such department, except in cases of extreme 
emergency involving the health or safety of persons or prop- 
erty, and then only by a vote in a city of two thirds of the 
members of the city council, and in:a town by a vote of two 
thirds of the selectmen. 

It was found that it has been customary for the moth and 
library departments to expend certain receipts in addition to 
the appropriations voted by the town for their use, which prac- 
tice is contrary to the provisions of Section 53, Chapter 44, Gen- 
eral Laws, which reads as follows: 

All moneys received by any town officer or ined 
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except as otherwise provided by special acts and except: 
fees provided for by statute, shall be paid by such officér 
or department upon their receipt into the town treasury. 
Any sum so paid into the town treasury shall not later be 
used by such officer or department without a specifie ap- 
propriation thereof, except that sums allotted to towns for 
highway purposes by the commonwealth or a county, which 
shall be used only for the purposes specified by the officials 
making the allotment or to meet temporary loans issued in 
anticipation of such allotment as provided in ‘sections six 
or six A, shall be available therefor without any appropria- 
tion. 

Appropriations should be made on a flat basis for the full 
amount to be expended by each department, allowing the re- 
ceipts to be turned into the general treasury for the use of the 
assessors in reducing the amount to be raised by taxation, as is 
provided in Section 23, Chapter 59, General Laws. . 

The accounts of the tax collector for the levies of 1926 and 
1927 were examined and checked in detail. The commitment 
books were proved and compared with the assessors’ warrants, 
the cash books were footed, and the recorded payments to the 
treasurer were verified by a comparison with the treasurer’s 
books. The abatements were checked to the assessors’ record 
of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed 
and reconciled. The eash on hand and in the bank as of August 
25, 1928, was verified and reconciled to the eash book balances. 
The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing noti- 
ces to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indi- 
eating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The selectmen’s record of licenses granted for the town was 
incomplete and could not serve as an accurate basis for checking 
to the treasurer’s receipts. _ | 

The town clerk's records of fish and game licenses issued 
for the State and of dog licenses issued for the County were ex- 
amined, and the payments to the State and County were verified 
by the receipts on file, the cash on hand being verified by an 
actual count. Vendors’ licenses for the town are issued by the 
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town clerk, but there is no record of them other than as iis 
shown by the treasurer’s receipts. 

The bathing casino records for 1928 were examined and the 
payments to the treasurer and the cash on hand were verified. 
The reeords for 1927 were not available. | 

The books and accounts of the water department were ex- 
amined. The records of charges were analyzed, the collections 
were compared with the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements 
were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved. Verification notices were mailed to a number of per- 
sons whose names appeared on the books as owning money for 
water charges, the replies received thereto indicating that the 
accounts are correct as listed. 

The savings bank books and securities representing the in- 
vestment of the several trust funds in the  eustody 
of the town treasurer and of the lbrary treasurer were 
examined. The income was proved and the disburse- 
ments were verified. In connection with the investment of the 
library funds in co-operative bank shares, attention is called te 
Section 54, Chapter 44, General Laws. 

The accounts of the North Falmouth, West Falmouth, and 
Woods Hole Libraries, as well as the trust funds pertaining 
thereto, were examined and checked. 

The surety bonds of the town treasurer and of the tax col- 
lector were examined and found to be in proper form. ‘The 
surety bonds of the library treasurer and of the water commis- 
sioners are in the form of continuation certificates, and it is 
therefor recommended that new bonds be secured annually, sim- 
ilar in form to those of the town treasurer. The town clerk is 
not bonded as required by Section 13, Chapter 41, General Laws. 

In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the 
books and accounts of all other departments collecting money 
for the town, or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked. 

The proceeds from the sale of schoolhouses, as shown on the 
appended balance sheet, should be held in reserve until disposed 
of in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 303, Acts of 1923. 

In addition to the balance sheet showing the financial con- 
dition of the town on August 25, 1928, there are appended here- 
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with tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and tax 
eollector’s cash and summaries of departmental transactions and 
of the trust fund accounts. 

For the co-operation extended by the several town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assist- 
ants and for myself, to express appreciation.

The serious problem of housing our survey party led your 
eommittee this year to build a camp for our surveyor on the 
town land at the head of Long Pond. This camp will serve as 
headquarters for the working party as long as the work lasts 
and can then be sold for what it will bring. It certainly was 
cheaper to build than pay rent. 

The same engineer and party were employed as started the 
work last year and they have a very comprehensive idea of the 
town and the work before them. 

The work has gone very smoothly this year and your eom- 
mittee is much indebted to all those persons who have assisted 
us with plans and data relative to their land. It will still be a 
great help to us in this work if land owners would allow our 
engineer to examime such plans and deeds as they may have. 

We would especially urge all who are interested, to call 
at the town hall and examine the plans and maps already com- 
pleted, for it is only through an examination of these that you 
ean get an idea of the amount of work already done. We sin- 
cerely hope that this work will be continued this year for with 
the good start we have made the work can now progress rapidly.

Gentlemen: 
I respectfully submit my report of work completed on the 
town survey for the year 1928. 
The area covered this year is bounded on the north by West 
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Falmouth and Brick Kiln Road, on the west by Buzzards Bay, on 
the south by Vineyard Sound, on the east by Falmouth Inner 
Harbor, thence along East Main Street to Gifford Road, thence 
along Gifford road to Brick Kiln Road. 

This area takes in Woods Hole and Falmouth center. I have 
drawn up larger seale maps of these conjested centers which 
bring out the detail of small pareels of land to better advantage. 
The maps of Falmouth center are complete while those for 
Woods Hole will need a small amount more ‘survey work. 

The area lying between Long Pond and Gifford Road will 
need further survey work to complete as this is a particularly 
vague section in regard to property lines. I believe I have all 
the owners names and their deeds for their property, but cannot 
plot same without running out lines. 

I have also plotted a section of Davis Neck called Pasnecoy, 
a 100 ft. to the inch map of Menauhant, and several tracts of 
land at Waquoit by the use of Land Court data and some sur- 
veying in conjunction with the State Highway Department and 
Waterways Division. 

This in general is work completed for the year, and an in- 
spection of the maps turned over to you will give you a better 
idea of work completed.

BY-LAWS. 
FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five for 
the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected annually. 
They shall serve without compensation. The moderator shall 
at each meeting appoint a committee of three to retire and nomi- 
nate the requisite number of voters, who shall if elected by the 
meeting, become members of the finance committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings. if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 

Sec: 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in ease of other committees or boards of the town. 


HAWKERS AND PEDUERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license 
therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, or any 
other Board or officer may be designated) provided, however, 
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that this section shall not apply to any person who sells only 
fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself or his family 
or fish which is obtained by his own labor or the labor of his 
family. 

Section 2. The pear of Selectmen) shall have authority 
to grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intentions to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay there- 
for a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. The fee 
fixed for such license must not exceed that which a license would 
be required to pay under. Section nineteen of Chapter 65, R. L., 
as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts of 1916. 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, off Chapter 
65 of. Revised Law(, or.in any acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, until he has recorded his name and residence 
with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may be desig- 
nated by: the Selectmen. Every person licensed under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section as hawker or peddler of fruits 
and vegetables shall record his name and residence in lke man- 
ner with such board or officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or 
exposing any articles for sale, shall ery his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 

Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
peddler as described in Section three, shall provide himself with 
a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved by said 
(Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. Who- 
ever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without authority, 
shall be punished by the penalty provided in Section 10 of this 
by-law. (Any other board or officer may be designated in place 
of the Board of Health.) 
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Section 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a 
ligensee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing the number 
and date of expiration of such license. 

Section 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a 
badge or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate fromthe 
Sealer of Weights.and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing: or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
eause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his 
‘registration. 

Section 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. | 

Section 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the Same.) 

Section 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by- 
_ laws shall be punished by.a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Section 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

TRAFFIC. 


Section 1.. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town shall travcl taster than 15 milei per 
hour. 

Section. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lie street.thall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer or traffic officer. 

Section 3.,..That for the. violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall. be a fine, not. exceeding $20.00 for each n oftenee.

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Sec. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersection 
of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance in} any fire sta- 
tion. 

See. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a vehi- 
ele of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle as far as 
possible to his right hand side of the street. and keep said vehicle 
stationary until such apparatus shall have passed a distance of 
three hundred feet beyond. 

Sec. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hundred 
feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same direction. 

Sec. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave a 
vehicle unatttended within three hundred feet of a fire; or fire 
lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 

Sec. 8. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers and 
members with their machines and equipment shall have the right 
of way in all public streets and ways of the town as against all 
other persons, and no person shall hinder or obstruct them in 
free passage therein, nor drive over any hose lines belonging 
to the department with any vehicle of any description, or remove, 
‘Injure or in any manner disturb the members thereof, their 
machines, hose or equipment when stationed or laid at a fire, 
except under the sole direction of the officer in command of the 
Fire Department. 

See. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of these 
by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than twenty dollars. 

See. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be pres- 
ent at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers of the 
Police Department, for such duty to enforee the above regula- 
tions. |

QUORUM AT TOWN MEETING 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the. town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted exclusive- 
ly to the election of town officers. 
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STANDING VOTES OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH 


ARTICLE 1 

Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journd meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. 

Sect. 2 Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. . 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
- other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap, 11, Sects. 332 
and 338. 

Sect. 4 Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5 Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
tawn meeting or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
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for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditure of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE 11.—Selectmen. 

Sect. 1. Voted that— The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of the town shall designate some per- 
son as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall 
have custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town 
élerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rey. Laws, Chapter 35, 
See. 11.) 

See. 2. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 


showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 


purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 
Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men upless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 


-cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or County, 


for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and-for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the eenned 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 


‘water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 


tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
éstimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
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(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total esntract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a genera! 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
condfict of the department, board or committee, and if such re- 
commendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the 
same in the annual town report, that the town may take such 
action as seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of 
the report. ; 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. | 


ARTICLE III—Water Commissioners. 
Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall! 
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give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due 
and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sects. 12 and 15.) 

.Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extension to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than four thousand 
dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 

Sect. 4. All future extensions of the water mains, except 
such as in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary 
to improve the system shall be under a guarantee of nine percent 
annual income unless the town shall decide otherwise by a two- 
thirds vote at an annual meeting. 

[Same was advertised, and approved by Jay R. Benton, 
Attorney General, April 9th, 1925.] 


ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 

Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 7 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
ceipted accounts, claims, bills, payrolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script and other evidences of indebtedness oz 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of thesa 
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duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, Sect. 72. 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 

Sect. 1 Voted that—Anditors shall be required to audit all © 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 

ARTICLE VIL.—Town Officers. é 

Sect. 1 Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall ineur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town | 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, See. 8.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw.orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 

Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
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due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
ease the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
eonsult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sundav in which ease the 
_ payments shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
eountersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 

ARTICLE VIII 

Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 

for a period longer than one year shall be in serial form. 
ARTICLE IX. 

Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors, 

ARTICLE X.—Planning Board. 

Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in each 
year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled un- 
til the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of Se- 
lectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be filled 
by election for the unexpired term. 

_ Sect. 3.. The duties of such board shall be such as are stated 
in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to consider and 
advise upon municipal improvements either at the request of 
other officials of the town or upon its own initiative. . The board 
shall meet at regular intervals. It may also hold public meetings. 
It shall at all times have access to all public documents or in- 
formation in the possession of any town official or department. 
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It shall examine the plans for the exterior of any public build- 
ing, monument or similar feature, and for the development and 
treatment of the grounds about the same before the adoption 
thereof, and may make such recommendations thereon as it may 
deem needful. It may make investigations and studies relative 
to new street and park developments. It may provide for public 
lectures and other educational work in connection with its recom- 
mendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the 
carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual appro- 
priations. 


Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinuing 
or changing the limits of any way, street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion of at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of Selectmen. 


Sect. 5. Such board shall make a report to the town annual- 
ly, giving information regarding the conditions of the town and 
any plans or proposals for the development of the town and esti-- 
mates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be sent to the Se- 
lectmen not later than such time in January in each year as 
Selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed by law in foree 
relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be filed with the 
Massachusetts department of public welfare. 


[Same was advertised, and approved by Jay R. Benton, 
Attorney General, April 9th, 1925.] 


GENERAL. 


Sect .1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any other service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, See. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performances 
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ef which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 


Sec. 4. Voted to—Reduce the number of constables to be 
elected from eight to two, and that the Selectmen have authority 
to fill any vacancy they shall see the necessity for. 


SECTION V. GENERAL RULES. 


Voted that the heads of all departments, making a report 
in the Annual Town Report, to include a list of all indebtedness 
against their departments, not included in their annual report.

The Inspector of Wires would submit the following report 
for the year ending December 31, 1929. This report does not 
differ greatly from that of 1928, except that the changes in 
service and in meter locations have doubled, owing to the in- 
stallation of larger appliances. 

Total number of permits granted, 210. They are as follows: 
full connections, 112; specials, 40; service changes and addi- 
tions, 58. Total number of inspections, including rough, spe- - 
cial and full connections was 340, or 13 percent greater than 
in 1928. 

In a territory aS widely scattered as Falmouth the total 
mileage required to reach the several villages was approxi- 
mately 3000; the longest round trip exceeded 20 miles. 

Up to the present time Falmouth has made no allowance 
for the cost of transportation. I recommend therefore that it 
be given careful consideration when the budget for 1930 is 
apportioned.

I herewith submit Harbor Master’s Report for 1929: 
Had two outer rows of old spiles removed from North Fal- 
mouth wharf and replaced with new oak ones, had all other 
remaining old ones boxed in and filled with concrete. Re- 
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moved all poor top planks and laid new ones making this wharf 
in good condition. 

Installed some new spiles at the two wharves at Falmouth 
Harbor, removed all poor plank and replaced with new. Had 
old poor planks taken from Eel Pond Harbor dock and replaced 
with new. 7 dl | 

Painted tops of all fender spiles of all wharves with two 
coats of good paint. Had all town landings cleaned up and 
put in good shape. Located several moorings. 

Have attended several Hearings at State House, Boston, 
in the interest of our sea coast and harbors. Have visited each 
of the harbors one or more times each month during the sum- 
mer. Have asked the Harbor and Land Commission to dredge 
out the channels at Falmouth Inner Harbor and Waquoit Har- 
bor. They told me they would, providing our Town would pay 
one-half. We, having no money for this work, no work was 
done. The State spent no money in any of our harbors this 
year. I recommend we do raise some money for this pur- 
pose, say $5,000 as at all our harbors the boats and yachts 
have greatly increased. Most all our summer people have 
yachts to enjoy sailing and fishing.

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Report of Committee on New Fire Station 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Fal- 
mouth: 
Gentlemen: 

At the annual meeting, February 1929, it was voted to 
build a Fire Station in accordance with plans and sketches 
submitted and an appropriation of $40,000 was made. The 
following committee was appointed to carry out the work: 

Rawson C. Jenkins 
Harry V. Lawrence 
Walter O. Luscombe 
Ray D. Wells 
Howard L. Pierce 

This committee met on Thursday, February 21. Rawson 
C. Jenkins was made chairman and Harry V. Lawrence, secre- 
tary. 

It was voted to authorize Haynes and Mason to prepare 
plans and specifications in accordance with preliminary plan 
and sketch. 

On March 16 the plans were submitted to the committee 
and it was voted to authorize the insertion of an advertise- 
ment for bids. Chief Wells submitted photographs and prices 
of the proposed fire alarm equipment and it was voted to 
authorize Mr. Wells to close the deal for this material and 
work. 

At a meeting of the committee, on March 21, plans and 
specifications, as submitted, were examined and discussed and 
it was voted that the architects proceed to obtain bids for the 
Fire Station according to the plans and specifications, bids to 
be in the hands of the selectmen, publicly opened and read 
on April 9, 1929, at 2 P. M. 
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‘On April 9 the bids were ‘opened by the selectmen and on 
April 10 at 11.00 o’clock the list of bidders, with their respect~ 
ive bids were submitted to the committee and it was unani- 
mously voted that the Eastern Construction Company be 
awarded the contract for building the station. . 

On April 18, 1929, a meeting of the committee was held 
and it was voted, on motion duly seconded, that the commit- 
tee having satisfied themselves that the contract is correct 
and completed to the best of their knowledge and belief the 
contract be signed, awarding the work to the Eastern Con- 
struction Company. This was done. 

The committee has held meetings frequently, approving 
payments as due, and examining the construction as it pro- 
ceeded. 

On Sept. 17, 1929, a meeting of the entire committee was 
held in consultation with Mr. Mason, of Haynes and Mason, ar- 
chitects of the building. After careful examination of all mat- 
ters it was voted that when one or two minor matters were ad- 
justed, the final acceptance of the building be made and a 
final payment be made to the Eastern Construction Company, 
thirty days from this date, providing contractors certify that 
all bills, that may become a claim against the town, have been 
paid. 

Your committee has expended on the construction, heat- 
ing, and installation of fire alarm system, the sum of $39,968.64 
and takes pleasure in handing over to the town a building 
and, equipment which the committee believes to be. a well con- 
structed, properly equipped building.of good appearance, .at 
a cost within the appropriation. 

It was regretted that Mr.. Rawson C. Jenkins was obliged 
to withdraw from the committee on account of his appoint- 
ment as Town Accountant. He could not legally hold a posi- 
tion as a member of this committee. Mr. Jenkins has kind- 
ly assisted and advised the other members of the committee 
from time to time and this assistance and advice has been 
of much value and greatly appreciated and the committee 
extends their sincere thanks to him. 

The committee also feels that the town is much indebted

to Chief Wells for the efficient work done by himself and his 
assistants in the installation of the fire alarm system where- 
‘py they have undoubtedly saved the town a good deal of money

There has been a substantial increase in the number of 
fires termed incendiary, because of the fact that many of the 
fires have occurred after sundown, when, from the evidence 
Shown, a fire could not possibly have been _ started 
through carelessness. It is quite apparent that parties, un- 
known to the writer, are attempting to start serious fires, at 
night, for no other reason than excitement. Several reports 
have been given to the Warden and the information received 
has been turned over to the proper authorities for action. 

The largest fire of the year occurred at 10.45 a. m., on 
August 2, which was the result of a fire that originally started 
at 12.40 a. m. on August Ist. The weather being very dry, did 
not permit the Department to extinguish the fire, due to its 
getting into the turf and smouldering under the ground. Dur- 
ing that large fire ,another big fire was set at Quissett, and 
also one at East Falmouth and had it not been for the Forest 
Fire Pump, that was provided for at the Special Town Meet- 
ing, serious fire damage would have been incurred, which 
was otherwise prevented. 

The Fitz-Henry Guptill forest fire power pump, which was 
purchased, together with some hose, this year, has proved to 
be most satisfactory and enables the town to handle its fires 
much cheaper than could have been done if the same had not 
been received. at , 

It is hoped, during the ensuing year, that more co-opera- 
tion on the part of the townspeople, will be exerted, to stop 
incendiary fires and suspicious persons ‘seen in the woods 
roads should be reported to the Forest Fire, Patrol or to the 
Fire Department. 

I recommend that the Town make. ‘provision to purchase 
additional hose for the Forest ‘Fire Pump, for the coming 
year. 

I also recommend that the Town takes steps to replace 
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| the 1922 T Model Ford Truck. that is used for Forest Fire pur- 
poses, at the North Falmouth Station, with a new truck simi- 
Jar to that used at Headquarters. 

I have, in my possession, several checks for services rend- 
ered at fires, during the year, which I have duly advertised 
and endeavored to locate the persons that should properly re- 
ceive the checks, but, at present, have had little or no suc- 
cess. 

There are no outstanding bills or accounts against the 
Forest Warden, to my knowledge.

The milk has 
been tested regularly as to State requirements. Total Solids 
12 percent; Fat, 3.35 percent. Cream not less than 15 percent. 
Fat; also test for bacteria. 

The number of tests for the year—101. 

The result of all tests are kept on record which is kept 
for the benefit of any one who cares to see them BY calling at 
the Health Office, Town Hall. 

The Board of Health adopted a regulation in November 
of last year to take effect June 1, 1929, that no milk shall be 
sold except from cows that have been tested (tuberculin) or 
milk pasteurized. This gives Falmouth the honor of being the 
largest Town in the State having such an ordinance. Every 
COW (611) in the Town has been tuberculin tested, making 
Falmouth 100% tuberculin tested. 

Our Inspector has inspected all cow barns and pig pens 
in the entire Town, as the State law requires.

PERSONNEL 

The Dept. personnel consists of the following:—Chief; 
Deputy Chief; two District Chiefs, who with three citizens, con- 
stitute the Board of Fire Engineers. 

One master mechanic, one assistant superintendent of 
Fire Alarm, two permanent Captains; (one with complete 
charge of Fire Alarm); one permanent Lieutenant, eight per- 
manent men, two call Captains, three call Lieutenants, thirty- 
two call men. 

They are divided into companies as follows: one ladder 
company, two hose companies, and three engine companies.

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FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 

The Fire Alarm System is fast becoming of real import- 
ance. We have 16 Fire Alarm Boxes located in various sections 
of the town, and 44 Phantom locations which are sent out from 
headquarters. There is approximately 69 miles of aerial wires 
strung on poles of either the Light Company or the Telephone 
Company. All three Fire Stations are inter-connected on the 
alarm as well as tappers and bells in some of the call-men’s 
houses, the pumping station, and the Police Dept. 

Central Fire Station: 

The Central Fire Station is a new building; gee ae and 
put in commission on Sept. ist. 1929. 

The Central Fire Station has a complete Gamewell Fire 
Alarm System therein, consisting of a protector board, a stor- 
age battery switch board, a fast and slow transformer on 
pedestal, a repeater on pedestal, together with a supervising 
panel, all of blue Vermont Marble, and adequate for the needs 
of this town for many years to come. The signal room also 
contains facilities for sounding an auxiliary electric siren fire 
alarm, aS well as a telephone switch board connected to all 
stations and the houses of the responsible officers of the Dept. 
and necessary men. 

In the basement there is the necessary motor generator 
sets and batteries for operating the Gamewell System of 
Alarm. Provision is also made in the basement to take care 
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of the air compressor and large storage tanks for storing the 
compressed air which in turn sounds the alarm on the whistle. 

There is also within the building the necessary recording 
Punch Register, one of which is equipped with a time and date 
stamp which records the exact time and date that an alarm 
is sounded. There is also the necessary gongs for sounding 
the audible alarms in the station. The whole system is op- 
erated at the rate of two blows per second. 

Woods Hole Station: 

There is installed in this station a compressed air dia- 
phone horn, fast and slow time transformer, signal gong, and 
recording register. In addition there is one electric siren for 
auxiliary alarm. 

North Falmouth Station: 

At this station, there is installed a recording punch 
register, signal gong, and open circuit relay for local call men 
tappers. There is also a manually operated electric siren that 
can be controlled from either the station or the residence of 
J. E. Overy. Capt. of Engine No. 3. There is also mounted on 
the outside of the station a Fire Alarm Box which can be 
used to transmit an alarm when there is no one in the station. 

In general, there is connected to all the stations a private 
telephone switch board which forms a secondary means of 
transmitting an alarm of fire in case the Fire Alarm System 
should fail.

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REMARKS 


I beg to report that a marked change and improvement 
has taken place this year, in that the new Central Fire Sta- 
tion was built and completed and put in commission on Sept. 
1, 1929. This building is an excellent building for the purpose 
of the fire department; was designed by the firm of Haynes 
& Mason, Architects of Fitchburg, Mass., after consulting the 
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Chief of the Fire Department for the needs of the Department. 

The following is a description of the New Central Fire 
Station as published in the Falmouth Enterprise on Sept. 19, 
1929: . 

Of red brick, with white Colonial trim, equipped with the 
latest word in mechanical devices, yet pared down to provide 
efficiency without expensive luxury, the new Central Fire 
Station Headquarters on Main Street, constructed this sum- 
mer at a round cost of $40,000, is completed and occupied, 
awaiting only minor formalities before the building commit- 
tee officially accept it from the contractors and architects. 

It is built on land originally acquired by the town from 
the Hewins estate for a library site some years ago, an Act 
of Legislature being passed in 1928 to make it available for 
the fire department, the library having been built some years 
ago next to the town hall. The old Central Fire Station, built 
in 1911 by Charles E. Robbins, at a cost of $874.21, had become 
utterly inadequate for the equipment and housing of the 
men. It is planned to leave it on the rear of the lot for the 
present, for use aS a work shop and practice drill tower. 

The new building is of fire-proof construction through- 
out, the walls of brick veneer over hollow concrete tiling, with 
Flemish bond, the trim of white cast stone, with a brick para- 
pet and wood panel painted white. Doors and Windows have 
Colonial arches with white wood tracery, and interior walls 
are of light buff plaster finish with white woodwork. The 
outside dimensions are 58 feet, 8 inches front on Main Street, 
50 feet, 4 inches depth, 22 feet, 10 inches for the two-story in- 
terior height, exterior length 27 feet, 3 inches. 

The interior is compactly planned. On the left, on the 
‘ground floor, and extending across the back of the building 
-L-shape fashion is the Apparatus room, with poured concrete 
floor, main doors overhead curtain type, and racks at the rear 
for drying hose. The garage doors are opened by an overhead 
pull-lever above the driver’s seat on the apparatus, and tradi- 
tional brass poles with resilient rubber landing mat lead from 
the men’s quarters on the second floor to the apparatus room. 
‘This room is entirely cut off from the rest of the building by 
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fire walls and ceiling. It affords garage space for a ladder 
truck, pumper, hose tender, forest fire and still alarm combin- 
ation; patrol wagon; and chief’s car. The front main entrance 
is 21 feet wide and a wide cement drive leads from the street 
to the apparatus room door. A second door on the west, at 
the other end of the L-shaped room gives onto the old drive- 
way. | 

The main entrance to the building is in the center of the 
north front, opening into the signal room, where the stairs 
go up to the second floor, and a door leads to the administra- 
tive office for the departments of the Fire Chief and Deputy 
Chief, and the Building Commissioner. 


The signal room, which, with a small bedroom for the 
night relief operator, occupies the western half of the front 
of the ground floor, is barred off from the entrance lobby 
only by a brass rail, the complex and interesting lay-out of 
the fire alarm system being open to public view. This is re- 
garded as a distinct innovation, as at most fire stations the 
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signal room is jealously guarded. Chief Ray D. Wells how- 
ever, requested that this room should be so placed in the new 
pbuilding as to afford the public liberty to familiarize them- 
selves with the mechanism. In a town like Falmouth, where 
at all times roughly 30 citizens are enrolled as call-men in the 
department, and in emergencies even more volunteers may aid 
the regular force, there is particular interest in the system. 

First observed on entering the signal room, are the hand- 
some switchboards of polished grey Vermont marble that near- 
ly cover the south and west walls of the room, gleaming with 
copper switches and dials. Beneath a glass case stands the fire- 
alarm recording machinery, glittering with white onyx and 
brass. The operator is seated at the telephone switchboard, 
the controls for all electrical equipment of the department be- 
ing centered in this room. At his left is a rack holding the 
cog-wheel disks used for sounding box alarms, as there are a 
number of so-called ‘phantom circuits’ on the Falmouth fire 
alarm, meaning that a signal indicating location of a fire can 
be sounded to direct help to a spot where no actual alarm box 
exists. For instance, at the corner of Main and Walker Streets 
is Box 27, which can be pulled on the street and sounds the 
alarm; at Fresh Pond no box is installed, but on receiving a 
telephone or verbal alarm, the operator puts disk No. 432 on 
the transmitter and both fast time and slow time send out the 
box number, directing attention to “Fresh Pond” as the scene 
of the fire. The “fast time” operates at two blows per second 
and “slow time” 1144 second per blow. 

Ingenious master control has been utilized everywhere. 
Thus, as soon as the fire alarm signal is given, a switch auto- 
matically throws on the lights all over the building, so that 
the firemen do not grope in the dark as they hurry through 
preparations to go out with the apparatus. 

An automatic “tell-tale” lights a red bulls-eye lamp and 
starts a bell ringing insistently the moment trouble develops, 
anywhere, on any of the six circuits of electrical equipment. 
By means of intercommunicating panel it is possible to cut 
out any troublesome loop or circuit, so that the rest of the sys- 
tem may operate uninterruptedly while repairs are being 
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made. These features have been worked out and adapted from 
various sources by the Falmouth Fire Department itself, Chief 
Well and Captain Mullen being responsible; and are viewed 
with interest by engineers elsewhere as constituting a most 
efficient and up-to-date wiring layout, within the money ap- 
propriated therefor. 

Another adaptation to local necessities is the storage-bat- 
tery system, which allows the department, by converting the 
regular commercial electrical current from alternating to di- 
rect current, to store up a four-days adequate supply to over- 
come emergencies caused by failure of current. A recent 
thunder storm deprived the whole town of electric current for 
over twelve hours; but the Fire Department has made itself 
superior to such incidents by its storage-battery system. It 
operates by two transformers in the basement. 

A so-called closed circuit, operating on a constant dis- 
charge of 100 milliamperes is employed; if for any reason the 
discharge is below 80 milliamperes or in excess of 120 milliam- 
peres, trip-magnets fall, lighting the supervisory red bulls-eye 
and setting off the warning gongs. Brach lightning arrestors of 
the latest design guard the main cables, reinforced by plush 
protectors adjusted to a capacity of 200 milliamperes, so that 
any excess current causes the line to open automatically, pre- 
venting damage to the system. 

The telephone installation is a PBX private branch ex- 
change, with all wires in underground conduit in the busi- 
ness section or, overhead cables in outlying sections, so that 
minimum interruption is insured. The fire stations at Woods 
Hole and North Falmouth and the homes of officers and call 
men of the department can all be plugged in simultaneously 
while the operator ‘broadcasts’ word of a still alarm or emer- 
gency, which saves the time required to call each individually 
and repeat the same message. This is accomplished by means 
of direct lines to all essential units of the department. 

The new Central Station is the first public building in Fal- 
mouth to adopt heating by fuel oil, particularly efficient in 
this connection by doing away with coal bins and ashes in the 
basement, which allows storage of the battery room and elec- 


trical motors in that space. Both hot water supply and build- 
ing temperature are automatically maintained at the requi- 
site temperature by thermostatic control. 

On the second floor are the living quarters, including 9 
bedrooms, baths and showers, linen closet, broom closet, and 
a recreation room 18 by 31 feet with kitchenette alcove. The 
bedrooms are furnished with single beds, steel clothes locker 
and chair. The recreation room is rapidly becoming both 
cheery and comfortable through donations from friends of 
the department. Floors, both in administrative offices and on 
the second floor are. of B-rift hard pine, waxed and polished. 
The signal room has handsome Stedman rubber flooring. 

The present personnel of the department includes; Board 
of Fire Engineers, Alvin F. Bourne, Dr. Ralph W. Cole, Edward 
K. Dean, Robert A. Goffin, Albert E. Landers, and Chief Ray 
D. Wells, and Deputy Chief William H. Denham; permanent 
men, Chief and Deputy Chief and Captain Frank Corey, Capt. 
Albert Mullen, Lt. George G. Ferris, Master Mechanic John 
Barry; Privates Ernest R. Hatch, Fred C. Fish, Manuel L. Tur- 
ner, Everett F. Lumbert, Thomas J. Waldron, Edward V. Irons, 
Harry H. Hill. 

The new Central Fire Station was authorized, with an ap- 
propriation of $40,000, at the February Town Meeting, 1929. 

The Building Committee is composed of Hon. Walter O. 
Luscombe, H. V. Lawrence, chairman of the Planning Board, 
Howard L. Pierce, Rawson C. Jenkins, and Chief Ray D. Wells. 
The architects were Haynes and Mason, of Fitchburg; the con- 
tractors the Eastern Construction Company of Woonsocket, 
R. I. Local sub-contractors were: excavating, Joseph G. Hew- 
ins, who employed Sidney W. Lawrence; cement drive, A. F. 
Baker; outside painting, A. R. Augusta; inside painting, Jasper 
Lumbert; plumbing, A. A. Carl; concrete blocks, Concrete 
Products Company. 

The building departs in many baselines from previous 
designs for fire stations, largely because the architects were 
furnished floor layout and signal. room plan evolved by the 
Falmouth Fire Department itself in the past ten years since 
Ray D. Wells and W. H. Denham have been in office. . Chief 
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Wells is also Building Commissioner of Falmouth, enlarging 
his experience for this work. The project for the new Fire 
Station has been studied and worked on for more than five 
years, and the result is a handsome civic building almost 
ideal in its adaptation to the requirements of a Cape Cod Fire 
Department. 


I wish to report that the Fire Alarm System is now in ex- 
cellent shape and is being maintained, ready for use instant- 
ly, in an excellent manner. 

I wish to also report that all of the apparatus in the 
hands of the Fire Department, with the exception of the 
Ladder Truck, is in first class condition, and with proper care, 
will last for some time to come. 

During the past year, I am glad to report, our fire loss is 
on the decline and is the smallest fire loss since 1922, although 
the year has had the greatest number of fire alarms on record. 
I attribute the reason for this decrease in fire losses to be for 
three reasons: 

Ist. The fire prevention work throughout the town, to- 
gether with inspections. 

2nd. A prompt discovery of fire and the rapid reponse 
available, due to permanent men. 

3rd. To the excellent co-operation of the call-men in the 
department. 

I wish to report that the Maxim Hose Truck at Woods 
Hole has caused considerable expense, during the past year, 
in that it was necessary to replace the motor with a new block, 
ignition parts and pistons, also pneumatic tires were placed 
on the truck, standard with the rest of the Department, name- 
17-756. x 6 tires. 

There was one accident that occurred when a drive shaft 
was broken while responding to an alarm of fire. This was 
repaired also. 

While responding to an alarm of fire during the Spring, 
the Department had an accident in which one fireman was in- 
jured in the collision that resulted. The fault of the accident 
was due to the driver of the civilian’s car turning out into the 
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right of way in front of the apparatus. The fireman injured 
was Fred C. Fish, who received cuts and bruises on the hand 
and arm. . , 

In October, of this year, a drill school was started for the 
permanent men and once in every five days these permanent 
men are gathered together at Headquarters and given a drill 
or instruction in Department Activities. I recommend that 
the Department continue this drill school until all phases of 
the Fire Department work has been drilled into the men, thus 
making for better efficiency. 

I repeat my recommendation of the past year, that the 
town take immediate steps to replace the present ladder 
truck. It is in very poor shape and the equipment thereon is 
not safe. If this ladder truck is replaced with a new truck, 
built and designed for a ladder truck and not a makeshift, such 
as we have at present, the Fire Department will be completely 
equipped and no fire apparatus need be bought for the next 
ten years, if pioperly taken care of. The town will not be re- 
quired; in so far as the needs of the department is concerned 
to give adequate protection, to purchase any additional ap- 
paratus. Barring accidents, I see no reason why the equip- 
ment now on hand, together with a new ladder truck, will not 
be sufficient for the next decade. 

I recommend, the same at last year, that a permanent 
man at Headquarters and a permanent man for the pumping 
engine at North Falmouth be hired for the coming year. 

There still continues to be a marked hesitancy of employ- 
ers of labor to permit their men, who are call men, to lose 
time in their work, while responding to fires. The result is 
that during the day-time, any fires that occur are usually 
handled only by the permanent men, with the exception of 
the Woods Hole District. Due to the excellent co-operation of 
the Marine Biological Laboratories and the U. S. Fisheries, 
we are able to obtain call men in that district. 

The only fires of serious or threatening nature, that oc- 
curred, during the year, were a fire at the Avery Hotel, a fire 
at the Queen’s Buyway, a fire at Megansett, and the fire that 
destroyed the home of Elias Ross on Falmouth Heights road. 
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I recommend that all call men be furnished with a tapper 
or call bell connected to the fire alarm, thus permitting the 
Department to cease sounding the outside whistle except on 
a second or multiple alarm. 

The financial statement for 1929 of the Fire Department 
will be found in the report of the Town Accountant.

For that reason 
we deem it advisable to build a new Bathing Casino this year.

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth:— 

During the past season it has been very dry, consequent- 
ly, the sand, gravel and loam roads have been very dusty and 
also a great many roads have been very rough. 

I have kept the graders going practically all the time in 
order to keep the roads passable. I would advise the use of 
more tarvia on our gravel roads as this forms a hardened top 
which requires less work to maintain. 

The beach road to Woods Hole was widened and two ap- 
plications of tarvia were applied which gave this road a very 
good hardened top. I do hope the town will try to apply tar- 
via to the roads that already have had an application so as 
to build them up and in a few years I think the town will have 
some very good tarvia roads if this method is carried out. 

The town has built a few miles of new asphalt road every 
year and if they continue as the Road Committee have planned 
for a 3-year period there will be a hardened surface Shore road 
from North Falmouth to Menauhant, also other hardened sur- 
face roads in practically every village. 

This year we have applied gravel to many of the side roads 
where the loam became very muddy when the frost was com- 
ing out of the ground. Many of these roads would be im- 
passable if it were not for the. application of gravel. After 
this gravel has been applied it can be graded and rolled until 
you have a smooth hardened surface which will be a benefit 
to the travelling public. 

This department has been trying for the last four years 
to give the citizens of Falmouth as many miles of good roads 
as possible for the money appropriated. 

I would like to inform the citizens of Falmouth that the 
boiler and fire box on the Ten Ton Roller are in such poor 
condition that it cannot be used. I have inquired the price of 
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a new boiler and fire box for this roller which is $2800.00, and 
the price of a new 12 ton gas roller is $5650.00, and the price 
of the 14 ton steam roller would be $5410.00, and allowance 
on old roller $400.00. I am giving this information to the citi- 
zens of Falmouth so they may act as they choose in regard to 
roller. 

I wish to thank the citizens thereof for their co-opera- 
tion in carrying out this work and hope it will continue in the 
future.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The Selectmen herewith submit their report for 1929. 

Following instructions in the By-Laws of the Town, we 
beg to report that the five suits entered against the Town by 
the so-called Chappaquoit Associates, consisting of Mrs. E. C. 
Baker, Mrs. Emily Daniels, Miss A. Von Arnim and Mr. C. H. 
Jones, which was referred to in our last annual report and 
which was referred to the Finance Committee to report to the 
1930 annual meeting, we understand that the Finance Board 
has had several conferences with the people interested and 
we are much in hope that their recommendations will be 
such as can be adopted by the town and to the satisfaction 
of all parties interested. 

Two new suits against the Town have been brought by 
Harris Malchman. One asking the court for adjustment of 
damage to his property on Main Street by the establishing of 
the Building Line in 1929. The other is an action of Tort, 
claiming, among other things, that the town has deprived 
him of the use of his property on Main Street since 1926 by 
certain acts of town officials. 

The suit of the Building Commissioner against Farns- 
worth K. Baker for alleged violation of the Zoning Regulations 
is now in court and we refer to the report of the Building Com- 
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missioner for further information relative to this suit.

Water Commissioners Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 

The Water Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1929. 

At the annual town meeting in February, Mr. C. E. L. Gif- 
ford was re-elected Water Commissioner for three years. The 
board re-organized in the same manner as previously, name- 
ly: Mr. E. E. C. Swift, Chairman; Mr. Charles W. Hadley, 
Financial Advisor, and Mr. C. E. L. Gifford, Secretary. 

The office and operating staff has continued the same as 
last year, with the exception of the office of Chief Engineer 
at the Pumping Station. 

Mr. J. C. Moore has continued as Superintendent, Mr. G. 
A. Griffin as registrar in charge of accounts and office work, 
and engineer for such work as required, and the book-keeping 
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and clerical work has been performed by Mr. E. B. Hamlin and 
Mrs. Warren Hewins. ) 

In June, 1929, Mr. Charles B. Gardner, who had performed 
the duties of Chief Engineer of the pumping station so effi- 
ciently for the past fourteen years met with a serious accident 
which resulted in permanent disability. After a period of 
rest which it was hoped would result in his return to health, 
Mr. Gardner felt obliged to resign his duties. The Water 
Commissioners take this opportunity to express their appre- 
ciation of Mr. Gardner’s loyal and efficient service; always 
working for the best interests of the town and the Water De- 
partment. In his resignation they feel that not only they but 
the town lost a faithful employee and a good citizen. , 

Mr. A. E. Perry who had served as assistant to Mr. Gard- 
ner for a number of years and who has an engineer’s license 
allowing him to have charge of the pumping plant, was ap- 
pointed as Chief Engineer to succeed Mr. Gardner. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S WORK 


The work of re-inspection of water fixtures, begun in 
1928 was practically completed this year so that now there is 
on file an accurate record of all fixtures for use in assessing 
annual water rates. This is kept up-to-date with periodic in- 
spections by Mr. J. P. Mulligan who, in his capacity as plumb- 
ing inspector is kept informed of all additional fixtures in- 
stalled. It is the intention of the department to have all 
domestic consumers placed on the same basis and we believe 
that that is practically true. Whatever additions come to 
their attention are made note of and annual rates adjusted 
accordingly. As recommended in the 1928 report a so-called 
“standby” charge was adopted by the commissioners to apply 
on property not occupied. This charge represents a partial 
payment of the fixed cost of the plant and of its readiness to 
serve. We are pleased to report that the fairness of this 
charge has been generally recognized and with but few ex- 
ceptions has been accepted by the takers without criticism. 

During the year there have been no services shut off on 
account of non-payment of water bills. The application of 
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the water lien law to delinquent water takers has proved to be 
more satisfactory and we intend to increase the number of 
liens applied rather than adopt the more drastic method of 
shutting off the water. 

Perhaps the most important feature of the operation of 
the plant for the past year was the extremely heavy demand 
for water during the drought in June and July. With an un- 
metered system such as we have, it is practically impossible 
to restrict the use of water for irrigation and sprinkling, des- 
pite the constant warnings of the department against exces- 
sive use and waste. Fortunately, Long Pond remained at a 
fairly high level throughout the summer season and although 
there was pumped during the month of July approximately 
35% more water than in the largest month of 1928, the pond 
was lowered only about 10 inches. The demand on the sys- 
tem during this drought was practically up to the capacity 
of the plant. Although only the larger pump was in opera- 
tion, the capacity of the mains to deliver water without con- 
siderable decrease in efficiency, was reached. Fortunately 
during the heavy draft, there was no great demand for water 
for fire purposes otherwise it would have been necessary to 
have made a tour of the town ordering various hose and 
sprinkling faucets to be shut off. 

In regard to the use of hose few people realize the large 
quantity of water which can be discharged through a hose 
nozzle or an ordinary circular spray. The latter with 50 feet 
of hose if running continuously will use in less than three 
days an amount of water valued at $5 at present meter rates— 
the total amount charged for use of hose by the department 
for the entire year. While if such a sprinkler is used two 
hours a day, the time allowed by the water department regu- 
lations, the amount will equal $5 in approximately 35 days. 
In this connection much water is wasted from dripping fau- 
cets or faucets left open to prevent freezing. A 1% inch faucet 
wide open under average pressures will discharge 19 gallons 
per minute or 1140 gallons per hour amounting at meter rates 
to $6.84 a day. 

The lesson to be learned from the experiences of last 
summer seems to be that in order to provide for emergencies 
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such as fire, and furnish adequate supply for an increasing 
number of takers, it will be necessary to install meters on ser- 
vices using a great amount of water for sprinkling lawns and 
gardens. With this in view there is included in our budget for 
1930 an amount for the purchase of a few meters to be used 
in the most extreme cases. 


CONSTRUCTION 

Extensions of mains undertaken this year consist of ap- 
proximately 1600 ft. of 6 inch pipe laid on North Street and 
Penzance Road, Woods Hole, to supplant the old 6 inch line 
which has been in service many years before construction of 
the main system. The old line is still in service and has 
shown signs of deterioration but will not be abandoned until 
unsafe. 

375 feet of 6 inch pipe was laid on Prospect St., Woods 
Hole, to make a crossover from Buzzards Bay Avenue to Whit- 
man road. 320 ft. of 6 inch and 439 ft. 4 inch pipe were laid 
in the so-called Belvidere Plains section to improve circula- 
tion and fire pressure in that district. The above three exten- 
sions were made in accordance with the vote of the town at 
the last annual meeting and were financed from balances re- 
maining from previous bond issues. 


STANDPIPES 


All standpipes were drained and cleaned last spring and 
are in good repair, with the exception of the older one in 
Quissett which needs painting both outside and in. A num- 
ber of rivets in the longitudinal and girth seams which are 
leaking should be cut out and re-driven. There are places 
in the longitudinal and girth seams also that need calking. 
On account of numerous materials which have been used to 
paint the inside, the coating has become laminated, forming 
blisters, which have broken and allowed the water to come 
into contact with the plate, causing serious deterioration. In 
order to do a satisfactory resurfacing job the entire inner sur- 
face should be chipped and additional funds should be al- 
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lowed for this job. 
PUMPING STATION 


No major changes have been made in the pumping sta- 
tion. Some necessary work has been done in the chief engin- 
eer’s quarters. It is probable that during the year it will be 
necessary to make some repairs to the smoke stack as the 
mortar has fallen out of many joints. 


MINOR EXTENSIONS 


These comprise extensions of 2 inch pipe and smaller to 
numbers of consumers in new developments or district be- 
yond the reach of the mains, which are not large enough 
to justify the expense of mains capable of furnishing fire pro- 
tection aS well as domestic needs. The amount expended on 
these is restricted by vote of the town to $4000 in any one 
year and a 9% guaranty is required for the construction. Fol- 
lowing is a list of minor extensions made in 1929.

MAINTENANCE 


All hydrants have been painted, operated and checked to 
insure their being in good operating condition, and all gates 
open. Hydrants that were found defective were repaired or 
renewed. Three hydrants were broken off during the year 
by autos and eight new ones were added to the system located 
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aS follows: Chappaquoit road west of the bridge; Palmer Ave., 
near the residence of Wm. J. Davis; North St., near the Break- 
water Hotel; one on either side of the drawbridge at Woods 
Hole to be connected across the bridge with a hose for addi- 
tional pressure in case of an emergency; one behind the cen- 
tral fire station for practise purposés; one on Grand Ave. South 
near the Cottage Club and one on the Plains near the residence 
of R. L. Studley. It is the policy of the Water Commissioners 
to replace all the old-style hydrants, as funds are available, 
for those that close automatically. All gates in the force feed 
mains and lateral lines have been operated at least once dur- 
ing the year and packed when necessary. ' There have been a 
number of minor line leaks and one major break on the 10- 
inch line supplying the Heights direct from’ the Pumping Sta- 
tion through Goodwill Park and Maravista’ Avenue, which 
caused considerable inconvenience, especially to the residents 
of the Heights, on account of the water syphoning from the 
high ‘places before the gates were closed on either side of the 
failure. | a 

On May 20th, as a result of an investigation made by the 
Water Commissioners and Mr. Coburn of Metcalf & Eddy of 
Boston, specialists in the chemical analysis of water, a plant 
was put into operation at the station for administering lime 
to the water. At first, lime was put in, in the proportion of 10 
parts per million but it has since been reduced to five parts 
per million and the results at the present time are very grati- 
fying. Long Pond water being extremely soft contains an over 
abundance of carbon dioxide which has a direct action on the 
east iron mains and is the cause of discolored water. The pur- 
pose of the lime is to neutralize the carbon dioxide, thereby 
eliminating, to a large extent, discoloration. 


SERVICES 


During the year there were 98 new Services installed with 
sizes varying from 34 inch to 2 inches in diameter. These were 
laid as usual by charging the taker only for the cost of the 
material required. A small number of renewals have been 
made in keeping with the policy of replacing all that are badly 
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corroded or have been in service over 20 years, generally with 
99% copper tubing or galvanized wrought iron pipe lined with 
cement or lead. 


FINANCIAL 


The most important feature affecting the financial man- 
agement this year was the placing of,the department on an 
“appropriation” and “budget” basis. 

A new State law, enacted in 1928 and sweeping in its ef- 
fect, repealed the provisions of certain special acts which 
hitherto authorized boards and commissions to incur lia- 
bilities without appropriation. 

The Water Department in common with the many other 
town water departments in this State, operating under spe- 
cial acts, has hitherto operated on its own revenue so far as 
possible. The Commissioners have had authority to manage 
the finances of the department subject to such restrictions as 
the town might impose. With the change in the methods of 
accounting resulting from the adoption by the town of the 
State system early this year, this department was brought 
under the provisions of the repealing act, and placed on an 
appropriation basis the same as all other departments of the 
town. That is, the funds necessary for operation, retirement 
of bonds and payment of interest on water bonds are now 
“appropriated” in Town Meeting. The appropriations are 
made from water revenue so that in effect the authority of 
the voters is given to the Water Commissioners to expend 
water revenue, with a definite limit to the total, whereas for- 
merly. the Water Commissioners could expend any funds un- 
der their control, limits being placed on minor extensions only. 
At the end of the calendar year the balance of the year’s rev- 
enue, unexpended up to that time is treated as water surplus. 
It seems proper to explain that part of this is “surplus” only 
in the sense that it is at that time unexpended and unappro- 
priated. A large part of it, or at least 4% of the annual water 
rates collected from July 1 to that date, is unearned income 
and as such is really a liability. So long as the surplus on hand 
at the beginning of the year plus the annual revenue is suffi- 
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cient to meet the requirements of the department for the 
year and leave a surplus at the end sufficient to carry through 
to the following July, the new arrangement will not differ 
materially from the old. The operating expenses of the de- 
partment, and the bonds and interest falling due before July 
1 must be supplied from this surplus otherwise it would be 
necessary to operate temporarily on other funds than water 
revenue. 

To keep the water utility on a sound business basis and 
continue it self-supporting, as is recommended by economists, 
water revenue should be reserved only for water works, inter- 
est, bonds, maintenance and extensions. Surplus should be 
sufficient to carry it along until its new revenue is forthcom- 
ing and to provide for renewals and definitely anticipated ex- 
penses. The latter in our case included a provision for re- 
tirement of bonds in 1933 when the amount required jumps 
$3000 from that required in 1930 and 1931 and is $999 great- 
er than the requirement for 1932, due to the concentration 
of $16,000 worth of original water bonds to be retired in 
1933. Any surplus beyond this limit should be used to re- 
duce rates. 

Legislation providing for restricting water revenue to 
water uses has been sought by the New England Water 
Works Association but without success so far. 

Billing and Collecting: 

All charges and abatements made by the department are 
now committed to the Town Treasurer and to the Town Ac- 
countant; the department keeps the takers accounts and in 
connection with the Town Accountant keeps track of its re- 
ceipts and expenditures. The payment of water bills at the 
Town Treasurer’s office results in additional work for both 
offices because of their being at a distance. This is particu- 
larly so in cases of takers whose bills have been lost, or of 
those who wish to inquire regarding their charge or who seek 
an adjustment of their bills. There were over 3000 charges 
against takers and it is inevitable that certain of these were 
questioned. In such cases the taker frequently is required to 
travel from one office to the other and if dissatisfied in the 
first place, the dissatisfaction is increased after being sent 
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from the Treasurer’s office to Town Hall for adjustment of 
the charge, and then returned to the Treasurer’s office to pay 
the money. In regard to collecting bills there is a slightly 
larger delinquent list at this time than there was a year ago 
despite persistent efforts to collect these accounts. | 

Water Liens: 

As noted before the water lien law has been applied in 
many cases and will be applied shortly to all accounts for 
which there is not some very unusual cause for postponing 
collections such as is the, case of poverty .stricken takers 
who are being assisted py the town. One fairly large delin- 
quent item is that from.a 9 percent guaranty which every ef- 
fort short of a suit has been made. to collect. In this case a 
surety company has guaranteed the payment and steps are 
now being taken to collect, this amount which does not come 
under the water lien law. 

Budget: “au 

Although the eibing? of $45, 350 vey expenses. was. aSked 
for 1930,.in the 1929 budget the actual expenditure was but 
$39,592.11. Certain anticipated contingencies did not occur 
and the maintenance force was employed, on the new. exten- 
sions financed from :balance of special appropriations as far 
as possible. This last item accounts, for, a, reduction of ap- 
proximately $1000 in expenses charged to maintenance. The 
extension work was undertaken at.a time,when the..mainten- 
ance force could postpone. certain, operations necessary to keep 
the system in repair., This work will be carried,.on in 1930. 

The amount requested,for.Maintenance for ,1930,is $43,- 
835 as per budget submitted, to,the Town Accountant. The 
amount specified is. greater than that used in 1929 because 
of the following: estimate for meters as, previously noted, in- 
crease in labor item.as explained in.previous, paragraph, normal 
increase in work of the department due.to growth and age of 
System, operation of, mixing plant, which ‘was, in.use; only, dur- 
ing part of 1929, contemplated repairs to the Quisset; Stand- 
pipe. which are ,pending at. this time, changing: type,,of: hyd- 
rants, additional equipment, enlargement of.stock.house, to 
meet growing needs of the department: . port deste 

With a plant consisting of 95 miles of mains nd various 
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appurtenances such’ as’ gates, hydrants, pumps, standpipes, 
etc., of a total cost of nearly $800,000, unforeseen contingen- 
cies require a greater flexibility in the expense of maintain- 
Economies resulting from competitive bids. for. material 
and. from increased. familiarity with the. duties of the, force 
helped to reduce the operating expense in 1929 below that of 
1928. , | 

We believe that the. amount of baton revenue armeonrate 
ed or set. apart, for the use of the department, should,be such 
as to best enable us to manage the water works utility and 
that the Water Commissioners will justify the town’s confi- 
dence in them .by judicious.and economical.expenditures as 
during 1929 when it was clearly shown, by the difference be- 
tween the actual expenditures and the budget. amounts, that it 
was the desire of the Commissioners to keep the expenses as 
far beolw the budget: as possible. 


- RECOMMENDATIONS FOR EXTENSIONS 


A petition for an extension of ‘the mains to Wild Harbor 
has been received. The estimated cost of this is $8,000. This 
development has paid full rates for many years and has had 
a pipe only large enough for domestic supply without fire pro- 
tection. The water rates at present equal 614% of the cost of 
the work and with the balance of the 9% assured, we believe 
this project deserves consideration. 

Other extensions have been suggested upon which we are 
not prepared to give a recommendation until further details 
are forthcoming. 

i In general we believe that no large addition spond be 
made to the system for the present unless there is a prospect 
of early and adequate return in water revenue. 7

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FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


Certain financial statements are included in our report. 
These are in an abridged form inasmuch as the report of the 
Town Accountant contains a complete return of the receipts 
and expenditures of this department. The following state- 
ments are supplementary and are intended to show the finan- 
cial progress of the department as a business enterprise with 
an income account and balance sheet showing additions to 
the plant during the year, as well as the town’s equity in the 
plant. | 

There was an increase in water revenue of $3,371.83 over 
1928 and a decrease in “maintenance” expense of $872.08. All 
water bonds were retired by the Department—an increase of 
$12,000 over 1928 which of course reduced the net balance 
resulting from operation of the plant. 

The income account shows a separation between expenses 
and plant additions as the latter are considered as invest- 
ments rather than expenses. 

The balance sheet shows changes in certain items from 
our 1928 report, accounts receivable being included as assets. 
Except for outstanding bonds and water rates paid in advance 
the other items listed in the column are of course true lia- 
bilities only in the sense that the water works owes the town 
the amount spent for its construction. The town’s equity 
(shown incorrectly in 1928 due to typographical error) but 
which was $567,984.07 is now given as $577,102.30, a relative- 
ly slight increase. This is due to the fact that we recognize 
that-annual rates paid in advance have not been earned un- 
til the end of the year for which they are paid. There has 
therefore been deducted from the town’s equity an amount 
equal to $38,783.86 which fairly ‘well represents the amount 
.of unearned income on hand.

ENGINEER’S REPORT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Dear Sirs: 

I hereby. submit my report for the year 1929. 

Owing to the extreme: drought of last summer a much 
larger amount of water, was pumped, during the past year 
than in any previous year. 

During the. latter part of. June and through. the months 
of July and ‘August it was, necessary, to operate. the. plant 
twenty-four hours a day. 
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Engine Room 


The new Worthington pump has given good economical 
service, having pumped 379.6 gallons per pound of coal, an 
increase of 36.6 gallons over 1928, this being due to longer 
hours of pumping. The pump is in good condition; no repairs 
have been required except a few minor adjustments made, 
renewal of packing, etc. 

The old Davidson pump is run frequently to insure its 
being ready for immediate service in case of an emergency. 

The recording euages are working well and are a great 
help toward operating the pumps as the operator knows at all 
times the height of water in the different standpipes which 
enables him to control the speed of the pumps so as to main- 
tain a constant pressure. 


Boiler Room 


The reports from the Hartford Insurance Company show 
the boilers to be in good condition, the only repairs required 
for the year being the renewal of one blow-off pipe outside 
of station. A good quality of coal has been had which showed 
a small percent of ash. 


Living Rooms 


Four rooms in this part of the plant have been papered and 
painted, also the ceilings whitened. 

The water in the pond has held up remarkably well dur- 
ing the past season, the lowest level being but 21 inches be- 
low high water of last spring. The water is now coming up 
and by next spring will no doubt be back to normal.

By reference to the report of the librarian submitted here- 
with it will be noted that the circulation of books for 1929 was 
26,618. This represents ‘an increase of 5,849 over the year 
1928, and of 10,324 over the preceding’ year. The number of 
patrons drawing books has been I, 260. | 
Reading Room: 

It has been found increasingly difficult to keep accurate 
record of persons using the periodical room, owing to the large 
number of readers and the increased call for service at the 
desk. The reading: room is: increasingly attractive to read- 
ers. ‘) 

Repairs: 

The allotment to the library of $500 from the aaronciat tan 
for Repairs to Public Buildings in 1929 enabled the ‘trustees 
to freshen with new paint the walls of the main entrance 
hall, the reading room, and the stack room. Nothing has been 
done to them since the building was completed in 1902. They 
present a much improved appearance. The trustees desire 
to complete this work and some other necessary repairs in 
the present year 1930. They have therefore placed an item 
of $400 in the budget for this purpose. 

Overcrowding: 

| Mention has been made from year to year of the crowded 
condition of the stacks. The need of room became so urgent 
that by the advice and assistance of Miss Jones of the State 
Library Commission some 4000 books no longer in active ser- 
vice were discarded in 1928, and the stacks relieved of their 
overcrowded condition. The need for larger accommodations 
however, has by this method been postponed, not eliminated, 
and sooner or later added facilities must be provided for prop- 
erly housing the library books. 

School Branches: 

As reported last year an understanding was entered into 
with the Superintendent and school authorities, and the lib- 
rary is now purchasing books used for supplementary reading 
in the grades and the junior and senior high schools. The 
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arrangement provides that the teachers may take books need- 
ed for their pupils use and keep them on deposit in their 
school rooms for use and distribution among the pupils. These 
books may be returned to the library from time to time and 
exchanged for other books. The library expended about $300 
of its funds for the purchase of books of this character in 
1929. Including the necessary rebinding, a considerably larg- 
er Sum could be expended with advantage to the schools and 
economy to the town. 


Book Exchange: 

By a system of book exchange the library now procures 
through the Division of Public Libraries books from other lib- 
raries in the State upon request and payment of postage. This 
privilege has been used in the past year to a considerable ex- 
tent. Thus the books and material in other libraries of the 
State are made available to the patrons. 


Branches: 

The library at present finds less need from year to year 
of branch deposits. The facilities afforded by the automobile 
makes the main library accessible and the local depository less 
necessary aS years go by. 


Children’s Book Week: 

A pleasing feature of the year was the observance of 
Children’s Book Week from Nevember 17-23. Books and post- 
ers were freely displayed and enjoyed by the large number of 
children who visited the library and also by the patrons of 
the library in general. 

Library Service: 

The trustees wish to emphasize the wisdom of the adopt- 
ed policy of employing skilled and efficient library service at 
an adequate salary. The effects of this policy have been 
clearly demonstrated in the results of the past two years, and 
the quickened life of the library in all its departments. 


Donations:

Report of the Board of Public Welfare 


In making a report for this department the Selectmen 
desire to call particular attention to one or two things which 
have caused the outlay of such a large sum of money for this 
year. ; 

The year 1929 has been a very trying one for this depart- 
ment. Those who are doing business in Falmouth will, we 
think, agree with this board that much larger credits were 
‘asked during the year than in any former time. The lack of 
employment and poor crops for several years bring deserving 
people to us for help who never have come before. The de- 
partment this year expended for Public Welfare a sum ex- 
ceeding $21,000. Of this sum an amount of $5000 is returned 
to the town from other cities and towns for care of persons 
who have no settlement here. 

We hear from time to time some criticism of our care of 
certain persons and families. We feel that no one is being 
cared for that is not deserving of help, as no help is given 
until the case is investigated. The care of persons unable to 
care for themselves and the distribution of public monies is, 
we believe, the most trying position in which a person or 
group of persons can be placed, being a board more criticized 
than any other in town government. 

The town in the past few years has made quite a rapid 
growth in wealth and population, making more people to look 
-after and care for than in previous years and the appropria- 
tion for this as for other departments must be increased to 
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meet the demands upon it. The Selectmen acting as a Pub- 
lic Welfare Department have no regrets to offer, feeling as we 
do, that we have done what we consider to be the best for the 
town’s interest and the care of departments. 

The buildings of the Town Infirmary are now in good con- 
dition and we believe no great ae ae will be required 
for several years.

Building construction in Falmouth during the year 1929 
is Slightly lower in reported value than the previous year. The 
largest month for the year 1929 being the month of November 
when $173,900.00 of new construction was reported and per- 
mits issued therefor. Of this amount $4,850.00 was for gar- 
ages or accessory buildings and the balance of $169,050.00 was 
for new dwellings. 

Perhaps the largest single job of construction was ie 
Fire Station for the Town of Falmouth. The permit for this 
being issued in April. 

The total number of new dwellings for the year was 81. 
The total number of permits for new construction work is- 
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sued during the year was 168 permits for a total valuation of 
$657,500.00. There were 102 permits for alterations and re-

| During the construction of the new Central Fire Station, 
the Building Inspector, together with the Plumbing Inspector, 
made a daily inspection of the progress of the work and 
supervised the construction very closely. 

It is felt that the building in Falmouth of new construc- 
tion is progressing in a safe and conservative manner and 
should add a healthy valuation to the present valuation of 
the town, for the coming year. ingis 

I beg to report the following number of cases that have 
been appealed to the Board of Appeals, over the decision of the 
Building Commissioner and the following shows the number 
of appeals, granted, and refused: 

32 Appeals made during 1929'to the Board of Appeals.

9 Granted with conditions

I wish to inform the town that there have been several 
cases in which legal advice and court action have taken 
place. During the current year the Building Commissioner 
was compelled to take Court procedure in three specific in- 
stances where the owner wilfully refused, on due notice from 
the Commissioner, as Building Inspector, to comply with the 
requirements of the Zoning By-Law. 

The first case was one of illegal construction of an ac- 
cessory building under the Zoning By-Law. After a bill in 
equity seeking mandatory injunction was started, the violat- 
or deemed best to comply with the requirements, which he did 
forthwith and paid court costs. 

The second case was for a willful violation of the setback 
provisions as defined in Section 13 of the Zoning By-Law for 
a Front Yard. The violator, in this case, was a summer resi- 
dent. A temporary injunction was granted, after which the 
violator agreed and did comply at considerable expense both 
in costs and reconstruction. 

The third suit, which is still pending, is for an alleged 
violation of the sideyard provisions as constituted by the Zon- 
ing. By-Law. In this case, the Board of Appeals allowed a 
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variation whereby the owner could construct or rebuild with- 
in 4 feet of the sideline. The owner went further and con- 
structed a means of entrance to his cellar within the desig- 
nated 4 ft. sideyard. This alleged violation is being seriously 
contested. Because of insistent objections of the abuttors and 
other citizens, the Building Inspector was constrained to bring 
proceedings to determine if this was a legal violation and if 
so, to stop it at once.

The Gypsy Moth 
Caterpillars did less stripping of the foliage than has been 
done in the last ten years; and I should say they are on the 
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decrease. The most severe stripping was done on the wester- 
ly side of the railroad track from the first overhead bridge 
extending to Sippewissett all on private property. 

Several new small colonies of Brown-tail Moths were 
found in town. Nearly all the trees along the State and Town 
highways were sprayed, extending in some places two hundred 
feet into the woods. Creosoting along the highways was also 
done this fall as far as the appropriation would allow. 

I recommend the same appropriation as last year, namely 
four thousand ($4,000.00) dollars.

Report of Committee on Protection of Long Pond 
Watershed 


We beg to submit the following report of the doings of 
this committee during the year 1929. As a first step towards 
acquiring land bordering Long Pond a survey was started to 
establish the watershed lines. This survey shows the limits 
of land draining into the pond and the portions of each par- 
cel of land necessary to acquire. A topographical survey has 
been made during the past year closely following the ridge 
lines where are well defined and of land adjacent to the ridge 
where the limit of the drainage area was not apparent. 
Something over two miles of survey line have been run on this 
work to date. Work is at present in progress to establish prop-| 
erty lines within the watershed. On December 31st, there 
was a balance of $284.54 from the amount appropriated for 
this. work at the last town meeting. It is expected that the © 
work now in hand will exhaust this balance before town meet- 
ing. A further appropriation is therefore recommended in 
order to complete the work of establishing the watershed 
divide and to continue the property line work and determine 
the areas of individual parcels in order to negotiate with own- 
ers and to file the necessary plans with the State Board of 
Health. | 

Your committee is of the opinion that a start should be 
made this year on acquiring the land and has made inquiries 
of various owners as to possible terms of purchase. Negotia- 
tions with the owner of a parcel at the north end of Long 
Pond have resulted in our inserting an article in the warrant 
with the view to acquiring this land. It is recommended that 
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this parcel be taken this year to be followed by the gradual 
securing of other parcels from year to year.

It will be of great value to your committee if all persons 
having plans of woodlands no matter how old or incomplete 
would allow us to use them, in order to straighten out bound- 
aries and locate lots; such plans can be left at the town hall 
in care of the selectmen. 

The use of camps for the survey party this year has shown 
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considerable reduction in our annual expense and this money 
has enabled us to do more on the map work.

Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my report for the work Lona on 
the Town Survey for the year 1929. 

The area covered this year is bounded as follows: Begin- 
ning at the Heights Road at. East Main St. and running to 
Jones Road, thence by Jones Road to Gifford St., thence by 
Gifford St. to Brick Kiln Rd., thence by Brick Kiln Rd. to Sand- 
wich Road, thence by Sandwich Road to the East End Meet- 
ing House, thence by road to Waquoit to the Old Barnstable 
Road, thence by the Old Barnstable Road north to. Hatch’s 
Hayway, thence by Hatch’s Hayway to the Sandwich Road, 
thence north and east to the Mashpee town line, thence by 
town line south and east to Childs River, thence by Fresh Pond 
Road to Waquoit Village, thence by State Highway west to 
Waquoit Bay, thence by west shore of the bay to the Sound, 
thence by the Sound to Great Pond, thence by the east shore of 
Great Pond to Perch Pond, thence by Jericho Shores Develop- 
ment to the Heights Road and thence north to the point of 
beginning. In addition to this about two weeks time was 
spent in the section north of Brick Kiln Rd. and east of Locust 
Field Road. 

The boundaries of every parcel of land in this area were 
not plotted, as the plans show, but a few remain that could 
not be found and will require further work in the field or with 
the records. 

I find that some of the deeds to property are of absolute- 
ly no value in plotting corners, except to give us the names 
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of adjoining owners.: In other deeds we found accurate de- 
scriptions of the lines which enabled us to plot without sur- 
vey, as these pecs were written from a survey made for that 
purpose. 

Copies of deeds or transfer cards for a number of years 
back ‘are in the’ Town Hall and can be used in my work by 
sorting out the good from the poor, as described above. I 
have started this sorting process this year and when complete 
should have a file of the deeds of the majority of the present 
owners. The rest should be attainable at the registry of deeds 
as far back as the date of the fire. 

In several instances I have met with fine ie tome on 
the part of owners of woodlands in supplying me with old 
deeds, plans, etc., and actually going out with me and point- 
ing out old land bounds.

I have started a large wall map of the-town which will 
show all roads and large parcels of land so far as we have 
gone on the survey and should be completed this year.

The first work done last spring by this department was to 
clean up about four acres along and in view of the State High- 
way on the town lot between the West Falmouth Road and 
the head of Long Pond. 

Later, we planted seventeen thousand trees in this cleared 
space and throughout the Town Forest, thus carrying the 
planted area well back over the hill. Also cleaned up and 
burnt over a fire belt extending from the State Highway to 
the head of Long Pond. 

All our previous plantings are making a _ remarkable 
growth. We recommend the same appropriation as of last 
year, namely one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars.

Report of Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts. 

The Planning Board herewith submits its annual report 
for the year 1929. 

The Board has accepted, with regret, during the past year 
the resignation of Mrs. Frances B. Stevens and Mr. Rawson 
C. Jenkins. 

Regular meetings of the Planning Board are held on the 
first Wednesday evening of the month and special meetings 
at such other times as occasion requires. 

The Planning Board endeavors to be represented at all 
hearings before the Board of Appeals, when its co-operation 
seems desirable, and has been represented at the meetings of 
Massachusetts Federated Planning Boards. 


ZONING PROGRESS 


In the opinion of the Planning Board, no apparent hard- 
ships have developed from zoning during the past year, and 
this board believes that the citizens of the town realize the 
great benefits which are resulting from the operation of the 
zoning regulations and protection. 

The Board of Appeals has, in the opinion of this board, 
handled the matters which have come before it with excellent 
judgment and dispatch. 

Photostat copies of the zoning maps, on reduced scale, 
have been provided for the State and Town office files. 

Hearings have been held relating to petitions of Manuel 
Rhoderick, Domingo Pena, Frank Pires, and George Lang and 
the recommendations of this Board were carried out by the 
town at subsequent town meetings during the year. 

A hearing was held in North Falmouth at Megansett Hall 
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relative to the petition of Mr. H. S. Shurbert for changing the 
zoning law and establishing a business area and this board 
will submit its recommendation on this matter to the annual 
meeting and insert an article in the warrant as required. 

The Planning Board will submit its suggestion for chang- 
ing the zoning map and establishing a business area in Tea- 
ticket, Sandwich Road section, and insert an article in the 
warrant covering this matter. 

-The Board holds two other petitions, one from Mrs. Char- 
lotte Dodge asking the change of her property in West Fal- 
mouth from residential to light industrial classification, to 
permit the erection of additional tourist camps, and one from 
Domingo Pena, asking the change of a portion of his proper- 
ty in West Falmouth from residential to business classification. 
Articles will be inserted in the warrant for the annual town 
meeting covering these propositions, and recommendations 
will be offered. 

Over-Night Camps: After careful consideration and con- 
sultation with state consultants this Board recommends that 
such camps be not encouraged within the limits of the town 
of Falmouth. We feel that their introduction is undesirable. 
They are being discouraged throughout the state. The ac- 
commodation of tourists, in excess of those cared for by hotels, 
is now handled extensively by private homes where the hos- 
pitable reception and reasonable charges favorably impress 
the visitors. If, in the future, it seem to the town desirable 
to establish such camps, we believe that they should be care- 
fully located where they will be least objectionable and put 
under direct police supervision as is recommended by other 
towns which now have them. 

This Board stands ready at all times to consider fully any 
petitions for changes in the Zoning By-Laws, but reaffirms its 
strong recommendation that the citizens of the town adhere 
closely to the general form and intent of the Zoning By-Laws 
now in force. The miscellaneous spotting of small isolated 
business areas is neither good zoning nor good town planning 
and should be avoided. Commendation has come from many 
new and prospective residents of the town that zoning pro- 
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“tection is provided, and full co- ‘erate has been accorded:-in 
all casés.. “ele IS: 

The Planning Board has: been eunylaad be ‘ue counsel 
that the 1929 statutes do repeal the law requiring public 
notice, prior to town meeting, of requests for changes in the 
‘zoning by-laws or map and affirms that an article in the 
‘town meeting warrant for such purposes is all the public notice 
that is required. 

Petitioners for changes may insert their articlesin the town 
‘warrant or if they are sent to the Planning Board they can 
rest assured that the Planning Board will see that they are 
inserted. 

Articles in the town warrant for ohitisdes in the zoning 
by-laws or zoning map may be acted upon except unless writ- 
‘ten notice of objection has been given to the town clerk at 
least one day prior to the meeting day in which case the town 
moderator must refer the article to a committee that the ob- 
‘jector or objectors may be heard and this committee reports 
back to town meeting or a subsequent meeting their recom- 
mendations for action by the town. 


CIVIC DEVELOPMENT AND PLANNING 


— 


Good progress is reported on the survey of the town’s 
property. When completed, these maps will provide an ac- 
‘curate basis for the wider study of town planning in general 
and related details. 

All articles referred to the Planning Board at the 1929 
meetings of the town have been given attention. 

Plans and specifications for the new parking space and 
‘the athletic field at the Lawrence High School property were 
submitted to this Board and approved, abe supplementary 
suggestions. 

The Planning Board has submitted to the Board of Select- 
men a plan showing the suggested extension of the 36-ft. trav- 
eled way and sidewalks on Main Street between Shore Street 
and King Street. 

With reference to the establishment of standard uniform 
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street signs this Board will. submit to the annual meeting a 
sample sign’ showing its suggestion: . A. 

- A plan which embodies the. Dion battens of the Planning 
Board for a new bathing pavilion with adequate accommo- 
dations, at the foot of Shore Street, will be submitted to the 
Selectmen, the Finance Board, and the annual i for 
consideration. 

With respect: to miiehiad new rot lay-outs it should be 
pointed: out that the field of the Planning Board is limited to 
that of advice and recommendation, while the Board of Sur- 
vey has authority to make and. establish definite lay-outs for 
such roads. The fullest co-operation of these two boards is 
therefore absolutely necessary if future road lay-outs are to 
conform’ properly to the best peta ais of the town plan 
as'a whole. 

The Planning Board has consulted Mr..Arthur A. Shurt- 
leff, nationally known Landscape Architect of Boston, on vari- 
ous matters relating. to town planning and with particular 
reference to the treatment of the civic and business center 
and the territory adjacent thereto, including Hamlin Avenue 
and, other, related. roads. A-special report and plans cover- 
ing this. subject will be ready for the town at its annual meet- 
ing for their consideration. The Board strongly urges the 
town to give careful. consideration to the suggestions and 
recommendations for the extension of road and treatment of 
civic and business center. a 


‘RECOMMENDATIONS 


— 


On our study and on advice of Mr. Shurtleff, we strongly 
recommend that the town acquire by purchase the so-called 
Henry Clay Lewis property at the head of Shore Street for the 
enlargement and protection of our civic center. 

This Board respectfully requests the Selectmen and, or the 
Board of Survey to proceed to establish a building line from 
Gifford and King Street, east of the Falmouth Heights corner. 
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It is a well known fact that this is the proper step for towns 
to take in their undeveloped set-off business areas and pro- 
vides for the economical widening of street lines when neces- 
Sary without undue hardship with property owners along these 
ways. 3 
This Board urges the acquisition by the Park Department 
for park purposes of portion of the triangular piece of land in 
Waquoit at the east junction of the old and new State highways, 
substantially in accordance with a plan submitted by the Plan- 
ning Board. 

A sub-committee of the Planning Board has made a study 
of the areas left at the roadsides and between old and new 
State roads within the limits of the town and has reported to 
the Planning Board complete recommendations. The Board 
has been informed by the State engineer, Mr. Holden, in charge 
of this section that it will undertake to co-operate with the 
Planning Board in improving these areas. .

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Report of the Aviation Committee for 1929

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

The Aviation Committee submits herewith its report for 
the year 1929. The Board has met very frequently throughout 
the year and has been actively engaged in the carrying on of 
its work. The Annual Report of the Planning Board for 1928 
earried a specific article pertaining to an Aviation Field and 
with definite recommendations to the Town as to further pro- 
cedure and the vote of the town in creating this committee and 
giving it an appropriation of $5,000 appeared to be complete 
acceptance of the report and recommendations of the Planning 
Board. 

This committee made a careful study of the recommenda- 
tions, especially that part pertaining to location and investi- 
gated on their own account, all other projects that came to 
their attention, either by observation or information and it 
was quite conclusive to them that the location suggested at 
Hatchville was the very best, particularly in relation to costs, 
accessibility, future expansion and protection of surrounding 
‘ property. 

An 80-acre section of unusually hares land in Hatchville was 
acquired by lease from the Coonamessett Ranch Company in 
July. This lease signed by. the Board of Selectmen and this 
committee was for a term of three years at $500 per year with 
option of extension for two more at $1000 per year with the full 
cooperation of the ranch people that further extension. of time 
and area is possible. During negotiations for the lease and 
upon completion of the same, a definite request for the use 
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of the field was made by the Ludington Flying Service, Inc., 
as a transport terminal from Philadelphia and with this in 
mind the committee whipped into shape two runways, one 
into the prevailing wind of 300x2000 feet and a cross run of 
300x1600 feet. The present condition of these runs proved con- 
clusively that in the opinion of Mr. Sommers of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, Department of Commerce and also of your com- 
mittee this land readily lends itself to treatment for satisfac- 
tory landing areas and we unhesitatingly suggest the extension 
of these areas as fast as the Town cares to appropriate the 
necessary money. 

By request of the Aviation Committee of the American 
Legion, this committee visited on January 11, 1930, with the 
chairman of the Legion Committee a proposed site in East Fal- 
mouth. We then requested the Legion Committee to submit 
their proposition in detail, giving area available, with their es- 
timates of costs of purchase, clearing, grading and necessary 
immediate improvements. We received their written report on 
January 13 and immediately wrote them that if they could 
assure the Town Committee by means of definite options or 
agreements from the land owners that the proposed East Fal- 
mouth site could actually be acquired for as low a figure as 
stated in their preliminary estimates, we stood ready to pay 
for an immediate survey of the property affected, which sur- 
vey would enable us to present the project to the Town in 
definite and proper form for consideration at the coming Town 
Meeting. We regret that the matter could not have been car- 
ried through in fullest cooperation, but we stand ready to give 
favorable consideration. to the Legion project at this time or 
to any other project which shall be in the long run for the best 
interests of the Town. Up to the present writing no other site 
has been suggested which seems to this committee as practical 
as that at Hatchville, everything considered. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
With the factors as outlined above in this report, this 


committee recommends that the Town do appoint a special 
committee of three with full authority in connection with the 
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Board of Selectmen, and continue the study of the problem to 
serve as a Board of Management and Control in the further 
development and operation of this field at Hatchville and that 
an appropriation of. $5000 be made for the following specific 
program:

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BY-Laws 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of oné year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 


HAWKERS AND PEDLERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
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town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided, 
however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables.raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 

sect. 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a titizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
O14,1916, », | , 

Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and residence | 
in like manner with such board or officer. | | , 

Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 

Sect. 5: Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedler as described in Section three, shall provide himself 
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with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner.

Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed. for sale 
by him shall ,jhave attached thereto on each side, a . number 
plate, to, be furnished by the ‘town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration ‘of such. license. 

Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge : 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by- -laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring ‘devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, ‘or the Pan GeH Ean of ke 
his registration.

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Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00: for each of- 
fense. 

Approved February 1922. 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 

Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or. leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
ahd members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
seription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
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of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations, 
Voted by the town, February 11, 1925. 


QUORUM AT TOWN MEETING 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
clusively to the election of town officers. 


Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


ARTICLE 1. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every 
postoffice in the town, at least seven days before the time ap- 
pointed for such meeting. Such further notice of any town 
meeting may be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case 
of the adjournment of any town meeting from one day to 
another, the town clerk shall cause notice of the time and 
place of holding such adjourned meeting to be posted at the 
post office in town, which notice shall state the business to 
come before such adjourned meeting. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be 
held on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday 
in February. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sects. 
332 and 333). 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure 
of any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
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writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meeting or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall 
contain the reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control of expenditures of the town’s money 
and a list of the appropriations for the past year and those 
recommended for the coming year, and copies shall be dis- 
tributed before the annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, 
Sec. 29.) | each | 

Sect..6. Voted that+-The selectmen shall cause; to’ be pub- 
lished in the local newspaper, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditure of 
‘money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of the town shall designate some 


| : person as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings 


and shall have custody of its records. On vote of the select- 
men, the town clerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rev, 
Laws, Chapter 35, Sec. 11.) 

Sect. 2; Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through 
their hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and 
correctness before endorsing the order for their payment by 
the town treasurer. All such orders shall have itemized ac- 
counts attached, showing in detail the names of persons to 
whom payable and the purpose for which such order is drawn 
on the town treasurer. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the 
selectmen unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the 
same, except for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth 
or County, for final judgment against the town and for bonds, 
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notes and scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for 
money payable to the commissioners of the sinking fund. 


Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the Select- 
men to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal... The various board and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in.writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not ;and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. | 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing 
to serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of 
lumber, fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field 
drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain:— 

A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. . 3 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, in- 
cluding the articles of the warrants and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
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planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. ? 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount 
of land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings 
held during the year, together with any other action taken at 
said meetings, including committee appointments and resolu- 
tions passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted 
by the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of 
the franchises have been faithfully complied with by the cor- 
poration during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of -their duties, and the treasurer of the board, 
$10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or be- 
fore the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed 
report to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: 
said report to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of Jan- 
uary l1st,, in each year; the list of such to be published annual- 
ly in the town report, showing the several years in which rates 
are due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sects. 12 and 
15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water 
mains when, in the judgment, such action would be for the 
interest of the town, the cost of such extension to be paid from 
the funds in their hands, provided that not more than four 
thousand dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extensions in 
any one year, and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be 
obtained from the petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. 
annually for a period of five years. 

Sec. 4. All future extensions of the water mains, except 
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such as in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are neces- 
Sary to improve the system shall be under a guarantee of nine 
percent annual income unless the town shall decide otherwise 
by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 

(Same was advertised, and approved by Jay R. Benton, 
Attorney General, April 9th, 1925.) 


ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that 
all boards, committees and officers, except the water commis- 
sioners, on or before the 5th, and 20th day of each month (un- 
less otherwise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all 
sums exceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date 
to the custody of which of the treasurer is entitled. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all 
bonds, notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the 
town which have been paid, and shall file and keep all ap- 
proved and receipted accounts, claims, bills, payrolls and 
vouchers, cancelled bonds, notes, script and other evidences of 
indebtedness of the town which have been paid, unless the 
performance of these duties are otherwise specified by statute. 
(See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sect. 72). 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit 
all bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the finan- 
cial year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the select- 
men may not be hindered in the preparation of their report. 
(See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sect. 79). 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or ap- 
proved by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the 
entire appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such 
board, committee or officer shall incur no further expendi- 
ture except in the case where such expenditure may be re- 
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quired by statute, and it shall be the duty of each board, com- 
mittee or officer, before the close of the financial year to ap- 
prove all accounts, claims, bills and pay-rolls chargeable to 
their appropriations. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of select- 
men or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, 
authorized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of 
the town for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise 
furnished by the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either 
directly or indirectly for himself or for any other person, re- 
ceive any commission, discounts, bonus, present or reward 
from the persons making such Sale, loan, contract or agree- 
ment for furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And no town officer, nor any member of a board or committee 
of the town in his individual capacity shall contract or have 
any interest in a contract with the town; except in the case of 
publicly advertised competitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. | 

Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 30th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in 
which case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 
29th. 

Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of 
each month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which 
he may be entitled and on the 30th of December in each year

the collector shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his 
hands belonging to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday 
in which case the payments Shall be made on the 29th. 

Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the 
town for a period longer than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the 
town shall be sent to the auditors. 


ARTICLE X.—Planning Board. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
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such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. 

Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion of 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 

Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare.

GENERAL 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the 
treasurer before payment from any sum due him by the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall 
be paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the perform- 
ance of which competitive bids are received, the award of the 
contract shall be the lowest responsible bidder; preference al- 
ways being given to citizens, when other conditions of the 
situation are equal. 
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Sec. 4. Voted to—Reduce the number of constables to be 
elected from eight to two, and the Selectmen have authority 
to fill any vacancy they shall see the necessity for. 

SECTION FIVE.—GENERAL RULES. 

Voted, that the heads of all departments, making a report 
in the annual Town Report, to include a list of all indebted- 
ness against their departments, not included in their annual 
report.

Dept., Fire Dept., Forest Warden, Town Forest Committee, and 
the chairman of the Planning Board, with authority to make 
suggestions and recommendations in the expenditure of the 
appropriations made at this meeting to best help relieve the 
unemployment situation and it is the request of the voters of 
the Town that the officials and departments, in the expendi- 
ture of the appropriations made at this meeting shall take 
heed of and follow the recommendations of the committee. 
Voted unanimous.

I wish to submit the Harbor Master’s report for the year 
1930. I would say that this year there have been more boats 
in the harbors of Falmouth than any other year. I have 
had the entrance of Falmouth Inner Harbor and outer chan- 
nel dredged. The job cost $5,000. The state paid one half 
and the town one half. 

I have had the two docks at Falmouth Harbor repaired 
and the dock at North Falmouth and the dock at Eel Pond re- 
paired; and installed buoys in some of the harbors; channel 
at Waquoit staked out; located several moorings in the differ- 
ent harbors; attended several hearings at Boston and Provi- 
dence; had the town landings cleaned. © 

I will report that all our harbors are in good condition 
except the Silver Beach Harbor where the dredging has never 
yet been wholly completed, but expect it will be in the spring.

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Report of Governor's Street and Highway 
Safety Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Falmouth. 

The Governor’s Street and Highway Safety Committee of 
Falmouth was appointed by the Board of Selectmen, at the 
request of Governor Frank G. Allen and held their first meet- 
ing November 19, 1929, holding in all ten meetings up to Dec. 
1930. 

Their first activity was the securing from the State com- 
mittee of a speaker and films to furnish the program for the 
meeting of the Parent-Teachers Association, Dec. 11, 1929. 

At the Annual Town Meeting, February 13, 1930, the com- 
mittee inserted an article in the warrant which was the means 
of the town voting to establish a Through Way for motor 
vehicles on Main Street, Falmouth, between the Village Green 
and Scranton Avenue. Further funds for this purpose were 
secured by an article in the warrant for the Special Town 
Meeting in May, and, the Selectmen having secured approval 
from the State Department of Public Works in due form, the 
signs were erected and the Through Way took effect the week 
of August 1lth. It was hoped by this measure to reduce acci- 
dents at intersections with Main Street. 

Following the fatal accident at Ashumet four corners in 
June, the committee published resolutions which ied to the 
Highway Surveyor and Tree Warden co-operating in brushing 
out effectively the highways at rural intersections to increase 
visibility as cars approached the intersection. 

Following the fatal accident the end of August in Tea- 
ticket, the chairman and secretary conferred with the district 
engineer of the State Department of Public Works with the re- 
sult that prominent warning signs, inducing caution in driv- 
ers have been erected at the dangerous curve*near the old Tea- 
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ticket School, and a dangerously slippery surface at this point 
“roughed up.” 

The committee secured the services of a traffic expert, 
at no cost to the town, from the State Department of Public 
Works and is studying the problem of relieving traffic con- 
gestion and lessening accident risk under summer conditions.

The town is now in 
possession of nine bronze tablets marking historic spots as 
listed in the accompanying slip for your files. 

The committee at their final meeting read and approved 
by vote and signed individually the report to your honorable 
body filed herewith for inclusion in the Annual Report of the 
Town of Falmouth for 1930.

Report of the Old Home Week Committee of 1930 
Article 109 of the warrant for the annual town meeting 


of February, 1930, read: “To see if the town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of money estimated at $3,000 for the purpose 
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of observing an Old Home Week during the summer of 1930; 
or act or do anything else in this matter.” 

The first suggestion for this work came from Mrs. Emma 
Sanborn Davis of Teaticket, who; on January 9, 1930, wrote 
to the Falmouth Board of Trade: “‘As this year marks the Ter- 
centenary of Massachusetts, I wish to make the suggestion 
that important places in the history of Falmouth be commem- 
crated by suitable markers—to show that we townspeople want 
to do our part in this great anniversary year.” 

The directors of the board of trade voted to adopt and 
further this idea and, accordingly, introduced the article in 
the warrant for the annual town meeting called for February, 
13, 1930. The article was framed under an old enabling Act 
of Legislature which authorized the Town of Falmouth to vote 
funds for an Old Home Week observance, as there was not 
sufficient time before the February town meeting to secure 
a new enabling act. 

The Board of Trade was instrumental in bringing this 
question before the town, and on the floor af town meeting 
the then president of the Board of Trade, Dr. Asa L. Pattee, 
spoke in favor of it, with the result that the following action 
was taken: 

“Voted: The sum of $3,000 for the above be raised and 
appropriated, and a committee of five, to be chosen by the 
Moderator, to see that points of historic interest within the 
Town of Falmouth be suitably marked and to co-operate with 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony Tercentenary Commission in 
holding some suitable Old Home Week in Falmouth the com- 
ing summer.” 

The Moderator, George E. Dean, the week following the 
town meeting appointed as members of the committee Dr. 
Asa L. Pattee, Wilbur A. Dyer, Franklin L. Gifford, Rev. Henry 
Herbert Smythe, and Mrs. Dorothy G. Wayman. The first 
meeting of the committee was held on March 1, when it was 
organized with Dr. Pattee as chairman, Mrs. Wayman as secre- 
tary and Mr. Dyer as treasurer. 

The committee’s original plan was rather broad, envision- 
ing an exhibit of Falmouth antiquities, with a large relief map 
of the town in papier mache, depicting historic sites, to be open 
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all summer in the rooms of Masonic Hall on Main street, fea- 
turing a display of large historical paintings by Mr. Franklin 
L. Gifford. Bronze tablets to mark the historic sites; a print- 
ed pamphlet to be broadcast containing the history of the 
town and data for prospective 1930 visitors; and a Tercenten- 
ary celebration to be held around the first of July were also 
included in the plan as first sketched. The trustees of Marine 
Lodge, A: F. & A. M., voted to give the committee the use of 
their rooms for the exhibit; and the Falmouth Historical Soci- 
ety voted to furnish the relief map. The Board of Trade, 
through its president, Mr. Wilfrid Wheeler, undertook to se- 
cure a lay-out of the proposed booklet. Various firms were 
invited to submit designs and estimates for the bronze tab- 
lets. Mr. Smythe was appointed to write the inscriptions for 
the tablets. 

On May 31, all plans and undertakings of the committee 
were brought to an unexpected halt by notification that Ed- 
ward H. Fenton, acting Director of Accounts, Municipal Fin- 
ance Division, at the State House, Boston, had ruled that the 
vote passed under Article 109 was broader than allowed by the 
law and that the appropriation of $3,000 could be used for 
no purpose except observing an Old Home Week. 3 

A month later, after conferences, correspondence, and 
study of the transcript of the discussion on Article 109 at the 
February town meeting, Mr. Fenton reversed his decision to 
the extent of authorizing use of the appropriation for placing 
markers at historic sites. 

The committee thereupon resumed sessions, but so much 
time had been lost, that it was necessary to postpone dedi- 
cation of the tablets, and the dates of September 7-8 were se- 
lected for the Falmouth Tercentenary Old Home Week. 

Co-operating with the well-Known opinion of the Finance 
Committee on the letting of contracts, the committee voted 
to advertise for bids, and accordingly all contracts let were 
first advertised in the Falmouth Enterprise and sealed bids 
received by the committee. Variances of as much as $800 in 
bids on the same specifications were received, and the com- 
mittee felt that their method resulted in substantial saving 
to the town, and permitted the maximum of value to be re- 
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ceived in expenditure of the appropriation of $3,000. 

Successful bidders on the various contracts were: Hauling 
and setting boulders for the tablets, Eldredge and Bourne, Fal- 
mouth; Stone-cutting, John Rogers, West Falmouth; Bronze 
tablets, Continental Bronze Company, Pawtucket, Rhode Isl- 
and; Fountain, Village Green; design, H. V. Lawrence firm; 
construction, Walter H. Barker, Taunton. Mr. Joseph F. Whit- 
ney of H. V. Lawrence’s firm drew the design for the foun- 
tain; Baker Brothers of Falmouth did the masonry work under 
the contractor, Mr. Barker. Granite markers for historic 
sites were furnished by George R. Sands. The committee owes 
especial acknowledgement to all these contractors for their 
prompt and satisfactory completion of the work within the 
limited time. 

Historic sites selected by vote of the committee to be 
marked by bronze tablets, with the inscriptions were: 


General John L. Swift Birthplace 


On this site stood the house in which General 
John L. Swift was born. Early meetings of the Meth- 
P odists were held in a room at the rear of the house. 
The Marine Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons 
occupied it at one time for its meetings. 
The Town of Falmouth erected this monument to 
mark the site—1930. 


Meeting House Lot and Training Ground—1749 


~The proprietors of the Old Purchase, at a meet- > 
ing held the 6th day of October, 1749, “then agreed 
that there should be part of that lot of land called 
the Meeting House Lot and Training Field about an 
acre and a half to lay perpetually to that end.” 
The third Meeting House (the first on this noes 
was built in 1796. 
| The fourth Meeting House (the second on this ates 
was built in 1796. This house was sold in 1857, “dis- 
mantled” and the frame moved to the present site. 
The elm trees around this lot were given by Elijah 
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Swift and set out in 1832 by Ephraim Sanford. 
To perpetuate the memory of these events the 
Town of Falmouth erected this monument—1930. 


The First Congregational Church 


The frame of this Meeting House was moved from 
the Green to this site in 1857, at which time the build- 
ing was enlarged and reconstructed. 

The bell now hanging in the belfry was cast by 
Paul Revere under date of 1796. 

Here our forefathers worshipped and their chil- 
dren honour their memory in this tablet—1930. 


Katharine Lee Bates 


The author of “America the Beautiful” was born 
in this house August 12, 1859. 

In grateful recognition of her many gifts as edu- 
cator, author and poet, the Town of Falmouth and 
Lawrence High School erected this monument—1930. 


Bartholomew Gosnold—1602 


is reputed to have landed on these shores with a 
boatload of men in 1602. 

This monument was erected by the Town of Fal- 
mouth—1930. 


Candle House—1836 


On this site the Candle House was used for the 
manufacture of spermaceti candles and as a store and 
supply house for the outfitting of whaling ships. 

The following vessels were built on Bar Neck 
Whart: 

Ship Uncas—1828 

Ship Bartholomew Gosnold—1832 

Ship Commodore Morris—1841 

Bark Elijah Swift. 

This tablet placed here by the Town of Falmouth 
—1930 
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At the right of this entrance was the farm of 
Jonathan Hatch. At the left was the Meeting House 
Lot and Training Field, with the Burying Ground in 
the rear. 

On this lot two Meeting Houses were built; the 
first before 1700, the second in 1715. 

In 1747 the proprietors ordered the Meeting 
House Lot to be sold and in 1749 layed out a new Meet- 
ing House Lot and Training Ground (the Village 


Green). 
This tablet was placed here by the Town of Fal- 
mouth—1930. : 


First Settlement—1660 


On the ‘necke of land lying by the hering broke’ 
Isaac Robinson and Jonathan Hatch built their houses. 
They were later joined by settlers who affirmed their 
rights of possession in the first general agreement for 
the laying out of lands in ‘Sackonesset.” The agree- 
ment was signed December 3, 1661. 

Thomas Lathrop, Isaac Robinson, William Jones, 
Anthony Anabel, Jonathan Hatch, James Hamblin, 
Thomas Ewer, John Chapman, Peter Blossom, James 
Cobe, William Nelson, Samuel Hinckley, John Jenkins. 

To keep these events in its history in grateful 
memory the Town of Falmouth erected this monu- 
ment—1930. 


Stone Dock—1817 


The original dock, built in 1806, was destroyed by 
the storm in 1815. It was the town’s landing place 
for whalers and packets. 

This monument was erected by the Town of Fal- 
mouth—1930. 


Splendid and generous co-operation was afforded the com- 
mittee in locating sites for these tablets. George W. Jones, 
owner of the house which was the birthplace of Katharine 
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Lee Bates; Mrs. Emma S. Davis, owner of the property which 
was the birthplace of General John L. Swift; Mrs. George R. 
Minot, owner of the land where the arrival of the First Set- 
tlers was commemorated; Miss Sarah B. Fay, for the Fay es- 
tate at Woods Hole where the Gosnold boulder was placed; the 
officers of the First Congregational Society on whose church 
was placed a tablet for the meeting house and Paul Revere 
bell; the trustees of Marine Biological Laboratory, on whose 
property, the Old Candlehouse at Woods Hole, the whaling and 
ship-building industry was marked; all cordially gave permis- 
sion for the erection of the tablets and their continuance in 
perpetuity. Mr. John F. Stackpole gave the committee kind 
permission to select and remove any boulders from his prop- 
erty, The Fells at Quissett, desired as bases for the tablets and, 
accordingly, the boulders marking the General John L. Swift 
and Katharine Lee Bates birthplaces, and those at the Gosnold 
Janding place, the Old Stone Dock and the First Settlers ar- 
rival at the herring river were acquired from The Fells. 

The committee received from the students of the Law- 
rence High School the sum of Thirty Dollars, contributed to- 
wards defraying a part of the cost of the tablet erected to the 
memory of Katharine Lee Bates, author of “America the Beau- 
tiful” which is widely used as a patriotic hymn in the schools. 
Robert SanSouci was chairman of the pupils’ committee rais- 
ing this money. The committee voted “to gratefully acknowl- 
edge the sum of $30.67 contributed by members and friends 
of Lawrence High School towards the Katharine Lee Bates 
Memorial” and incorporated mention of their share in the 
undertaking appropriately in the inscription on the tablet. 

As a part of the Tercentenary observance, the committee 
secured from the University Film Foundation of Harvard Col- 
lege an historical film, “Three Centuries of Massachusetts” 
which was shown free of charge twice on Sunday evening, 
September 7, at the Elizabeth Theatre, the house being crowd- 
ed for each showing. The American Legion Band of W. W.. 
Wood Post, No. 83, gave a fine musical program, directed by 
Noah M. Gediman, and the official Massachusetts Bay Colony 
Tercentenary Hymn, composed by a Falmouth summer resi- 
dent, Mrs. M. H. Gulesian, was played by Alton C. Handy and 
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sung by Job Negeim of North Falmouth. Mrs. Gulesian was 
present, and was introduced to the audience. 

Monday, September 8, 1930, was observed as a public holi- 
day in the town, the selectmen, at the request of the com- 
mittee, closing all town offices for the day and the board of 
trade securing the co- operation of the merchants in closing 
the stores while the School committee .co-operated by deferr- 
ing the opening of the elementary schools until September 9. 
Pupiis of the Lawrence. High school and Junior High school 
reported on September 8 and took part in the parade. 

On Monday, September 8, 1930, the weather being fortun- 
ately fair, a remarkably fine parade with Wilbur A. Dyer as 
marshal, aided by Ray D. Wells and Edward K. Dean, assembled 
at the corner of the Falmouth Heights and Teaticket roads 
and followed a twelve mile route to Woods Hole and back, 
pausing at each tablet for brief unveiling exercises. Milford 
R. Lawrence and William H. Hewins unveiled the General John 
L. Swift tablet; Arthur Underwood, chairman of the board of 
selectmen, unveiled the fountain on the Village Green; Dea- 
cons John M. Howe and W. C. Davis that on the First Congre- 
gational Church—-Rev. H. H. Smythe the Katharine Lee Bates 
boulder; Franklin L. Gifford the Gosnold boulder; Dr. Frank 
Rattray Lillie, of the Marine Biological Laboratory, the Old 
Candle House; Mrs. George R. Minot the First Settlers bould- 
er; Selectman Eugene P. Hatch the tablet at the First Bury- 
ing Ground; Selectman Frederick T. Lawrence the boulder at 
the Old Stone Dock. 

The parade included units of the Falmouth police, the U. 
S. Coast Guard from Section Base 18, Woods Hole; Grand Army 
veterans; W. W. Wood Post, No. 83, American Legion; and 
beautiful floats decorated and entered by every organization 
in town. Prizes, presented by Mr. Frank Huntingdon Beebe, 
were awarded as follows: Historical floats, Kensington Farms, 
which entered a Covered Wagon drawn by oxen; 2d, Sons of 
Veterans for a float depicting Lincoln emancipating the slaves; 
Knights of Columbus for a representation of the caravel Santa 
Maria, honorable mention; Fraternal organizations, first prize, 
Fahneta Rebekah Lodge; Clubs, first prize, the Outlook Club 
of the Federated Woman’s Clubs; Independent Vehicles, the 
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Falmouth National Bank for an old-fashioned chaise in which 
rode the Misses Katharyn Barry and Eleanor Conant in Colon- 
ial costume. 

Following the parade and dedication of tablets, a clambake 
was held, sponsored by the Falmouth board of trade in the gym- 
nasium of the Junior High School. Speakers and guests of the 
day included: Attorney General Joseph A. Warner, represent- 
ing Governor Frank G. Allen; Congressman Charles L. Gif- 
ford of Cotuit; State Senator Donald W. Nicholson of Ware- 
ham; Mr. Stuart Mitchell of the Massachusetts Historical So- 
ciety. 

The 13th Regiment Band of Whitman, which had fur- 
nished music for the march and during the clam-bake, gave a 
fine band concert on the High school athletic field in the even- 
ing, followed by public dancing in the adjoining gymnasium. 

The unanimity with which the entire population of the 
town entered into the celebration, staging a parade pronounced 
even finer than that previously given in the city of New Bed- 
ford; the orderly attendance of hundreds of spectators from 
miles around, were pleasant. and gratifying testimony to the 
popular interest awakened in the history of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, whose salient points are now commemorated in bronze. 

The committee desires to place on record its profound 
sorrow sustained in the death, on November 15, of the Rev- 
erend Henry Herbert Smythe, rector emeritus of St. Barnabas 
Memorial church and. member of this committee. As president 
of the Falmouth Historical Society, Mr. Smythe had devoted 
forty years to research in the history of Falmouth, and his rich 
learning made him the acknowledged guide of the committee 
in selecting the spots and.events to be commemorated in their 
work. To Mr. Smythe, by unanimous vote of the committee, 
was ascribed the task of composing the inscription for each 
tablet and they now stand as.an eternal memorial to his 
scholarship and love of the town of Falmouth.

At the annual Town Meeting in February, last, you ap- 
pointed, by a vote passed in open meeting, a committee with 
instructions to present a plan of sewerage system for Fal- 
mouth Village, made an appropriation for the purpose and 
that they present their findings to the annual meeting in 
1931. i 

Your committee employed F. A. Barbour, Consulting En- 

gineer of Boston who has a wide and varied experience in 
the construction of sewerage systems in this and other states 
and a digest of his report is appended hereto. 

The complete report is on file with the Secretary, Dr. T. 
L. Swift, of this committee, and is available at his Board of 
Health office at the Town Hall. We are pleased with the 
thoroughness of Mr. Barbour’s plans and the continued co- 
operation that he has given our project. 

Our studies of the situation clearly show that the pro- 
ponents of the original article were justified in their request 
for a Falmouth Village sewerage because of several present 
outstanding demands for the proper disposal of its sewerage 
other than by the present method of cesspools and septic 
tanks. Further development of vacant land and improvement 
and enlarging of present properties in the present business 
center is being seriously retarded because of the complicated 
difficult sewerage problems. Any enlargement of the pres- 
ent civic center such as a new grammar school, a new town 
hall cannot be adequately accomplished without a sewerage 
disposal system. One of the outstanding features of Mr. 
Barbour’s plans is the proposal for a first installation. One 
that will serve the most seriously affected parts and a basis 
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for a future growth and demand at an initial cost that makes 
it feasible to start now. 

Recognized authorities recommend that this is the year 
for municipalities to extend, expend and invest on proper 
sewerage facilities. 

Money appropriated by us, at this time, for sewerage dis- 
posal would go a long ways towards a relief of unemploy- 
ment. 

Satisfied that our studies and plans are well guided, com- 
plete and definite enough for immediate use, we submit them 
to you.

This report describes a proposed system of Sewerage for 
Falmouth Village designed to take care of the urgent present 
need with capacity of mains sufficient to care for all of Fal- 
mouth Village and with pumps and outfall capacity sufficient 
for Falmouth Village and Falmouth Heights up to 1960 or 
1970. The system is designed for sewage alone, excluding 
surface and roof water and will flow by gravity to a pumping 
station located on the east side of the Harbor entrance whence 
it can be discharged 2000 ft. out in Vineyard Sound or to 
treatment works located in the old race track west of the 
Locust Field Road. The off-shore method of disposal will 
be the cheapest and Mr. Barbour believes it will be satisfac- 
tory. <i 

The estimated cost of the first construction is $130,539 
with an annual operating cost of $4,144 with off-shore dis- 
posal, and $150,894 with an annual operating cost of $8,275 
with treatment works. 
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Abstract of Report by Frank A. Barbour on the Sewerage 
of Falmouth 


INTRODUCTION: The immediate reason for the inves- 
tigation outlined in this report is the need of better facilities 
for removal and disposal of the sewage and wastes of a small 
section in the center of Falmouth Village extending wester- 
ly from Gifford Street along Main Street and Palmer Avenue 
to the angle in the latter street, and in the area between 
King and Allen Avenue occupied by the laundry. 

The surveys and design cover'a district extending from 
Oyster Pond and the railroad easterly to Inner Harbor and 
East Falmouth State Road and northerly from the shore to 
Morse and Jones Road—a total area of some 1200 acres. 

A layout was found to be possible by which 650 acres in 
the Falmouth Heights district can be drained by gravity to 
the same pumping station as will serve Falmouth Village. 


TOPOGRAPHY: The slope towards the shore naturally 
locates the common point of collection of the sewage at the 
water front. With the low point of the sewer in Main Street 
and a necessary fall of 11 feet, the main Sewer reaches the 
junction of Clinton and Scranton Avenue six feet below mean 
low water, making pumping necessary, either for disposal by 
offshore discharge, or by treatment works. 

While perhaps 90 percent of the sewage can be carried 
to a common point it is economically impossible to bring the 
sewage from the flat areas south of Fresh Pond and west of 
Salt Pond to the common point of collection by gravity, so 
it was necessary to provide for lifting the sewage from these 
districts into the gravity system. 


PROBABLE FUTURE SEWAGE FOR WHICH PROVI- 
SION MUST BE MADE: The controlling factors in forecast- 
ing future sewage flow, are population, water consumption, 
and an allowance for unavoidable leakage. 

The census records of permanent population indicate an 
irregular past growth which is difficult to project into the 
future. ) 

It is believed that the assumption of a resident popula- 
tion in the town of 10,000 people in 1960-1970 is a reasonable 
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basis of design. 

Provision must be made for the summer increase, which 
determines the maximum capacity requirements. 

With a present resident population of approximately 
59,000 people, the maximum present summer population has 
been estimated at 15,000. Applying this ratio to the anti- 
cipated resident population of 10,00 in 1960-1970 results in 
a Summer maximum in these later years of 30,000. 

It is estimated that approximately 22 per cent of the 
total present summer population of the town live within the 
limits of the future Falmouth Village sewer district. 

The estimated population of the Falmouth Village sewer- 
age system is as follows:

WATER CONSUMPTION: Records of the Water Depart- 
ment show the average amount pumped from May to Sep- 
tember was approximately equivalent in 1929 to 90 gallons 
per capita of resident population. 

By comparing the summer increase with the rainfall it 
is quite evident that a major part of the summer increase is 
for lawn sprinkling and similar uses of water which will not 
reach the sewer system. 

It is believed that an allowance of 70 gallons per capita 
per day will safely cover the future summer resident use of 
water which will find an outlet through the sewers. 

ESTIMATED FUTURE SEWAGE FLOW IN MAXIMUM 
MONTH: The future flow of sewage from Falmouth Village 
in the maximum month is estimated as follows: ,

- COMBINED FUTURE SEWAGE OF THE VILLAGE AND 
FALMOUTH HEIGHTS DISTRICTS: The design of the pump- 
ing station, sea outfall and force main to treatment works 
has been based on combining the sewage of Falmouth Heights 
with that of Falmouth Village. 
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The total future combined sewage of Falmouth Village 
and Falmouth Heights in 1960-70 is estimated as follows: 
Average daily flow in maximum months—1,061,000 gallons. 
Maximum rate of flow in maximum month—1,474,000 gals. 

per day. 

The foregoing figures control necessary sizes of the main 
intercepter, sea outfall, or force main to disposal plant. In 
the case of the pumping station and disposal works, which 
can be enlarged from time to time, economy dictates an or- 
iginal capacity based on some lesser flow of sewage, depend- 
ent on the probable schedule to be followed in extending the 
system. 

While the sea outfall or the force main to disposal works 
will economically be designed to meet the estimated 1960- 
1970 requirements, the disposal works may profitably be con- 
structed in a series of steps. 


DESIGN OF COLLECTING SYSTEM: The sewers are de- 
signed to collect sewage alone, and not surface or roof water. 
House connections are figured to be placed at intervals of 40 
feet on each side of the sewer. 

The Falmouth Village system, as planned includes 15.2 
miles of sewers, 12.75 miles of which—draining 70 per cent 
of the area—will flow by gravity to the common collecting 
point. 

From the pumping station a 10-inch cast iron inverted 
siphon will laid under Inner Harbor to near the junction of 
Clinton and Scranton Avenues, from which point a 15-inch 
main sewer will extend through Clinton Avenue to Shore 
Street, whence a 12-inch sewer will be laid through Shore 
Street, private land, Ludlam Street and Walker Street to 
Main Street. From a point in Walker Street, near Prospect 
Street a 10-inch sub-main will be laid around the north and 
west side of Fresh Pond and from a point on Main Street just 
east of Walker Street, a 10-inch sub-main will be laid through 
private land around the east side of Shiverick’s and Weeks’ 
Ponds, as an outlet for the: low area on Minot and adiaceny 
streets. 

As the area between Oyster Pond and Salt Pand pple 
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be drained by gravity to the common point of collection, 16 
is proposed to lift the sewage of this district by an ejector 
station with discharge into the gravity system. Likewise, the 
area east of Salt Pond and south of Fresh Pond cannot be 
carried by gravity to the common point of collection, and it 
is proposed for this district that the sewage be lifted with 
discharge into the gravity sewer on Surf Drive. The devel- 
opment of the pumping districts will not be necessary for 
many years to come. 

SEWAGE DISPOSAL: Two methods of disposal of the 
sewage of Falmouth Village and Falmouth Heights are pos- 
sible—first by sea outfall carried far enough offshore and 
into currents sufficiently strong to insure innocuous disper- 
sion; and second, by treatment works by which the sewage 
will be sufficiently purified to permit the discharge of the 
effluent into adjacent water courses. 

DISPOSAL BY TREATMENT WORKS: Sewage treat- 
ment works do not add to the attractiveness of adjacent prop- 
erty and it is therefore desirable that they be located in the 
area of least present and probable future value. This means 
that the water front is not available and that they must be 
located in the section north of Jones Road and between the 
State Road and Gifford Street. Sand filters are recommend- 
ed and the nearest feasible location is found at the old race- 
track, west of the Locust Field Road. Here an area suffici- 
ent to meet any future requirements which can now be anti- 
cipated, is available. The sand is of good quality for filtra- 
tion; the site is as isolated and as far removed from Long 
Pond as can be found without going a considerably Labo ae 
distance to the north. 

The pumping station will be located at the same point 
as for offshore disposal and the necessary works will include 
a 12-inch force main 11,600 feet long, laid through East Fal- 
mouth State Road and private land to the disposal site, and 
treatment plant units constructed from time to time to pro- 
vide for the increasing population. | 

The first construction of the disposal plant will include 
a settling tank, a dosing tank and sand filters. For compari- 
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son of cost of disposal by treatment works with that of off- 
shore disposal additional units will be assumed. _

INVESTIGATION OF DISPOSAL BY SEA OUTFALL: The 
feasibility: of disposal: by offshore discharge.depends:. on the 
possible effect on shellfish and on the existence of currents 
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at the point of discharge sufficient to guarantee adequate 
dilution and’ dispersion without: resulting ill effects on ad- 
jacent shore property. ' 

From the pumping station just east of the outlet of In- 
ner Harbor, an outfall would extend into the sound at right 
angles to the shore line. To determine the strength and di- 
rection of the available tidal currents, floats were set off on 
various stages of the tide from points on the outfall line 500- 
3,000 feet from shore. 

The float tests showed that the tidal movement both in 
the flood and‘ ebb tides: is strong and parallel to the shore 
line, and the results clearly indicate that sewage discharged 
at a point 2000 feet from shore will have no effect on adja- 
cent beaches, or in any way depreciate the value of shore 
property. 

In reference to possible effect of offshore sewage dis- 
eharge on shell fish, it is our understanding that oysters have 
failed to thrive on the Falmouth shore and that the taking 
of other shellfish is relatively negligible and not a controlling 
factor in the present problem. 

In our opinion, discharge of the sewage of Falmouth 
Village and Falmouth Heights at a point 2000 feet from the 
jetty at the outlet of Inner Harbor will provide a satisfactory 
method of disposal. 


OFFSHORE DISPOSAL SYSTEM AND ESTIMATE OF 
COST: The necessary works include a pumping station and 
a cast iron force main extending 2,000 feet from shore. 

The proposed location of the pumping station is on the 
extreme end of the point on the eastern side of the outlet 


of Inner Harbor. Pumping equipment will include two units, 
driven by electric motors.

Either method of disposal is feasible. The average fu- 
ture annual cost of disposal by treatment works will be prac- 
tically double that required for disposal by sea outfall. 

REASONABLE FIRST CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM: A 
small part of the total length of sewers planned will presum- 
ably be included in the initial construction of the system.

MILK INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


Have issued (69) sixty-nine milk licenses. The milk has 
been tested regularly as to State requirements. Total solids 
12 percent; Fat, 3.35 percent. Cream not less than 15 percent | 
Fat; also test for bacteria. 

The number of tests for the year—-106. 

Number of convictions for sale of milk below standard—1l. 

The result of all tests are kept on record which is kept for 
the benefit of any one who cares to see them by calling at the 
Health Office, Town Hall. 
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The Board of Health adopted a regulation in November, 
1928, to take effect June 1, 1929, that no milk shall be sold ex- 
cept from cows that have been tested (tuberculin) or milk 
pasteurized. This gives Falmouth the honor of being the larg- 
est town in the State having such an ordinance. Every cow 
(622) in the town has been tuberculin tested, making Falmouth 
100 percent tuberculin tested. 

A regulation was adopted which became effective on and 
after June 1st, 1930, as follows: 

No person, firm or corporation, or their employees, shall 
serve or sell milk in the Town of Falmouth, that is to be con- 
sumed on the premises where sold, from any hotel, restaurant, 
store lunch room, or fountain, road side booth or stand, or 
tearoom, or any boarding house where practice is made of 
serving meals to transients except in the original stoppered 
bottle, as received from a milk plant or dairy. 

Our Inspector has inspected all cow barns and pig pens 
in the entire town, as the State law requires. 

The Selectmen in February 1930 appointed their Health 
Inspector as Inspector of Live and Slaughtered Animals and 
also of Food. The number of Live Animals that have been in- 
spected to date are 622. There are yet to be inspected as the 
law requires, before February 1, 1931, all sheep, pigs and goats 
which as yet has not been completed. 

Twenty four (24) dogs which bit persons during 1930 were 
examined and inspected for symptoms of rabies. 

The carcasses inspected of Slaughtered Animals to date 
are: Calves 8, Pigs 86, Cows 3, Bulls 2. |

REPORT ON REMOVAL OF FISH FROM LONG POND 


Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Mass.

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Report of School Committee 


Herewith is submitted the annual report of the School 
Committee. During the year we have held a total of twenty- 
three meetings, twelve regular and eleven special. The organ- 
ization and personnel of the committee have remained the 
same through 1930 and 1929, both members whose terms ex- 
pired having been re-elected and Mr. James Nicol.and Miss 
Frances M. Nickerson were re-elected as Chairman and Secre- 
tary. 

As it peaied unlikely that the. ye school buildings 
in the town would be of any further uSe as such, the committee 


‘voted at its regular January meeting to insert separate arti- 
‘cles in the town warrant to sell them with the exception of 


the Teaticket’ Training School. A 
Money having been pnoroneiated at the atal town meet- 
ing for new: plumbing in the village school, specifications were 


' ordered drawn up and bids were received: for this work. Joseph 


-L. Nickerson: ‘being the lowest: :bidder, was awarded the con- 


tract for this work, which when completed improved sanitary 


-conditions:in. that school considerably. . 


Other improvements to school. a at made masa oie 
through appropriations at the annual town meeting were made 


.at the Woods. Hole School House. A new vapor heating sys- 
. tem was installed with the boiler fired by oil. This has proved 


- 


very efficient as a.heating unit, and, although it has not been 


in operation long enough to get complete information’ on cost 


of. operation,.it.appears from figures available-to date.that it 
will prove very. economical. Other improvements. made: at 
Woods Hole include new electric wiring and fixtures, paint- 


-ing, new floors, and a metal fence around the grounds. 


In order to promote economy it was decided in June to 


-move the office of the: Superintendent and Committee from 
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the quarters in the Malchman Block to a small room on the 
second floor of the Town Hall. This move has proved satis- 
factory from an economical standpoint only, as the quarters 
are small and poorly heated. 

Due to overcrowding in the Village School, the Committee 
contemplated sending the children from Quissett to the Woods 
Hole School, but, as the parents in that section were unani- 
mously against such a move and as to do so would only mean 
three pupils a room less in the village school, this action was 
reconsidered, and this group of children has received instruc- 
tion at Falmouth as usual. 

During the year it has become more and more apparent 
that congestion at the village school was rapidly reaching a 
point beyond which it could not go and that the need of a new 
school building would be necessary in the near future. With 
this in mind, the Superintendent, at the regular October meet- 
ing, outlined the conditions as follows: 

“The total enrollment in the school to date is 1,321 pupils 
as against 1,275 a year ago. When schools closed last June 
there were 1,345 pupils enrolled, or twenty-four more than now. 
This is customary, and almost without exception in past years 
the June enrollment has been greater than the enrollment 
the following October. We can therefore look for a gradually 
increasing enrollment throughout the year with a total of con- 
siderably more than 1,400 pupils next June. This increase is 
not alarming and can be accommodated readily in every build- 
ing except the Village School. 

“At the Village School most of the rooms are overcrowded 
and are becoming increasingly so. With enrollment per room 
such as 47, 50, 65, 49, 53, in Grades 6, 5, 4, 3, 2, respectively, 
further crowding is distinctly undesirable. Grade 6 with 47 
and Grade 5 with 50 pupils have one teacher each, while Grade 
4 with 65, Grade 3 with 49, and Grade 2 with 53, have two 
teachers each. More accommodations should be provided for 
next year.” . 

Owing to the urgency of the situation as outlined, the 
Committee feels that a new school building is necessary for 
next year, and an article will be inserted inthe warrant for the 
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annual town meeting asking for funds to construct one to be 
located on the north side of the high school athletic field, this 
location being mutually agreeable to the Committee and the 
Planning Board. 

The only alternative to a new building this year seems 
to be to put the Village School on a double session plan until 
a new building is available. This alternative would require that 
one half of the pupils attend school from 8.45 to 12:30 and the 
other half from 1:00 to 4:45, with probably those children 
within walking distance of the school attending the morning 
session and the barge pupils the afternoon session, or vice 
versa. It is to be hoped, however, that the new building will 
be granted so that a makeshift arrangement, which will cer- 
tainly not to be to the advantage of the children, will not be 
necessary. 

A tentative budget for 1931 was presented by the Superin- 
tendent for consideration, and at a special meeting, December 
18, it was voted to accept the school budget for 1931 in detail, 
as submitted, asking for an appropriation of $164,658.00.

We have had another exceptionally good season for spray- 
ing with hardly any rain to handicap us in any way. The 
Gypsy Moth Caterpillars did very little stripping of foliage 
this year, and although I may report the Gypsy Moths are on 
the decrease in this section, I would not advise letting up on 
the spraying in any way. 

The Tent Caterpillars and Elm Leaf Beetle were more 
numerous than in previous years, and took much of our time 
trying to keep them under control. 

The Elm trees not only suffered from the effects of the 
Beetle; but more especially from the long drought of this year, 
coming along on top of the one the previous year. 

Much of the creosoting could not be done this year be- 
cause of the lacks of funds. I recommend the same appropri- 
ation as was asked for in 1930, namely four thousand ($4,000) 
dollars.

Gentlemen: } 

The area covered by the survey this year is as follows: 
Beginning at the Mill Road at West Falmouth and running 
east to Ezra Geggatt’s farm; thence North to the head of 
Crooked Pond and to Turner Road, thence North by Turner 
Road to the North Falmouth-Hatchville Road; thence east by 
said road to Tent’s corner or intersection of Meeting House 
Road; thence South by Meeting House Road, to East End Meet- 
ing House and Sandwich Road; thence by Sandwich Road to 
Brick Kiln Road; thence West by Brick Kiln Road to Gifford 
Street; thence South down Gifford Street to Road leading to 
Long Pond; thence by said road West to Long Pond and along 
North end of Long Pond to State Highway; thence North by 
State Highway to Mill Road. 

Also an area to the East of Waquoit Bay between the Bay 
and the town line, which has not been completed. Prelimin- 
ary survey having been made. 

The first area described, is practically all wood lots which 
being remote from the villages are not frequently visited by 
the owners and who in many cases cannot give definite in- 
formation as to the boundaries. 

Progress is somewhat slower in the wooded section, but 
many old bounds have been located, and the layout of these 
wooded lots is gradually being plotted on the maps. 

Research in the records at Barnstable is necessary to place 
some of the lots, as the deeds in the Town Hall go back only 
to 1910.

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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


- The following constitute the legal by-laws of the Town 
of Falmouth, duly approved and in full force and effect, (ex- 
- cept the Zoning By-Law which is printed in a separate book- 
~ Jet). te five : 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
‘for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to re- 
tire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 

Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mittee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 

Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 

Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
Same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town.

TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Section 1. No vehicle, when passing through the thickly 
settled part of this town, shall travel faster than 15 miles per 


Sect. 2. No person having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 

Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each of- 
fense. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 

Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the intersec- 
tion of any street, nor within ten feet of a street corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire sta- 
tion. 

Sect. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
Said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 

Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall drive, park or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8.. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
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scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 

Sect. 9. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of. 
‘not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 

(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


QUORUM BY-LAW. 


Two hundred voters shall constitute a quorum at the town 
meetings, except such parts of meetings as are devoted ex- 
elusively to the election of town officers. 


(Approved by Attorney General May 18, 1923). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 

Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 

Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
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to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the grounds 
about the same before the adoption thereof, and may make 
’ such recommendations thereon as it may deem needful. It may: 
make investigations and studies relative to new street and 
park developments. It may provide for public lectures and 
other educational work in connection with its recommenda- 
tions. Said board may incur expenses necessary to the carry- 
ing on of its work within the amount of its annual appropri- 
ations. ii 

Sect. 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion 
at least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 

Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or aS may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare.

BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less than 
nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide oth- 
erwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS. 


Section 1. Chimneys. ? 

Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 

Par. 2. All chimneys shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 

Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of ‘Tire- ~proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 

Section 2. Fire Stops. 

Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 

(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space between 
. the furring on the walls and between the studding of all par- 
titions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 inch above 
the floor partition in each story. The space between such 
partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition heads shall 
also be filled to the same width as the studding above. 

(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever story 
constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid filling, in 
all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one story, 
to another or from the horizontal spaces between the floor 
joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 

(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
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stopped to prevent the passage of air. 

(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. | 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 

Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 

Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the own- 
er or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the intent 
to build, reconstruct or alter. 

Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth and 
7 ft. in height. 

Section 7. Penalty. 

Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 

Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 

Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to carry 
this By-Law into effect. 

(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 


BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS. 


. ARTICLE 1.. Town Meetings. 
Sect 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 
Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be _ pub- 
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lished in the local newspaper at least seven days before any 
special town meetings the recommendations and estimates of 
all committees (except the finance committee) relating to the 
expenditure of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those ~ 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the plat- 
form. ; 

(bo) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “‘yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 

(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 


BY-LAWS AS TO HAWKERS AND PEDLERS 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, 
wagon, or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a 
license therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, 
or any other Board or officer may be designated) provided, 
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however, that this section shall not apply to any person who 
sells only fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself 
or his family, or fish which is obtained by his own labor or 
the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The (Board of. Seeder) shall have aithorter ts 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become 
a titizen of the United States. Said license, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay 
therefor a fee of $5.00; non-resident, a fee of $10.00. (Note. 
The fee fixed for such license must not exceed that which a 
license would be required to pay under Section nineteen of 
Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 242, General Acts 
of 1916. 


Sect. 3. No hawker or pedler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chap- 
ter 65 of Revised law, (or in any acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto), until he has recorded his name and 
residence with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may 
be designated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under 
the provisions of the preceding section as hawker or pedler 
of fruits and vegetables shall record his name and peepee 
in like manner with such board or officer. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 


Sect. 5. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provid- 
ed by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
pedler as described in Section three, shall provide himself 
with a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved 
by said (Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. 
Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without 
authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in Sec- 
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tion 10 of this by-law. (Any other board or officer may be 
designated in place of the Board of Health.) 

Sect. 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee aS a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 

Sect. 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 

Sect. 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Sect. 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 

Sect. 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. | 

Sect. 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. | 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money Shall.be reconsidered at the same meet- 
ing at which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention 
to move such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes 
of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note in 
writing the passage of such vote and also the time when the 
notice of reconsideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report. 


Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 

(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 

(bo) A list of the appropriations for the past year and 
those recommended for the coming year. 

(c) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 

(d) Reports of all special committees made at any meet- 
ings held during the year, together with any other action taken 
at said meetings, including committee appointments and resol- 
utions passed. 
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(e) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 

ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1: It shall be the duty -of the _ selectmen 
to investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through 
-their hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and 
correctness before endorsing the order for their payment by 
the town treasurer. All such orders shall have itemized ac- 
counts attached, showing in detail the names of persons to 
whom payable and the purpose for which such order is drawn 
on the town treasurer. 

Section 2. The selectmen shall have a general over- 
sight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special 
boards or not ;and have the right to make any suggestions 
for the better conduct of the department, board or commit- 
tee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that 
the town may take such action as seems best. 

Section 3. The selectmen shall present to the town 
at its annual meeting names of suitable persons. willing 
to serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of 
lumber, fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field 
drivers. 

section 4. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 
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Section 5. The selectmen shall pou G in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future re- 
quirements. ! 


(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) Areport of all streets laid out or constructed during the ? 
year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount 
of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 
ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners. 


Section 1. The water commissioners, on or before the 7th 
day of December of each yéar, shall make a detailed report to 
the selectmen together with their recommendations, | 

Section 2. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Treasurer. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that 
all boards, committees and officers, on or before the 5th and 
20th day of each month (unless otherwise fixed by statute) 
pay to the town treasurer all amounts exceeding ten dollars 
($10.00) collected by them previous to that date, to the custody 
of which the treasurer is. entitled. 


ARTICLE VI. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 
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ARTICLE VII. ‘Transportation. 


Beention ca No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation withing the 
limits of the town. | 

Section 2. When any, officer, c or, pee ber of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay for transportation 
on the following basis: If the point to which he goes can be 
reached reasonably directly by railroad, he shall be allowed 
the amount of the railroad fare to and from that point; if the 
point is not easily accessible by railroad, he shall be allowed 
pay for transportation at the rate of ten (10) cents per mile 
to and from the point in question. 

Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of the 
Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as “trans- 
portation of labor’; (b) all charges for transportation of labor 
Shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or per day for 
the actual time consumed by the conveyance in transporting 
the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall 
be charged against the appropriation for that particular work 
on which the transported laborers are employed. 

Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VIII. General. 


Section 1. No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, 
authorized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of 
the town for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise 
furnished by the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either 
directly or indirectly for himself or for any other person, re- 
ceive any commission, discounts, bonus, present or reward 
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from the persons making such sale, loan, contract or agree- 
ment for furnishing such goods, wares, merchandise or money. 
And. no town officer, nor any member of a board or committee 
of the town in his individual capacity shall contract or have 
any interest in a contract with the town; except in the case of 
publicly advertised competitive contracts. 

Section 2. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a _ vote shall be passed 
naming the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 

Section 3. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on or before the 30th day of December in 
each year settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer 
all moneys due on their accounts. 

Section 4. All departments are authorized and empowered 
to consult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 

Section 5. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 

Section 6. Any persons indebted to the town for 
poll taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before 
payment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 

section. 7. The. -cost. of ‘alle“surety bonds” required 
of any town officials, members of boards or committees shall 
be paid by the town. 

Section 8. On all town work, for the perform- 
ance of which competitive bids are received, the award of the 
contract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 

Section 9. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a Biven time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the selectmen 
at that time. 
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Report of the Board of Selectmen 


The Selectmen submit their report as provided by the 
Standing Votes, Article 2, Section 7, for the year 1930. 


We have to report at time of writing that the five suits 
against the town by the Chappaquoit Associates are still un- 
settled. The Selectmen with the Town Counsel at the annual 
meeting in February 1930 were requested to make, if possible, 
some settlement and report back to the annual meeting in 
1931. We have held public meetings on the matter and have 
had several conferences with association’s counsel and believe 
we Shall have a plan of settlement to submit at the annual 
meeting that will meet the approval of the voters. There are 
also pending five suits entered for trial on account of the es- 
tablishment of the building line as follows:—George B. White, 
James Galligan, Harris Malchman and Arthur Williams, also 
an action of tort to recover damages by Mr. Malchman, who 
claims, among other things, that the town has deprived him 
of the use of his property on Main Street since 1926. These 
cases have been placed in the hands of counsel and will prob- 
ably be heard in the April term of Superior Court.

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Report of the 1930 Aviation Committee 


Falmouth, Massachusetts, 
January 8th, 1931. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 

The Aviation Committee submits herewith its report for 
the year 1930. , 

At the last annual meeting its membership was increased 
to five (5) by the addition of Fred K. Leatherbee and William 
Caldwell. Our appropriation carried with it instructions to 
report at the next annual meeting a location for a permanent- 
ly owned field. We have considered and studied several pro- 
jects but have been unable to find a location that in our judg- 
ment would lend itself to our program or one on which an air- 
port could be built at a price warranted by the present or an- 
ticipated use. 

At the special town meeting, held in the Spring, on our 
advice and request a plan of acquiring a definite field was in- 
Gefinitely postponed. 

Modifications of our lease have been made with one out- 
standing feature that a sub-lease has been made to the Fal- 
mouth Airport Corp. of a small section of the unused land up- 
on which they have erected a steel hangar of regulation size. 
Improved service for gasoline and oil supplies has been ac- 
complished, the road into the field has been graded and filled 
with a suitable material so that the approach has been materi- 
ally improved, considerable acreage has been added to the 
usable landing area and the turf on the field has improved. 
Water, telephone and electric power are now available and in 
use. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


With the factors presented in this and previous reports, 
this committee recommends that the town appoint a special 
committee of five (5) with full authority in connection with 
the Board of Selectmen to continue the study to serve as a 
Board of Management and Control in the further development 
and operation of the field at Hatchville and that an appropri- 
tion of four thousand dollars ($4,000) be made for the follow- 
ing purposes: } 

(1) Rental P 

(2) Seasonable Preparation of existing landing area 

(3) Administration 

(4) Markers 

(5) Expansion of land areas 

(6) Increased safety (by the removal of the power line 
to a more distant location.)

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Report of the . e Highway peMenki 


‘To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 

In submitting a report of this year’s work, the various ap- 
propriations have been used to the best possible advantage, 
and aS much done as the appropriations would allow. The 
season has been unusually dry, which is especially bad for 
loam roads. I shall ask the Town for small appropriations 
with which to finish work that ‘has not been completed. 

For West and North Falmouth Road, $5,000.00 was appro- 
priated. This amount has been spent, but the road needs seal 
coating, for which I am asking an appropriation by insert- 
ing an article in the Town Warrant. 

There was an appropriation of $2000.00 for Crown and 
Byron’ Avenues. Of this amount $1996.41 was spent. I would 
like to have had money enough to have hardened some of the 
approaches, where the grade is steep, so as to stop the wash 
on these streets. 

Report on Protection of Shore Front, or wash of the sea 
at Menauhant Road and beaches, for which $10,000.00 was ap- 
propriated. The work has been done and is proving satisfac- 
tory. I would suggest that a committee be chosen by the Town 
to make a further study of this problem. The plan of con- 
struction is in the Highway Surveyor’s office. 

Eight hundred dollars was appropriated for the Salt River 
culvert. Five hundred fifty six dollars and forty-one cents of 
this amount has been spent. The river above the Highway 
was dug out and a tide-gate put in. This gate is being tried 
out to see if this is a feasible way to handle the drainage. 

Of the $1500.00 which was appropriated for Grove Street 
and West Avenue, $1469.68 was spent. 

Fifteen hundred dollars was also appropriated for Cres- 
cent Avenue and Bay Street, and $1498.23 was spent on these 
streets. 
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The appropriation for Hamblin Avenue was $2000.00, and 
$1,987.46 of this amount was spent. 

Five Hundred dollars was appropriated for Beach Avenue, 
and $497.68 was spent. 

The appropriation for Grand Avenue and Menauhant 
Road was $1000.00. Of this amount $999.56 was spent. 

Of the appropriation of $2000.00 for Maravista Avenue, 
$1996.79 was spent. 

There was an appropriation of $5000 for Shore Street. Of 
this amount $4994.52 was spent. 

One Thousand dollars was appropriated for use on Wor- 
cester Court. Of this amount $995.29 was spent. 

An appropriation of $4000.00 was made for the widening 
of East Main Street. Of this amount, $3717.61 was spent. The 
plan of work was outside the County layout. I recommend 
_the concrete walk extend to King Street. 

For Sidewalks throughout the town, $10,000 was appro- 
priated, and $8,224.20 has been spent . We have on hand a 
balance of $1,775.80, which goes over and does not have to be 
re-appropriated. ‘There are 60 barrels of asphalt at the mix- 
ing plant, which can be used later for hardening sidewalks. 
We have graded sidewalks as follows: at Falmouth Heights, 
7965 sq. feet; at East Falmouth, 22,750 sq. feet; at Mill Road, 
6,264 sq. feet. Permanent sidewalks have been put in as fol- 
lows: on Main Street, 4,174 sq. feet concrete; and also 5,400 
sq. feet asphalt walks at Chappaquoit. 

The town will not have to purchase a new steam road roll- 
er, the old one having been put in perfect condition, for less 
than $300. It has been licensed to carry aS many pounds of 
steam as when new, and with proper care should be good for 
five years.

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Ambulance Committee Annual Report for 1930 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February, 1930, the fol- 
lowing citizens of Falmouth were appointed to serve on the 
Ambulance Committee: Dr. A. L. Pattee, Dr. T. A. Wiswall, Fire 
Chief R. D. Wells, John Barry, and Irene L. Metzner. 

The Committee met for the first time on February 25, 1930, 
and organized with Dr. Pattee, chairman; Irene L. Metzner, 
secretary, and Ray D. Wells, financial secretary. At this meet- 
ing, the committee investigated different types of ambulances 
and then negotiated with Mr. Joseph Hall for the purchase of 
a Buick Flexible Ambulance. Letter referred to in records. 
On February 25, at this meeting, the committee ratified a con- 
tract with Mr. Hall for the purchase of the ambulance. 

On April 21, the ambulance was delivered. Since that 
time up to December 31, 1930, it has made 64 runs, covering 
5668 miles. The total amount charged for the ambulance was 
$3525.00. 

At the third meeting on March 10, the following regula- 
tions in regard to the use of the ambulance were made and 
passed by the committee :— 

(1) Charges for the use of the ambulance to citizens or 
tax payers of Falmouth will be twenty-five cents (25c) a mile 
one way; all exceptions to be made by the committee, and to all 
others, a charge of twenty-five cents (25c) a mile for the en- 
‘tire trip. 

(2) All calls for the ambulance must be made only by a 
physician or police officer, residing in Falmouth. 

(3) One passenger, who shall be authorized by the physi- 
cian, outside of the attendant or doctor and the patient, shall 
be allowed to ride in the ambulance. 

(4) The distance the ambulance is to travel will be limited — 
to eighty (80) miles one way. 

(5) Unless a patient is in definite need of ambulance 
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transportation, we recommend that the patient use a private 
conveyance. 

(6) In an event of an accident, the ambulance wil not 
leave the scene of the accident until a physician arrives. 

(7) The nurse is not allowed, by regulations of the Fal- 
mouth Nursing Association, to accompany scarlet fever or 
diphtheria patients. 

The above regulations are subject to change by the Ambul- 
ance committee without notice. 

At the August meeting, the Ambulance Committee found 
it necessary to appoint. Everett N. Lumbert as driver under 
jurisdiction of the Ambulance Committee, and discipline of 
the Fire Department.

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Report of the Building Department 


Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 

Submitted below is the fifth report of the Building Com- 
missioner, for the year 1930: 

Building construction in Falmouth during the year 1930 
shows a Slight increase in the reported value over the previ- 
ous two years, but as a matter of fact the increase in valua- 
tion will not reflect for the purpose of taxation as favorably 
as any of the previous years. The reason for this is because 
approximately $380,000.00 of new construction will not be sub- 
ject to taxation, i. e., the Oceanographic Building at Woods 
Hole, two new Fire Stations, a Municipal Bathing Casino, and 
a new Church. 

There were only fifty-five new dwellings constructed dur- 
ing this year, as against eighty-one last year. There were how- 
ever; a total of 168 permits issued during the year or exactly 
the same number as the year 1929. There were 116 permits 
issued for alterations and additions. The total cost for con- 
struction on new projects during the past year, in reported 
value, amounted to $776,985.00, and for Alterations and addi- 
tions, $91,690.00. 

The following is a table showing the number of permits 
and the reported cost of construction during each month, as 
well as the comparative figures for the last five years in which 
this Department has been operating: -

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Report of Town Forest Committee 
To the Selectmen of the Town of Falmouth: 

Due to the very dry spring of 1930 less trees were planted 
in the Town Forest than during any one of the past four years. 
Brush was cut on the Town land north of Long Pond and the 
area brushed over was planted to White Spruce. Also the 
fire lines on the south and west sides of this tract were cleaned 
out. About 5000 trees were set in Good Will Park thus com- 
pleting the planting of the southern end of the Park. The 
past fall the Forest Warden has cut a wide fire break about 
Good Will Park thus protecting it from outside fires, brush 
and other inflammable material was burned in the park thus 
further protecting it from fires. About ten acres of Good Will 
Park still remain to be planted. 

With the acquisition of some of the water shed of Long 
Pond this area should be cleaned up and planted, also the 
areas now held by the Trustees of Public Reservations and 
which are within the watershed area of Long Pond. 

Approximately 15,000 trees should be planted this season 
and at least 20 acres of land brushed over or cleared of dead 
trees to make it ready for future planting. 

In spite of the past dry season most of the young trees 
have grown well and there were comparatively few losses. 

We recommend an appropriation of $1000 for 1931.

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Report of Committee oii’ New Bathing Casino 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: 

At the annual meeting in February, 1930, it was voted to 
build and equip a new municipal bathing casino in accord- 
ance with the plans as submitted by Charles M. Baker and 
the sum of $25,000 was appropriated for this work. | 

The committee appointed to carry out this work was as 
follows: Ellis M. Lewis, Nathan S. Ellis, Jr., John H. Head and 
Ray D. Wells. The committee met and organized and it was 
voted to authorize Charles M. Baker to prepare plans and 
specifications for such a bathing casino. 

When the plans were completed they were submitted to 
the committee and it was voted to authorize an advertisement 
for bids. 

Bids were submitted by local contractors and Wm. Russell 
Nickerson’s bids was favorably acted upon and awarded the 
contract to construct the bathing casino. Eugene F. Keeler 
was awarded by bid, the plumbing contract. Charles M. Law- 
rence was given the electrical work. 

The committee held meetings frequently, approving pay- 
ments and examining construction of the work as it progressed. 
Conferences were had with the architect and on October 14, 
1930, the building was accepted as complete by the Committee. 

Several additions to improve the construction and appear- 
ance were added during the course of construction so that the 
best possible building for the money could be erected and yet 
stay within the appropriation. 

The committee has expended on construction, installation 
of plumbing, electric wiring, installation of Telechron Time 
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Clock and necessary equipment for the casino, the sum of 
$24,999.61 and takes pleasure in turning over to the Park De- 
partment a building and equipment which the committee be- 
lieve to be well constructed and properly equipped, with good 
appearance and in conformity with the Colonial atmosphere 
of the Town of Falmouth. 

For detailed account of the expenditures for the construc- 
tion and completion of this building, refer to the Town Ac- 
countant’s Report.

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Water Commissioners’ Report 


January 7, 1931. 
To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 

The Water Commissioners submit herewith their annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1930. 

At the annual town meeting in February, Mr. Charles W. 
Hadley was re-elected Water Commissioner for three years. 
The board re-organized in the same manner as previously: Mr. 
E. E. C. Swift, chairman; Mr. C. E. L. Gifford, secretary, Mr. 
C. W. Hadley, financial advisor. The office and operating . 
staff has continued the same as last year with J. C. Moore, 
Superintendent; G. A. Griffin, Registrar, and consulting en- 
gineer (as required); the clerical and -bookkeeping work 
being performed by Mrs. Warren Hewins and Mr. Edward B. 
Hamlin. 

Due to the taking over by this department of the collec- 
tion of water revenue, Mr. Hamlin was appointed collector of 
water revenue on July Ist. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S WORK 


The outstanding feature of the year was the unusual 
grought during the summer months which put the plant toa 
severe test. A large part of the summer consumption is used 
for sprinkling lawns and gardens, and although the pumps 
were kept in operation 24 hours a day for several days, the 
demands on the system were such that, although it was pos- 
sible to supply all the water required, there were times when 
the reserve supply in the standpipes was very low. The de- 
mand exceeded the capacity of the new Worthington pump 
and it was necessary to operate the old Davidson pump in ad- 
dition. The Davidson pump is now eighteen years old and is 
depended on as a standby unit in case the Worthington pump 
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needs to be shut down for repair. The capacity of this pump 
is not equal to that of the Worthington pump and in times of 
extreme demand could not possibly meet the situation. More- 
over, due to its age there is some question in our minds wheth- 
er a new pump of larger capacity should not be considered to 
replace this unit. Study is being made of this situation and 
recommendations will be made at a later time. 

Owing to the limited capacity of the mains leading to the 
standpipes it was possible to operate both pumps only during 
the late afternoon and early evening when the draft was so 
heavy as to lower the head pressure. With increased main 
capacity the head pressure could be cut down and the pumps 
run faster during the night so that all standpipes would be 
full in the morning. Under conditions such as existed last 
summer the Woods Hole standpipe could not be filled during 
the night. This latter situation could be improved by a new 
main from Quissett to Woods Hole, possibly following the Oys- 
ter Pond road thence along the shore road to a connection 
with existing mains near Nobska Road. The situation which 
presents itself is that if the town is to continue to supply the 
demands of an increasing population and during dry periods, 
such as prevailed this year, either larger mains must be laid 
to deliver the water at the points of distribution with less loss 
of head, in other words to get the water away from the pump- 
ing station more quickly, or decisive steps must be taken to 
cut down unnecessary waste such as leaving hose faucets open 
during rain storms or saturating the ground so that the excess 
water runs to waste. 

Metering is the only practical ‘solution to the latter prob- 
lem. There is no intention on our part to restrict the neces- 
sary use of water by our summer residents who are here but 
a Short time and are charged the same as if they were here 
the entire year. In fairness to those who use water only for 
legitimate and useful purposes, those who are indifferent and 
do not care how much they use should be made to pay their 
share of the cost of a plant sufficient to provide all they 
want. 

In order to get an idea of the amount of water being used ~ 
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by various large consumers we have installed meters at certain 
places with the intention of gradually increasing these in- 
stallations. It does not mean that because meters: are in- 
stalled on any particular service that we believe excessive 
waste to exist there, but that more information regarding 
quantities used can be obtained with less expense by meter- 
ing the large takers first. There were for example, thirteen 
meters placed in service on the Woods Hole Golf Club during 
the year and although they do not run the entire season this 
has furnished this department and the Golf Club with useful 
information. It has enabled us to determine a trial meter 
rate and furnish them information as to their probable total 
requirements should they desire to water their fairways as 
well as their greens in the future. 

Although Long Pond was lowered to a point considerably 
below its normal level, there was no danger of its capacity be- 
ing anywhere near reached. Falmouth is indeed fortunate in 
having this source of supply apparently fed from distant 
sources and by rains which have fallen some months previous. 
The result of this is that a dry spell in the summer does not 
usually show its full effect on Long Pond until the winter 
months when the demands for water are small. Should there 
be a series of dry years however, there is some doubt as to 
whether we could continue to supply the quantity of water 
at the rate required this past summer which, assuming a 
summer population of 15,000 was at the rate of approximately 
150 gallons per person per day. 


CONSTRUCTION 


The principal new construction of the year was the Wild 
Harbor extension which was voted at the last annual town 
meeting. This consisted of 3632 feet of 6-inch pipe and seven 
fire hydrants, beginning at the end of the line leading to Sil- 
ver Beach and extending far enough to take care of the last 
house on the point. Some of this was laid over private prop- 
erty and the proper easements were obtained. This exten- 
sion has been desired by the people of Wild Harbor for many 
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years and will provide them with satisfactory pressure for 
domestic use as well as for fire protection, which they’ have 
never enjoyed. We understand that the extension: has been 
greatly appreciated by the summer residents of Wild ‘Harbor 
-and we are pleased to report that the cost has been consider- 
ably under the estimate, due to low cost of materials and to the 
fact it was done by our own maintenance force at times when 
the other demands were not great. 

As voted by the Town a 6-inch extension was laid through 
Bourne and Hamlin Aves., connecting Gifford St. and Lake- 
view Ave., thereby supplying new houses and improving the 
service in existing ones, as well as improving the circulation 
particularly on part of Gifford St. which was formerly on a 
dead end. All such loop lines are an improvement to the sys- 
tem, this one for example, giving an additional path for water 
to reach the business section of Town in case of a break in the 
main or for a large fire demand. The work was done prin- 
cipally by the regular force at times which did not interfere 
with their routine duties, resulting in a comparatively low cost. 

_ As recommended by the New England Insurance Exchange 
a 6-inch crossover was laid connecting Grand Ave. North and 
Forest Ave. This will materially help the flow of water 
through the Heights in case of a heavy demand for fire pur- 
poses. 


CLEANING MAINS 


After cast iron pipes have been in service several years a 
collection of tubercles, resulting from the action of the water 
on the iron, forms on the inside of the pipes and gradually re- 
cuces their capacity. This was the case at Falmouth Heights, 
on the East Falmouth Road and King St., Queen St., and Nye 
Road where pipes have been in service for about 25 years. 
These lines were cleaned under contract by the National Water 
Main Cleaning Co., with the assistance of the force of the de- 
partment. In some instances the capacity of 8-inch pipe had 
been reduced to that: of a 4-inch or 5-inch pipe. By insert- 
ing a flexible device with steel blades the tubercles were re- 
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moved. This device is propelled by the pressure of the water 
in the large mains and is hauled through by. a- winch for the 
smaller ones. In all 32942 feet of pipe was cleaned, result- 
ing in marked increase in their capacity. 

As many of our older mains are under asphalt pavement 
and it becomes necessary to tap into them for insertion of the 
cleaning device and expulsion of the deposit, considerable 
work devolves upon the maintenance force in restoring the 
road way. This isan item of expense to be taken into consider- 
ation in estimates for future work. . 

The main on the East Falmouth Road from Morse Road 
to the Antlers should be similarly cleaned in the near future 
and if financial conditions of the department warrant, it is 
recommended that this work be done in 1931. 

Incident to the cleaning operation some minor changes 
in the pipe layout were made as well as the insertion of a num- 
ber of stop gates at stragetic points which had evidently been 
omitted for the sake of economy when the lines were laid. As 
the system grows it becomes increasingly important to have 
these safeguards, preferably at all intersecting streets, so that 
repairs can be made on any street without depriving an un- 
necessary number of people of water or creating a fire hazard 
by shutting off more supply pipes than is absolutely required. 


MAINTENANCE 

The distribution system has been maintained as usual. All 
gates have been operated at least once and all hydrants have 
been painted and checked at.regular intervals to see that they 
were in proper operating condition. There have been twelve 
hydrants added to the system located as follows: Hamlin Ave., 
2; Wild Harbor Road, 7; Menauhant Road, east of Maravista 
Ave., 2; Oakwood Ave., 1. It is to be incorporated in our pro- 
gram for next year to-list the number, size, location, kind and 
elevation of every hydrant in the system thereby making it 
easier to identify them and keep proper records of mainten- 
ance. The system has been extended during the last year as 
follows: Cast.Iron pipe, 4 inches and over: Swift St., 225 feet 
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of 4 inch; Oakwood Ave., 193 feet of 6 inch; Echo Ave., 143 feet 
of 6 inch; Menauhant Road east of Maravista Ave., 591 feet of 
6 inch; Hamlin and Bourne Ave., 1700 feet of 6 inch; Wild 
Harbor Road, 3632 feet of 6 inch pipe. Wrought Iron, 2 inches 
and less: Hatchville Road, 1123 feet 2 inch; Hawthorne Ave., 
127 feet of 14%4 inch; Park St., 95 feet of 2 inch and 100 feet of 
11%4 inch; Cedar St., 448 feet of 2 inch; Hawthorne Court, 299 
feet of 2 inch. 

Standpipes: All standpipes have been emptied and 
cleaned. The three top courses of the Woods Hole standpipe 
have been painted on the inside and it is planned to paint the 
entire steel structure next spring. Quisset standpipe has been 
painted inside and out. On the inside, after all old paint had 
been chipped off, there was applied one coat Dupont’s Chro- 
mate primer and one coat Dupont’s V20 Acid-resisting black. 
The outside was thoroughly wire brushed, caulked and given 
two coats Dupont’s aluminum. The steel standpipe at West 
Falmouth is to be done over in the same manner next spring. 

There have been about the usual number of main line leaks, 
mostly in the 6 inch line supplying Waquoit. They were all 
quickly repaired—four hours being the greatest length of time 
the line was shut down. 

The dosing plant has been in operation 19 months and the 
results are very satisfactory. While this lime process has a 
tendency to increase the hardness of the water, the very no- 
ticeable improvement in color of water more than compensates 
for this slight increase in hardness. Even with the addition of 
this small amount of milk of lime, Falmouth water is relative- 
ly soft, analyses by the State Board of Health showing it to 
stand well up among the soft waters of the State. Less than 
80 pounds of lime are added per million gallons which produces 
an alkalinity of between five and ten parts per million. It is 
also hoped that the increased alkalinity will retard the growth 
of tubercles on the inside of the pipe, thereby maintaining the 
full carrying capacity for a much longer time. 

Services: There have been 75 new services added and 45 
old services renewed, all with copper tubing. The Water Com- 
missioners would encourage all takers to use either copper or 
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brass from the street box to the cellar; as the life of galvanized 
pipe is limited when compared with that of the better ma- 
terials. The cross section of copper or brass is not reduced by 
use or age whereas experience has shown with this water the 
carrying capacity of iron pipes is reduced about 75 percent in 
twenty years. 


FINANCIAL 


The principal change in the administrative end of the de- 
partment was the collection of water revenue which duty, was 
by vote of the town, transferred to this department. Begin- 
hing July 1 all water bills were payable at the water office in 
Town Hall. This arrangement has proved entirely satisfactory 
and makes for greater efficiency in having the billing and col- 
lecting both done in the same office. It has resulted in adding 
to the convenience of takers, both because the office is located 
adjacent to other offices where citizens may have other busi- 
ness, and particularly in the case of adjustments which form- 
erly necessitated visits to two offices. 

Efforts have been made to keep the collections well up with 
the issuance of bills to avoid unnecessary clerical work and ex- 
pense, and although the total amount of water charges has 
increased, the outstanding accounts are but slightly larger 
than for the previous year. 

The application of the water lien law has been effective in 
collecting overdue accounts; all such accounts previous to this 
year which have been committed to the Collector of Taxes have 
been collected through his cooperation. Believing that in jus- 
tice to those who pay their water rates promptly, the delin- 
quent rate payer should be expected to pay within a reasonable 
time after the bills are issued, notices have been sent warning 
of the intention to place liens on property for overdue bills. 

To distribute the water receipts more evenly throughout 
the year, it is believed that bills to the all-the-year takers could 
advantageously be sent out in January and July. This can be 
done without any considerable additional office expense and 
‘would probably result in the prompter payment of rates by the 
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permanent residents among whom at present are the greatest 
number of delinquent payers. 


This department has done much ravine’ acquainting the 


water takers with the financial problem of maintaining and op- 
erating a plant capable of expanding its output in summer to 
about three times aS much as is required in winter. This means 
that its fixed charges as well as a large proportion of its operat- 


ing expense remains constant the year around and the cost is 


not so much for the actual water delivered as for the “readiness 
to serve” any given quantity on demand. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Certain financial statements follow which are intended to 
Show the progress of the department as a business enterprise. 
The income account shows the result of the year’s operations 
with certain items charged off as expense and others con- 
sidered as investments or additions to the plant. This table 
also shows the net result of the year’s operations of the depart- 
ment. 


1929 and an increase in maintenance expense of. $3,289.73, con- 
Sidering the expense of maintenance as all ‘the items of “ex- 
pense” listed under income the increase being due to pipe 
cleaning. As previously, all maturing water bonds (amounting 
to $33,500) and all.interest on the water debt were paid from 
water revenue. The total:amount of the interest was $9,481.25. 
The net surplus of income for the year as shown is $874.24 
less than the cash surplus, this difference representing the 
material used from stock on hand at the beginning of the year. 
At the end of the year all balances of water revenue are con- 
verted into water. surplus which is available by appropriation 
to the. extent needed for maintaining the ae or new 
construction. 
The special construction account includes the appropria- 
tions from the town treasury and transfers of water depart- 
ment funds: specifically assigned to definite purposes. The 


There was an increase of water revenue of $3,363.79. over 
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largest of these listed was the Wild Harbor Extension for which . 
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$10,000 was appropriated by the Town from general taxes. 
Other additions to this account during the year were transfers 
from water surplus to Hamlin Ave. of $1,337.34 and of balance 
of special appropriations (cost of cleaning mains being shown 
under Income Account). The total amount expended from this 
account was $9,627.95 leaving a balance of $5,005.33 which is 
available for new extensions, purchases of land for the pro- 
tection of the water shed, etc., but muSt be definitely appro- 
priated for these purposes by vote of the town. 

The balance sheet is self-explanatory. The principal 
changes noted from last year being in the cost of plant to date, 
to which has been added the amount spent for construction 
and purchase of land during the year, the cash on deposit 
representing the total of water surplus and balances of spe- 
cial appropriations. The increases in these items over 1929 
are due to surplus income and balance of unexpended appro- 
priation for Wild Harbor extension. The town’s equity shown 
in 1929 as $577,102.30 is increased this year by $55,367.40. 

Included under expense is the item for cleaning water 
mains—$5,741.72; in previous years the town has appropri- 
ated money for this purpose out of general taxes. The amount 
asked for by the department for the year 1931, is $52,500 as 
against $49,835 for 1930, the latter figure including the $6,000 
appropriated for cleaning mains. 1931 figure includes an 
estimate of $5000 for this purpose and an increase of $3500 
in the amount estimated for the purchase of meters. Due to 
the fact that the maintenance force was employed to a con- 
siderable extent on the new extensions which were paid for 
out of the special revenue account, the expense directly 
charged to maintenance this year was less than might nor- 
mally be the case but our estimates necessarily are sufficiently 
large to cover the cost of the maintenance force, some of which 
must be available at all times for emergency purposes. 

Certain anticipated necessary repairs on standpipes are 
included in our estimates and an amount of $700 to do neces- 
sary -work on repairing the chimney at the pumping station. 
Our expenditure for coal this year was very small and does 
not represent the total amount used for the year because the 
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bins had been filled late in 1929 and there was a considerable 
surplus on hand. Therefore the estimate for 1931 is $4000 
which is the total amount needed to run the plant a whole 
year. 

Although our funds for maintaining the department are 
appropriated to us by vote of the Town, due to the fact that 
the greater part of the year’s revenue is not received until July 
1, we must have on hand the first of the year a sufficient sur- 
plus to run the department and pay off maturing bonds and 
interest up to July 1 if the department is to maintain its posi- 
tion as a self-supporting municipal enterprise. For, although 
there may be some $90,000 appropriated for the department 
for the ensuing year, if there is a balance at the beginning 
ot the year of say, $50,000, the difference must come out of anti- 
cipated water revenue. Otherwise it would be necessary to 
borrow in anticipation of revenue, thus increasing our expense 
by the interest on the loan. This fact is kept in mind in mak- 
ing plans for extension and similar work for which money is 
needed before July 1st. . 

Following the Financial Statement will be found the re- 
port of the Chief Engineer of the Pumping Station, a table 
showing water pumped, and a comparative financial table.

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CHIEF ENGINEER’S REPORT 


January 5, 1931. 
To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my report for the year 1930. 

During the past summer the water in Long Pond reached 
the lowest level ever recorded, the lowest point was reached 
in October when it dropped 304 in. below the high mark of 
last spring. Since then the pond has come up 6% in. 

As we had no permanent level guage, one has been installed 
on the shore of the pond, which I believe will give an accur- 
ate record of the rise and fall of the. water. 

The past season being so dry, the demand for water ex- 
ceeded the capacity of the new Worthington pump on sev- 
eral days, and it was necessary to operate the old unit along 
with the new. 

The plant was operated twenty-four hours a day from 
June 20 to September 1st. 

Engine Room 

The Worthington pump has been run every day the past 
year with the exception of two days in February. This pump 
is very economical to run, having pumped 393.5 gal. to a pound 
of coal with an increase of 13.9 gals. over 1929. 

The old Davidson pump is run occasionally and is always 
ready in case it should be needed. 

The recording guages are working well, and have given 
very little trouble the past year. 

Boiler Room 

The boilers are operating with their usual efficiency and 
are in good shape, no repairs have been needed during the 
past year. 
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Living Rooms 
All the cold water piping in this part of the plant has been 
renewed the past year with copper tubing. The pipes had 
been in service a good many years and were nearly made up 
in some places. “ ion 
An additional radiator which we had on hand has been 
installed in one of the rooms and the whole heating system 
gone over. All work has been done by the station help.

This has been a season of extreme drought and several 
fires have occurred which were quite stubborn, but not of a 
serious nature, until September 28th, when a fire was started 
apparently incendiary in nature, during a very high wind that 
lasted approximately seven days and a patrol for nine addi- 
tional days. 

This fire did an immense amount of damage and created 
a cost of $8,500.00. In spite of the efforts of practically all the 
available men within the Town, the fire spread and taxed to 
the utmost the ability of the fire fighters to stop it. The equip- 
ment in the Fire Department went under a Serious strain but 
none was lost or put out of commission, for but a short time. 

I wish to report that the State Legislature enacted a bill 
this year giving the Commissioner of Conservation, and 
through him, the State Forest Warden, Mr. M. C. Hutchins, the 
authority to order any town to institute a fire patrol when- 
ever, in the judgment of the State Forest Warden, it is re- 
quired. Provision must be made during the coming year for 
this fire patrol in the event that it is ordered. 

It is recommended that the fire breaks that are being con- 
structed under the direction of the Forest Warden should be 
maintained each year so that a complete system of prevent- 
ing fires and aiding in its extinguishment can be utilized. 

I have, in my possession, several checks for services rend- 
ered at the large forest fire during the year and have endeav- 
ored to locate the persons who turned in their time, but at 
present have had little or no success. 

There are no outstanding bills or accounts against the 
Forest Warden, to my Knowledge.

INVENTORY OF THE FALMOUTH FIRE DEPT. 


December 31, 1930, $186,120 52 


REMARKS 


At the annual Town Meeting in 1930, the Town voted to 
build and equip two additional fire stations, one to be located 
in East Falmouth and one to be located in West Falmouth. 
These Stations were ordered to be built under the direction of 
the Board of Fire Engineers. A lot of land on the Main State 
Highway in East Falmouth was purchased from Manton Gam- 
mons, for the sum of $700.00, the location receiving the ap- 
proval of the New England Fire Insurance Exchange, who gov- 
ern the insurance rates of the Town. 

A building was built on the lot by John R. Augusta of East 
Falmouth, suitable to house one Company. An Ahrens-Fox 
500 gal. Pumping Engine was purchased for the sum of $6,500.00 
and located there. The station was placed in commission on 
July 26th, 1930 and Captain Frank Corey was transferred from 
Headquarters to take charge of the station. The vote of the 
' Town called for two permanent men to be located at that point. 
A call company of ten were enrolled and duly appointed. The 
Station is well appointed and quite adequate for the Depart- 
ment. The Company became known as Engine Company No. 4. 

Upon the lot at West Falmouth, turned over to the De- 
partment at the Town Meeting of 1929, a fire station similar 
in lay-out to the East’ Falmouth Station, but of cement and 
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brick construction was built and completed by John R. Augus- 
ta of East Falmouth and put in commission Sept. 28th, 1930, 
acting Lieutenant Manuel Turner was given charge of this 
station and a company of ten men was duly enrolled and ap- 
pointed. In the construction and equipping of both stations, 
the Department remained within their appropriations. 

The Town, by their vote, authorized two fire alarm ex- 
tensions with the installation of two additional fire alarm 
street boxes. The installation at Megansett was made with a 
box located at,the junction or square in Megansett near Noyes’ 
Garage. The second installation, at the Moors was made with 
a Fire Alarm box at the junction of Elm and Moorland Roads. 

During the past year the Terrace Gables Hotel installed 
Sprinklers for additional fire protection in their hotel and re- 
quested a connection to the Fire Alarm System. This was done 
and completed about August Ist. 

In April the Ambulance, purchased and under the con- 
trol of the Aubulance Committee, was placed in the Head- 
quarters building of the Fire Department. The care and super- 
vision of this ambulance is directly under the Fire Department, 
who act in conjunction and upon the advice of the regular 
Ambulance Committee. . 

During the latter part of December 1930, the air compres- 
sor in the old Central Fire Station froze and thus prevented 
the electric motor from turning over. Being in a separate 
building the overheating caused thereby was not noticed until 
the motor had burned out. This loss to the Dept. required that 
the compressor be re-built and renewed and installed in the 
new Central Station. 

During the Spring of 1930 the grading around the new 
Central Station was completed and a side driveway constructed. 
Shrubs and flowers were planted and the grounds put in good 
condition. The old hose tower was made over into a drill tow- 
er and the yard in the rear of the new Central Station was 
laid out to permit its being used for drill purposes. During the 
Summer drill and work was performed once every five days 
for a period of about 3 months. “x 

The use of these grounds and the drill tower is invaluable 
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in teaching the men how to work at fires and create the least 
possible damage. . 

I wish to report that the apparatus in control of the Fire 
Department is in good condition with the exception of the 
ladder truck. Again I recommend that something be done to 
replace this truck. Due to a defective tank the chemical tank 
blew up while returning from a fire and very nearly caused 
injury. I can only reiterate my recommendation that proper 
steps be made to replace this piece of equipment, which is in 
bad condition. 

It has become necessary that immediate repairs to the 
roof of the North Falmouth Station (Eng. No. 3) be made at 
once, as the building is rapidly deteriorating due to a leaky 
roof. 

The only fires of serious or threatening nature that oc- 
curred during the year were: the dwelling of D. L. Whittemore, 
the dwelling of Mrs. Ada Gifford and the garage of Thomas 
H. West. 

For the first time in twelve years it has been necessary to 
report a loss of life, due to fires this year, when an automobile 
eaught fire as.a result of a collision and the two occupants 
were consumed in the resulting flames. The fire was caused 
by gasoline which poured from the fractured tank under the 
dashboard. The names of the two unfortunate victims were: 
George Oswald, and Hamilton Tremaine. Due to the fierce- 
ness with which the fire burned, the tragedy could not be 
avoided even with the most rapid response. 

It will be noted that the budget request for the Department 
this year is consideraably higher and the writer gave warn- 
ing that this would be so, when the Town voted to build and 
maintain two additional fire stations. The principle item of 
additional expense is the appointment of four permanent men. 
Two men for East’Falmouth and one for West Falmouth. The 
fourth man is appointed to take the place on the day off, 
which is authorized by law for firemen once every five days, 
so that in the appointment of three permanent men as noted 
it requires a fourth man to take their place when they have 
their full 24 hours relief from duty. The balance of expense is 
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made up of routine expenditures such as increasing telephone 
requirements, Fire Alarm maintenance, Gas and Oil, Fuel, gen- 
eral maintenance of the two new buildings and the pay for 
additional call men who comprise the two new additional 
companies. 

I refer you to the report as submitted to me by Captain 
Mullen who has charge of the Fire Alarm System. This re- 
port is attached hereto. 

The financial statement of the Fire Dept. for the year 
1930 will be found in the report of the Town Accountant.

REPORT OF THE FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


To: The Chief Engineer 

Falmouth, Massachusetts 
Dear Sir: 

I wish to submit a report of the doings of my work in 
charge of the Fire Alarm System of the Fire Department and 
also other activities for which I am responsible:— 

During the past year considerable construction has taken 
place on the Fire Alarm System. 

We have extended Circuit No. 1 or the Falmouth Heights 
loop from Box 218 Teaticket School to Station No. 4 East Fal- 
mouth, an extension of approximately two miles necessitating 
considerable construction and expense. Circuit No. 1 was fur- 
ther extended to include Box 142 Terrace Gables Hotel which 
entailed both aerial and underground construction. This box 
is of the auxiliary shunt type, working in conjunction with a 

pressure switch that operates box automatically whenever 
sprinkler system within Hotel opens. : 

Two street sirens have been placed at East Falmouth, one 
at Davisville Road on State Highway and one at Clarke St. on 
State Highway which are controlled through relays by an au- 
tomatic switch in Station No. 4. These sirens have been found 
to.be more efficient in-sounding an-alarm than one large siren 
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located on Station. One other street box has been added to 
Circuit No. 1, Box 41 located at Station No. 4. 

Formerly Circuit No. 2 included all boxes in Falmouth 
Village, West Falmouth, North Falmouth and Megansett and 
being an extremely long circuit, approximately thirty six miles 
of copper, presented an undesirable feature, in the event of 
an opening occurring anywhere between the Fire Alarm Sig- 
nal Room and Megansett, by putting the boxes on the Main 
Street of the village out of order until temporary switching 
could be completed. We have now subdivided Circuit No. 2 
into Circuits No. 2 and No. 4. Circuit No. 2 covering the vill- 
age proper from the signal room to the Pumping Station. Cir- 
cuit No. 4 covers the remaining districts formerly covered by 
Circuit No. 4. Circuit No. 4 is constructed along Gifford ‘Street 
across Jones Road to Palmer Avenue, and there cutting into 
the proper conductors. In this manner we have made the boxes 
in the center of the Town as trouble-procf as possible. 

Circuit No. 3 or the Woods Hole loop has been extended 
to include a Street. Box 252, at the Moors. 

A new Street Box No. 347, School Street, Woods Hole, has 
been connected to the system. This box is of the auxiliary 
shunt type and is connected to Woods Hole School. The wir- 
ing and placing of the control cabinet and Fire Alarm Stations 
within the school was done by the Fire Alarm Dept. This ar- 
rangement permits, by manual operation, practice fire drills 
without disturbing the alarm system and also enables anyone 
to automatically pull Box 347 from within the school. 

Circuit No. 4 now West Falmouth, North Falmouth and 
Megansett loop was extended to include one Street Box No. 
47 at Noyes’ Garage, Megansett. Circuit No. 4 was further 
extended on Blacksmith Road, West Falmouth, to enter the 
West Falmouth Station from the rear. 

The two new Stations, one at East Falmouth and one at 
West Falmouth were wired for light, power, and Fire Alarm 
complete by the Fire Alarm Dept. We have incorporated sev- 
eral of our ideas in the Stations, making for simplicity and 
efficiency. The Fire Alarm instruments and telephone are 
centrally located on a panel with a shelf directly below, upon 
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which is a punch-register and take-up reel. This arrange- 
ment takes less space and expense and enables the operator 
to use any or all controls without moving from panel. 

The lighting and power outlets are placed for convenience 
and efficiency. The electric services are large enough to ac- 
commodate any demand that may be made in the future. 

All electrical connections, from street poles, fire alarms, 
telephones, and otherwise are made in rear of buildings by 
means of poles set by us so that no wires show from front of 
building. We have in all construction made reservation for 
the future as far as possible. 

The maintaining of the lines, trimming, replacing, and 
working in co-operation with the local Electric Light Co. and 
Telephone Co. as well as maintenance and replacement of ap- 
paratus within the stations occupies and causes us consider- 
able time and expense. 

The equipment replacement and maintenance of all sree 
trical equipment on apparatus and within buildings and the 
charging of batteries is taken care of by the Fire Alarm Dept. 

We are endeavoring to improve and maintain the Fire 
Alarm system so that it will be ready for service at any and 
all times. 

The maintenance of Traffic Lights was placed under this 
department. The Quissett Traffic Lights have operated sat- 
isfactorily excepting the replacement of bulbs. The North Fal- 
mouth Traffic Light caused considerable trouble and expense 
which was caused by the cables becoming grounded. This 
trouble was overcome by replacing the cables with 14-inch 
pipe and putting in No. 10 R. C. Wire with spares so that in 
case of trouble it can be remedied by interchanging leads. 

The control box on the North Falmouth Lights also caused 
some trouble by the stripping of gears. To remedy this it was 
necessary to send same to factory and use a control box loaned 
by their representative, until the other could be replaced. 

The police lights are also maintained by this Department.

Report of Falmouth Free Public Library 


To the Board of Selectmen of Falmouth: 
The Trustees of the Falmouth Free Public Library submit 
herewith their report for the year 1930. 


REV. HENRY HERBERT SMYTHE 


On November 15th death removed from the Board of Trus- 
tees its senior member, Rev. Henry Herbert Smythe, who has 
served on this board continuously since his election in 1899. 
He spent a great deal of time and effort in the library work, 
and assumed a large part of the management. A greater re- 
sponsibility will now be placed on the Librarian and the re- 
maining trustees. We desire to record here his faithfulness 
and devotion to his duties. Owing to the short time until an- 
nual election, it seemed best not to fill the vacancy in the 
Board by appointment. 


CIRCULATION 


Although for the first time the Library has been kept open 
every afternoon and evening through the summer season and 
the limit removed from the number of non-fiction booKs which 
may be drawn at one time, the circulation has decreased slight- 
ly from 26,618 in 1929 to 25,994 this year. Possibly this is the 
result of the pleasant weather through the summer, with more 
time spent outdoors and less in reading. The Trustees have in 
mind the establishing of uniform Library hours for 1931. 


ACQUISITIONS 


The Library has now the latest edition of the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica, and the World Book in twelve volumes for 
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young people. In all 460 new books have been added during 
the year. Suggestions for new books or improved service will 
be welcomed by the Trustees or Librarian. 


REPAIRS AND MAINTENANCE 


With the $400. appropriated for this purpose, the large 
east room, used by the Historical Society, and the Trustee’s 
Room have been renovated. Also, we were able to have the 
Stairway and two toilets painted one coat, so that the interior 
of the Library is now very presentable with the exception of 
the floors. These pine floors have been in use without repair 
ever since the Library was built in 1901 and are beginning to 
splinter in places. The remedy seems to be to cover them 
with rubber tile, a floor now generally being used in places 
where the traffic is heavy, such as in public buildings. This 
will require a major expenditure which the Trustees do not 
feel should be incurred in 1931, but it is only a question of time 
until the floors will have to be renewed. 

In our budget, we have planned for repainting the outside 
trim this year. . 


LIBRARY CLUB MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Cape Cod Library Club, attend- 
ed by about fifty librarians and other interested individuals, 
was held in Falmouth this year on September 11th and 12th 
at Oak Crest Hotel. Rev. Henry Herbert Smythe made the ad- 
dress of welcome, and the principal address was given by Mr. 
Henry C. Kittredge, author of the recent book, “Cape Cod, 
Its People and their History.”

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Report of Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Falmouth, Massachusetts. 

The Falmouth Planning Board submits the following re- 
port for the year 1930, with recommendations for future con- 
sideration. 

Meetings 

Regular meetings of the Planning Board are held on the 
first Wednesday of each month, except during the summer. 
The Planning Board endeavors to be represented at all hear- 
ings before the Board of Appeals, when its co-operation is de- 
sirable, and has been represented at the meetings of the Mass- 
achusetts Federation of Planning Boards. 

Rev. H. H. Smythe 

The death of Rev. Henry Herbert Smythe, a valued mem- 
ber of the Planning Board since its inception, has brought a 
deep sense of personal sorrow as well as of community loss. 
Resolutions entered in the records of the Planning Board ex- 
press the Board’s sincere regret and appreciation of his ser- 
vice to the town. 

Expert Consultant 

In considering new and far-reaching eairay ener in 
town planning the Planning Board has regularly consulted Mr. 
Arthur A. Shurcliff, of Boston, nationally known town planning 
advisor and landscape architect, and Mr. Shurcliff has visited 
Falmouth twice to study the local conditions. In its recom- 
mendations to the town the Board has been closely guided by 
Mr. Shurcliff’s recommendations and advice. 


The following projects have been actively considered by 
the Planning Board during the year, and are now brought to 
the attention of the town for such action as may be advis- 
able. 
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Shiverick’s Pond Shore and Nearby Property 

By vote of the 1930 annual town meeting the Plamning 
Board was directed to study and present definite plans far the 
ultimate development of this area. Mr. Shurcliff was con- 
sulted, went over the grounds thoroughly, and submitted the 
following recommendations in his letter of October 23,, 1930: 

“T am strongly of the opinion that the town shauld 
look forward to the control of the remainder of the 
shores of Shiverick’s Pond as a Pett of the park sys- 
tem of the town.” 

Plans have been prepared through Mr. Shurcliff’s office 
‘showing his definite recommendations, and these will be sub- 
mitted for consideration of the voters. The Planning Board 
recognizes the importance of fair consideration to all proper- 
ty owners affected by this or any like project of development, 
and believes that by careful co-operation a program can be 
worked out fully assuring to the town the ultimate develop- 
ment desired, subject to such conditions as will properly pro- 
ect the rights of present owners. 

An article is inserted in this year’s warrant providing for 
suitable action. 

Street Signs 

The 1930 meeting voted to appropriate $500 for new street 
signs of the design adopted for use as the uniform standard 
for the town, as submitted by the Planning Board. Ninety- 
six signs have been made and erected, although no money was 
appropriated to cover cost of erection and that expense has 
been temporarily borne by individuals. The Planning Board 
readily recognizes that some of these signs must have the 
lettering on both sides. This can and will be done at a small 
additional cost for such as need it, aS soon as money is voted 
by the town. Many streets in the town are still unmarked, and 
an article has been inserted in the 1931 warrant providing for 
an appropriation to continue this work. 

Civic Center Development 

After extensive study of various possibilities the Planning 
Board now submits, with the full approval of its consultant, 
Mr. Shurcliff, a plan showing the recommended development 
of the so-called “civic center” group of public buildings. The 
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schools are all grouped into a campus effect and other public 
buildings, existing and possible future structures, are all 
brought into an attractive civic group that few towns are for- 
tunate enough to be able to have. The Planning Board strong- 
ly recommends the acceptance of this plan by the town as the 
one te be followed in the future in the location, of new build- 
ings as provided. * 
Post Office Building Site 

The Federal Government has made an appropriation of 
$100,000 for a new Post Office Building in Falmouth. A splendid 
opportunity exists to make this new building a distinct asset 
in its contribution te the civic aspect of the community. The 
Planning Board has considered and studied many possible 
sites, and Mr. Shurcliff has approved the location now recom- 
mended .by the board, on a plot of land consisting of the east- 
ern portion of the present Grammar School lot on Main Street 
together with the lot adjacent on the east, on which stands the 
‘Lawrence building formerly occupied by the telephone offices. 
At is important that the west portion of the Grammar School 
lot be reserved for a future connecting road running between 
Main Street and the proposed new “parallel street” south of 
Main Street. This gives the Post Office a convenient .corner 
loeation, easy of access, with traffic circulation, and possible 
“parking facilities at the rear. Three alternate sites are pos- 
sible, (1) on tthe south side of Main Street directly across 
from the War Memorial, requiring the removal of part of the 
Howard Swift Block. Without considerable expense it prob- 
ably will be impossible to acquire enough space here to give 
the building a reasonably attractive setting. (2) A site on the 
south side of the proposed new parallel street and an axis 
with a proposed read connecting Main Street and the parallel 
street opposite the Town Hall. This site offers ample space 
and the building of the new Post Office here would at once 
create a nucleus for logical business expansion, encourage and 
aid traffic circulation, and be a worthy contribution to the 
civic appearance of the community. (3) On the Henry Clay 
Lewis property, approximately where the old Lewis house now 
stands. A proposed road is planned running in from Main 
Street along the present east line of the Lewis property, to 
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connect with the Junior High School Parking Space and ‘com- 
plete the circuit of Hamblin Avenue extension. This with the 
proposed new road running across the front of the Lawrence 
High School and Library will give excellent circulation of traf- 
fic and additional parking facilities. The Post Office Building 
in this site would be a notable addition to the excellent civic 
center nucleus of public buildings. : 
Parallel Road 

The necessity for the ultimate construction of a new road 
approximately parallel to Main Street on the south has been 
increasingly apparent for several years. The Planning Board 
has studied it extensively and have the following recommend- 
ation in writing from Mr. Shurcliff: 

“Falmouth is pretty much grouped on a Single 
main street, the road running through the town. 
Houses and stores have sprung up facing on this road. 
Here and there a branch street runs off. The blocks 
of land between these branch streets are so large that 
the back land cannot be developed conveniently as 
there are no streets approaching it. If the back land 
near the rear of the main street was properly pro- 
vided with a good street, the nearby land would gain 
in value and would be sought for residences and busi- 
ness blocks. 

“Early Boston developed from a single main road 
in the old days. This has been the history of most of 
the towns of New England. They have slowly discov- 
ered that other streets paralleling the main street 
must be constructed for convenience and for economy, 
such streets to be two lot depths distant from the main 
street. My examination of Falmouth indicates that 
the moment has arrived to build a new street parallel 
to your Main Street in the manner we discussed on 
the ground. Fortunately this line is not blocked by 
many buildings although the land is in a bad way be- 
cause there is no means of access. 

“I strongly recommend that your Planning Board 
should lay out anew road paralleling Main Street and 
consequently intersecting Walker (Lake) Street, 


167. 


Shore Street, King Street, and all other cross streets 

which lie in its path. I think that will give impetus 

to the town from every standpoint.” 

A preliminary study plan is submitted by the Planning 
Board, with the recommendation that the Board of Survey be 
requested to make an Official layout of such a road substan- 
tially as indicated on the plan, for acceptance by the town at 
a subsequent date. An article is inserted in the warrant pro- 
viding for such action and an appropriation to cover expenses. 
New Cut-Off Road for Through Traffic 

Traffic congestion in Main Street and parking difficulties 
have reached a point where prompt relief is necessary not only 
for the travelling public but more particularly for merchants 
on the street who now lose business because overcrowded park- 
ing discourages customers. The answer lies in removing from 
Main Street as much through traffic as possible instead of 
pouring all kinds of traffic from all directions into the one 
Single street as at present. The parallel road south of Main 
Street will help materially to distribute circulation. But for 
through traffic of pleasure and commercial vehicles moving in 
either direction between the Boston road to the north and 
the communities of Falmouth Heights, Maravista, Acapesket, 
Davisville, and Menauhant to the south, a solution strongly 
approved by Mr. Shurcliff is presented in a plan providing for 
the extension of Minot Street, so-called, leading eastward from 
Palmer Avenue to and across Lakeview Avenue, through part 
of Hamblin avenue, across Gifford Street and along the Welch 
woodland finally coming across East Main Street just below 
the Town Farm and cutting across the head of Falmouth Har- 
bor to tie up with the privately developed road through Jericho 
to Worcester Park, Falmouth Heights. This cut-off road would 
accommodate a large quantity of through traffic, but it is not 
so far removed from Main Street but what all who wished to 
could easily swing through Main Street to shop without incon- 
venience. A substantial portion of this cut-off route is already 
constructed. It is important to take immediate steps to ac- 
quire, or reserve in proper form through action by the Board 
of Survey, the connecting portions to complete the route. Two 
other main advantages should be noted in addition to traffic 
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relief: (1) The relieving of the present sharp and dangerous 
corner of Falmouth Heights road at the end of East Main 
Street by creating a more direct and safer route; (2) the open- 
ing up of valuable and attractive property all along the route 
with especially attractive possibilities of civic beauty in the vi- 
cinity of Nye’s Pond, now almost useless in that respect. 

The Planning Board strongly urges favorable action on 
the article in the 1931 warrant providing for requesting the 
Board of Survey to make a proper layout of this cut-off route 
from Palmer Avenue to Falmouth Heights, and making an ap- 
propriation to cover expenses. 

Henry Clay Lewis Property 

The Planning Board reaffirms its recommendation of last 
year that the town acquire the so-called Henry Clay Lewis 
property at the head of Shore Street for the enlargement and 
protection of the town’s civic center. 

Building Lines 

The Board also reaffirms its recommendation that build- 
ing lines be established from Gifford Street and King Street 
east to the Falmouth Heights corner. 

Land-Taking Near Goodwill Park . 

There is a comparatively small strip of land now owned by 
the Jenkins’ heirs running along between the State Highway 
(Palmer Avenue) and the present Goodwill Park land, from 
the Main Park entrance north to the Pumping Station road. 
The Planning Board recommends that the town acquire this 
land for park purposes, and thus permit Goodwill Park to 
border on the State Highway in this section. This would in- 
crease the natural beauty of the park and the convenience of 
access, and at the same time permit such necessary clearing 
of undergrowth as would reduce the present fire hazard t 
Goodwill Park. | 
Town Hall 

The Board believes that Falmouth should have a new 
Town Hall, and that it should be in the form of an adminis- 
tration building, without a large assembly hall or dance hall, 
at least for the present. It is recommended that the town vote 
to request that plans be prepared without cost to the town 
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and be submitted to the next annual town meeting for con- 
sideration and action. 
Comfort Station 

The urgent need of a convenient sanitary public comfort 
station is apparent. The Planning Board recommends that 
adequate facilities of this sort be incorporated in any plans 
for a new town hall, rather than the building of a separate 
structure requiring separate heating, lighting, janitor service, 
sewerage disposal and maintenance. 

Walker Street 

The Planning Board approves the plan of Harold Hill Blos- 
som for the extension of Walker (Lake) Street to Surf Drive 
and recommends the town accept the Selectmen’s layout in 
accordance with the same. 

Junior High School Road 

The Board recommends the acceptance of the Selectmen’s 
layout of the proposed short road from the Junior High School 
through to Gifford Street, and the appropriation of necessary 
money to build a suitable roadway in that layout. 

State Highway to Buzzards Bay 

The Planning Board has acted in full co-operation with 
the Town of Bourne and the Marthas Vineyard interests in 
consideration of the completion of the new State Highway 
from the Falmouth-Bourne line through to the Canal. It is 
recommended that the town meeting vote to urge completion 
of this important artery at the earliest possible date. 

Zoning | | . 

It must be recorded that the value of the protection af- 
forded by the Zoning By-Law is gaining wider recognition and 
support, as its benefits become apparent. Recreation is the 
outstanding industry of the town of Falmouth, and the care- 
ful safeguarding of all the interests of our summer residents 
is correspondingly vital to our own prosperity. 

The Planning Board has nothing whatever to do with the 
enforcement of Zoning. It is required, by law, however, to 
submit its recommendations on all proposed changes in the 
By-Law. Where there is a conflict between private demands 
and the general good of the whole, then the interests of the 
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community must of course come first, and the Board’s recom- 
mendations must be made on that basis, regardless of person- 
al criticism or accusation of autocratic suppression of indi- 
vidual rights. The town is of course free to vote contrary to 
the Board’s recommendations if it wishes, just as it did in 
several cases in 1930, but the Planning Board must endeavor 
to preserve the effectiveness of Zoning as a whole, and to pre- 
vent radical departures from the general intent of the By-Law, 
except for urgent and justifiable causes where the good of the 
whole community is affected. The Board believes that the 
value of Zoning is being gradually demonstrated by experience, 
and will be more and more conclusively proved as time goes 
on, and asks only fair and unbiased consideration of its re- 
commendations. 

General 


At the present time the town as a whole is inclined to ex- 
pect the Planning Board to bring in recommendations and 
plans only when specifically directed to do so. There is some- 
times a suggestion of resentment at new and original ideas for 
future planning, regardless of how constructive the ideas may 
be or how strongly recommended by recognized experts. The 
reasons for this attitude of indifference and almost suspicion 
are; first and most important, a lack of knowledge as to the 
scope and value of the work of Planning Boards, and second, 
an unfortunate and wrong impression that the Planning Board 
indulges in vague and visionary scheming, with little regard 
for economy or for individual rights. Nothing is farther from 
the truth. The Falmouth Planning Board is no different, no 
more criticized, no less important than all other Planning 
Boards in hundreds of similar communities. No worth while 
permanent results can be obtained without wise advice, long 
sustained effort, and inevitable opposition. It is a slow pro- 
cess, to build up confidence, create intelligent interest and 
finally inspire enthusiastic support. At times the personal 
criticism and even abuse makes the job of serving on a Plan- 
ning Board a thankless one, with much that is discouraging 
and even detrimental to personal interests. But among the 
members there is a definite willingness and desire to function 
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properly and fairly, to accomplish results for the good of the 
community, and the members continue to give much time and 
effort to the Board’s work without remuneration and in the face 
of personal criticism, in the earnest hope and confidence that 
they are really rendering a community service the results of 
which cannot be immediately apparent. The Planning Board 
asks only for fair and impartial consideration of the projects 
recommended, and pledges its continued effort for the best in- 
terests and growth of Falmouth.

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Report of Committee on Public Welfare—1930 


By vote of the town at the last annual town meeting this 
committee was appointed to inquire into the various matters 
requiring the attention and action of the Board of Public Wel- 
fare and report findings and recommendations to a future 
meeting. 

The committee during the year has met with the Board 
of Public Welfare and discussed the necessary work of that 
board. Considerable investigation has been done both collect- 
ively and individually, and conferences have been held with 
Mr. Goodhue, head of the State Department of Public Welfare, 
all with the purpose of gaining accurate information on pres- 
ent methods and means of handling Public Welfare work here 
and elsewhere, and determining if possible how to accomplish 
improvement in the Town of Falmouth. 

The committee respectfully submits herewith a report of 
its findings and recommendations. 


PRESENT CONDITIONS 
1—Personnel of the Town Department of Public Welfare 

The Board of Public Welfare, by vote of the town in 1922, 
is made up of the three elected Selectmen, who choose one of 
their number as chairman of Public Welfare. Up to February 
1930 the Board appointed a Superintendent of Public Welfare 
at a salary of $600 per year, whose duties included investiga- 
tion of appeals for aid, the dispensing of such aid with 
the approval of the Board, and a limited amount of follow-up 
work. Since that time no superintendent has been appointed, 
his work being assumed by the chairman of the Board. Neo 
outside paid assistance is employed, with the exception of the 
keepers of the Town Infirmary. 
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2—Scope of Work. 

The scope of work of the town Decne! of Public Wel- 
fare is principally taken up with the assistance and care of 
deserving destitute and needy persons and families within the 
town. This requires thorough investigation of all applications 
for aid, careful checking to determine whether the town in 
any case is entitled to reimbursement from another town or 
city or from the state, in accordance with provisions of the 
law, and regular follow-up work while aid is being given and 
afterward. 

In addition the duties include oversight. of the management 
and operation of the Town Infirmary. 
3—Cost of Operation 

In 1929 the town Department of Public Welfare expended 
$670.17 for General Administration; $15,310.18 for food, fuel, 
clothing, medical attendance, cash aid, rent, and miscellane- 
ous items under the head otf “Outside Relief’; $1,087.99 for re- 
lief by other towns, cities and the state; and $4,418.41 for the 
operation of the town Infirmary; a total of $21,486.75. 

The corresponding expenditures for 1930 totalled $19,- 
877.37, indicating a reduction made up of $500 saved in the 
superintendent’s salary and approximately $1100 in actual run- 
ning expenses below 1929. The 1930 expenditures would have 
been considerably larger had not the Special Town Meeting of 
November appropriated substantial funds for the relief of un- 
employment. | 

In 1929 the net expense of the Welfare Department was 
reduced by a return to the town of $547.15 from the sale of 
produce, milk, etc., from the Infirmary, and the receipt of $3,- 
054.29 as reimbursement from individuals, other towns, and 
cities and the Commonwealth for outside aid furnished by 
the town. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS | 


By vote of the town, the three Selectmen not only have 
the duties of that Board to-perform (recently made greater by 
the Automobile Excise Tax work) but also have the added 
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functions of Board of Assessors, Board of Public Welfare, 
Board of Health, Board of Appeals, and Board of Survey, and 
some Police duties. 

This committee believes that under these conditions it is 
practically impossible for any three selectmen to produce effi- 
cient management of the various affairs of these several boards 
with maximum results. In the Public Welfare work thorough 
investigation is often impossible; accurate and informatory 
reference files and data and in general the efficient operation 
of the department’s affairs is hampered by overcrowding of the 
multiple activities assigned to the same men functioning as 
different boards. Mr. Goodhue, head of the State Department 
of Public Welfare, urges first and foremost the election of a 
separate Board of Public Welfare. Experience throughout the 
state has proved conclusively that such a step makes for more 
satisfactory and thorough administration of the work and for 
€conomy in the long run. 


RELATION OF WELFARE AND HEALTH WORK 

There is a constant and important relation between Pub- 
lic Welfare and Public Health in any town, and this Commit- 
tee believes that there is in Falmouth a definite opportunity 
for improvement by co-ordinating some of the work of the 
Board of Health with that of the Board of Public Welfare. 
The aim is to avoid duplication of effort and expense, to pro- 
vide increased efficiency of executive management, and, most 
important, to secure maximum returns to the townspeople in 
all related Welfare and Health matters. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


To this end, this committee recommends: 

1. That the Board of Selectmen be relieved of the auiieg 
of the Board of Public Welfare and the Board of Health. 

2. That commencing with the Annual Town Meeting of 
1932, the town elect by ballot a new Board of Public Welfare 
‘and a new Board of Health, in proper legal manner, 
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with the understanding of the voters that the personnel of 
these two new boards shall be identical. (In other words, a 
candidate for one board agrees also to be a candidate for the 
other simultaneously.) 

3. That the new Board of Public Welfare shall appoint 
annually a Director of Public Welfare who shall be both a 
trained social service worker and a trained nurse. 

4. That the Board of Health (identical in personnel with 
the Board of Public Welfare) appoint the same trained wel- 
fare worker and nurse as an agent of the Board of Health. 


5. That the appointed Director of Public Welfare and 
Agent of the Board of Health have in general the following 
duties: 

(a) Handle the administration work of both depart- 
ments, with the clerical assistance already supplied in 
the present Health Department 

(b) Investigate personally all appeals for aid, with re- 
gard to need, health conditions, employment, num- 
bers of family; whether settled here legally or 
charges of other towns or the State, etc. 

(c) Keep an accurate card index record of all such in- 
formation for ready reference of all departments, 
including school, police, and county authorities. 

(d) Follow up closely all cases awarded aid, to check em- 
ployment, health conditions, etc., and see that proper 
food for required nourishment is provided. (Much 
detailed information on this subject is available in 
the State Department of Public Welfare.) 

(e) Assume certain related health work in the homes 
now handled by the Inspector of Health through vis- 
iting nurses. 

6. That the Board of Public Welfare and Board of Health 
be unpaid, preferably, or paid not more than $250 per year, 
simply acting as the agents of the town to see that the affairs 
of their departments are efficiently executed and managed. 

7. That the appointed Director of Public Welfare and Ag- 
ent of the Board of Health be paid a salary commensurate 
with the services required. 
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8. That the Board of Health appoint a Health Inspector 
as at present, whose duties shall be: j a “3 
(a) Inspection fo Live Animals, Dead Animals, Dairies 
and Milk, Supervisor of Plumbing Inspection as re- 
quired by law. 
(b) Inspection of Public Dumps, Sewers and Cesspools, 
and nuisances as at present. 


9. That fullest co- operation be sought in all related work 
between the Health Department, the Welfare Department, the 
School Physician, the School Nurse, and the Falmouth Nursing 
Association, without overlapping of effort. | 

10. That the new office of the Director of Public Welfare, 
with all its detailed information and data as to local conditions, 
be considered as the possible nucleus of an eventual town-wide 
united-charities organization that would ultimately relieve the 
town of most of the burden of caring for its poor, and also be of 
value in meeting problems of unemployment. 

(Such centralizing of charitable work has in many places 
saved the citizens of the community, as individuals, far more 
than they pay in taxes for welfare work.) 


The committee recognizes that the proposed plan may not 
cost less than the present methods do, and in fact may slightly 
increase the running expenses of the Public Welfare Depart- 
ment. But it is false economy for the town to save money at 
the expense of lack of thorough and fair treatment of all cases 
because of incomplete investigation and follow-up. © Almost 
without exception throughout the state where thorough inves- 
tigation work has been established, the net saving to the town 
or city has been considerably greater than the increased cost 
of such work: 

The committee believes the adoption of the plan outlined 
will be a notable step of civic progress, and will accomplish the 
main purpose of increased efficiency and co-ordination of allied 
work in the town. 

In order that the co-ordination plan may be made effective 
at the earliest possible date, it is recommended that for 1931 
and until the proposed change in the personnel of the Board 
is operative, the present Board of Public Welfare and Board of 
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Health be requested to appoint the trained worker as Superin- 
‘tendent of Public Welfare and an agent of the Board of Health, 
and that a trained worker be assigned duties substantially in 
accordance with the report of this committee. 

Articles are being inserted in the warrant for this year’s 
annual meeting covering the various actions recommended. 


THE TOWN INFIRMARY ~ 


As a part of the task assigned to it, by vote of the town, this 
committee has endeavored to study with fairness the present 
conditions and needs at the Town Infirmary. Collectively and 
individually the members of the Committee have visited the 
Infirmary, and have been accorded every courtesy by the keep- 
ers. vive | 

The committee has received complaints from several inter- 
ested citizens that conditions at the Infirmary are not all that 
could be desired. Careful investigation has indicated that some 
of the reported complaints are exaggerated, but that others 
are justifiable and based on fact. | 

The physical equipment and condition of the Infirmary 
Buildings may be said to be fairly satisfactory. There is no 
desire for palatial quarters, but simply for those ordinary con- 
veniences to which the average person is accustomed. The fol- 
lowing needs are noted and should be provided at once: 

1. A bath room for the men’s quarters upstairs. 

2. A suitable room where a sick person may be segregated 
and cared for with greater comfort to himself and less 
annoyance to others. 

3. Improved lighting fixtures, and equipment of present 
fixtures, to enable convenient reading, and improve ap- 
pearance of quarters. 

4. Better chairs, preferably rocking chairs, for general use. 

5. The possible provision of a radio for entertainment. 

In the opinion of the Committee, needs of this kind would 
be soon rectified if the Board of Public Welfare were to keep 
in closer touch with the Infirmary. Their visits there, as a 
Board, in the past few years have peen few. This is no doubt 
due largely to the overcrowded duties of the many other Boards 
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which have been assigned to the Board of Selectmen. More 
frequent contact and consultation of the Public Welfare Board 
members with the keepers of the Infirmary would tend to cor- 
rect minor deficiencies and perhaps eliminate many causes for 
complaint. 

To permit mentally defective persons to reside at the Town 
Infirmary, even temporarily, is a mistake: It places an unfair 
burden on the keepers, and adversely affects the whole atmos- 
phere of the Infirmary. It is urged that this be guarded against 
in the future. 

The Town Infirmary should be conducted like a home. 
Those less fortunate persons who reside there should be treated 
as deserving and worthy, and not made to feel they are unwel- 
come subjects of the town’s charity. This does not mean ex- 
travagance, but it does mean comfortable sanitary quarters, 
ample good plain food, sympathetic interest and care at all 
times and especially during illness, convenient opportunities 
for reading and other self entertainment, and the courteous 
reception of visitors at all times. 

This committee has not asked nor received any information 
from any of those living at the Infirmary on which to base 
this report. But ample confidential testimony of actual person- 
al experiences has been received from many reliable individ- 
uals, which the committee must frankly report indicates that 
many of the above points have been violated at different times. 

It is the Committee’s belief that the townspeople are vitally 
interested in the affairs of the Infirmary, and that while they 
may be expected to be tolerant in the face of conditions be- 
yond control, nevertheless they are and should be quick to re- 
quire proper and right treatment of dependent citizens at all 
times. 

In the last analysis the responsibility rests with the Board 
of Public Welfare, and the committee believes they can be re- 
lied upon to guard the best interests of the Town in this im- 
portant matter. 

In the opinion of the Committee the best solution of the 
difficult problem of how properly to care for such persons as 
live at the Town Infirmary lies in the establishment of a Coun- 
ty Home, where deserving dependents from all towns on the 
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Cape may be accommodated, and would recommend that the 
Falmouth Board of Welfare take the initiative in this matter 
and endeavor in consultation with County officials to formu- 
late some definite plan for the creation of such a County home 
in the near future. In other states and in some counties of this 
state such a plan is followed with satisfaction and success. It 
provides for the county as a whole far better accommodations 
than any town alone can afford to provide for its own few citi- 
zens who would reside there, in more adequate quarters, better 
equipment, more congenial associations among the larger num- 
ber of persons living there, and justifies the employment of 
trained managers and assistants. The operation of the new 
old-age pension law may have a very definite bearing on the 
whole problem in the near future. In such a County Home as 
is suggested the annual expense to the towns would be material- 
ly less than at present, and it seems certain that the whole 
situation would be handled with satisfaction from every stand- 
point. 

To summarize, the committee recommends for the ulti- 
mate best interests of the town: 

1. That steps be taken looking toward the establishment 
of a County Infirmary for all the dependents of the various 
towns on the Cape, as outlined in detail. 

2. That for immediate improvement in the Town Infirm- 
ary, certain needs in equipment of the Infirmary be supplied 
at once, and a closer supervision be given by the Board of 
Public Welfare to the general conduct of the Infirmary, that 
the townspeople may be definitely assured of sympathetic 
treatment of all the dependents living there, and of the most 
courteous reception of all visitors who come, out of the fullness 
of their hearts, to bring cheer to those whose only home in 
their declining years is the Town Infirmary.
